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IN THE WIND 


Belgian Jacky Martens (Hus) scored the 
overall win at the World Championship 
500cc MX round in Landskrona, Swe- 
den, August 25, despite not winning a 
moto. Martens, instead, used seemingly 
unwinnable 4-2 moto finishes to nab the 
overall victory. New Zealand's Shayne 
King (KTM) won the second moto but a 
first-moto eighth ruined his chance for . 
the day's top honors, He ended up sec- 
ond. Third went to defending champ 
Joel Smets (Hbg) who won the first 
moto but dropped to ninth in the sec- 
ond. Fourth overall was taken by Bel- 
gian Danny Theybers (Hon), and 
rounding out the top five was Nether- 
lands' Gert-Jan Van Dorn (Hon). With 
just one round left inthe series to be 

eld in Germany, September 8, King 
enjoys a 23-point lead over Smets and 
could clinch the title in the first moto 
there. A distant third in the series is 
Sweden's Peter Johansson with 236 
points and German Dietmar Lacher is 
fourth with 219. 


Fred Andrews (Yam) scored the overall 
wih at round eight of the Grand Nation- 
al Cross Country Series in Millville, 
Ohio, August 25. Andrews took the 
checkered flag less than 10 seconds 
ahead of defending champ Scott 
Plessinger (KTM). Third place went to 
Doug Blackwell (Yam), while Steve 
Hatch (Suz) and Rodney Smith (Suz) 
rounded out the top five. 


Tom Norton (Yam) motored to another 
victory in the NETRA Hare Scrambles 
series with his win at the Mohawks Hare 
Scrambles in New Ashford, Massachu- 
setts, August 25, round 12 of the series. 
Josh Mclevy (Hon) finished second, fol- 
lowed by Scott Phelps (Yam), P.J. Peculis 
(Yam) and Randy McCann (Kaw). 


Ducati Corse team manager Virginio 
Ferrari no longer has anything to do 
with John Kocinski, according to Kocin- 
ski. “I had a meeting with Claudio Cas- 
tiglioni (the owner of the Ducati / Cagiva 
Group),” Kocinski said during a layover 
in Hawaii, Monday, August 26. "He's 
brought in an engineer from the factory 
who is now in charge. Virginio (Ferrari) 





has nothing to do with me any more. 
And ever since he's been removed, my 
results have been incredible. Now he's 
helping my teammate Neil (Hodgson) 
and his results have gone down the 
drain. Everything’s working fine in my 
team now. I have five good people - I 
don't need an army. I don't even want 
that guy (Ferrari) in my garage - there's 
nothing like having a guy around who 
knows everything but knows nothing, if 
you know what I mean." 


Kocinski also was a little miffed at being 
protested by fellow Ducati rider Troy 
Corser in the World Superbike round in 
Sugo, Japan, August 25. Corser protested 
Kocinski for passing under a yellow flag, 
but the FIM Jury disallowed the protest 
and Kocinski ended the day with a 5-2 
score and now trails championship leader 
Aaron Slight by 29 points and Corser by 
16. "No way," Kocinski said. "Can you 
believe a Ducati protesting a Ducati in 
Japan... I think it's a cheap shot, but it 
shows the pressure is getting to him now. 
He knows he can't beat me on the race 
track." The next round of the World 
Superbike Championship is scheduled 
for September 8 in Assen, Holland. 


A health reform act signed into law by 
President Bill Clinton on August 21 
could help end discrimination against 
motorcyclists in the workplace, accord- 
ing to the AMA. The Health Insurance 
Portability and Accountability Act of 
1996, passed by Congress in the waning 
hours of its summer session, could pro- 
hibit employers from denying health- 
insurance benefits to'employees who are 
injured while riding motorcycles. Lan- 
guage specifically protecting motorcy- 
cling has been included in the legislative 
intent of the bill through the efforts of 
the AMA and the Motorcycle Riders 
Foundation. The movement to safe- 
guard health benefits for motorcyclists 
began earlier this year when Congress 
started shaping a plan to ensure that 
employees wouldn't lose health benefits 
when they change jobs. Recognizing an 
opportunity to combat the growing ten- 
dency among employers to restrict or 
deny health insurance to motorcyclists,

The multi-faceted planning team will consist of PMROG"President Jim Landes, Butch Donahue 
of Donahue Harley-Davidson, AMA Pro Racing board of directors member Dave Despain, AMA 
Dirt Track Manager Bruce Bober and AMA President Ed Youngblood, who has directed the devel- 


opment of a number of the AMA's strategic plans. 


“We will be starting with a clean slate,” Youngblood said. “There is no previous plan that we 


will be working from.” 


"We're going to look at rules, program formats and every other aspect of professional dirt 
track racing in an effort to identify new ideas that can take it to a higher level,” Landes said. 
“Nothing will be off limits for discussion, and we will be actively seeking the advice of the riders, 
promoters, fans, sponsors, the media and any other party interested in improving dirt track rac- 
ing. Our goal is to create a plan for dirt track racing that will yield positive results.” 

“Dirt track racing is a great traditional form of motorcycle racing in America,” Youngblood 
added. “In the last decade, however, it has not kept up with the growth, popularity, commercial 
support and media exposure enjoyed by motocross, supercross and road racing. Clearly, it is time 
to identify the causes and seek ways to reverse this trend. This can’t be done by the AMA alone. 
Working with the dirt track team owners, we'll be calling upon all of our constituents to help us 


find solutions." 





the AMA entered into discussions with 
key House and Senate members. AMA 
Washington representative Rob Ding- 
man, with assistance from Wayne 
Curtin, vice president of the Motorcycle 
Riders Foundation, wrote proposed lan- 
guage guaranteeing that protections for 
motorcyclists would be included in the 
final legislation. A congressional report 
on the final version of the bill demon- 
strates the success of that effort. 


NASB President Roger Edmondson has 
announced that the Harley-Davidson 
Twin Sport World Final, scheduled for 


October 18-20 at Daytona International ` 


Speedway in Daytona Beach, Florida, 
will run under a new set of rules: based 
on a 65-horsepower maximum as tested 
on the official NASB Dynojet 
Dynamometer. “With the great results 
we've gotten this year from the Buell 
and EBC Brakes Sport Bike classes, we 
couldn't wait to put an end to the end- 
less teardowns in Twin Sports racing," 
Edmondson said. NASB also announced 
that the Twin Sports World Final will 
offer its biggest championship award 
since its inception in 1994. The total 
purse will be $25,000 with up to $10,000 
going to the champion. Two seven-lap 
races will be held with a $10,000 purse 
being paid in each leg. The overall win- 
ner and "World Champion" will receive 
an additional $5000 bonus along with 
the title. “If a rider can win both legs 
he'll get a cool $10,000 for his efforts," 
Edmondson said. 


According to a press release from the 
Motorcycle Riders Foundation (MRF), 
MRF president Mark Buckner resigned 
as the MRF liaison to the National Coali- 
tion of Motorcyclists (NCOM) Board of 
Advisors, and vice president of govern- 
ment relations Wayne Curtin resigned 
from the NCOM Legislative Task Force 
on July 27. Buckner and Curtin resigned 
over issues regarding product liability 
lawsuits filed by Aid to Injured Motor- 
cyclists (AIM) attorneys. The product 
liability lawsuits in question were filed 
by several AIM attorneys against 
Harley-Davidson Motor Company for, 
among other things, not putting leg pro- 
tection devices on their motorcycles. The 
litigation also claims that the motorcy- 
cles sold without leg protection were 
negligently designed, herent danger- 
ous and not of merchantable quality 


. when sold, which made them dangerous 


to the users and the general public. 
Buckner and Curtin felt that this 
approach ignored the rider's personal 
responsibility. "I am especially con- 





cerned with product liability litigation 
that seeks to eliminate an individual's 
need to accept personal responsibility 
when they enter into the sport of motor- 
cycling, as acknowledging and accepting 
risk and assuming responsibility is the 
base philosophy of the motorcyclists' 
rights movement's efforts to prevent 
safety advocates and the government 
from imposing 'safety' mandates on 
motorcyclists." The lawsuits in question 
were filed by AIM attorneys without the 
knowledge of the NCOM Board of Advi- 
sors or members of the Legislative Task 
Force, according to Ed Netterberg, chair- 
man of the NCOM Board of Advisors.

TM 250 Enduro is just too 
pedestrian for you, maybe the 
new 1997 Gas Gas TT250 Endu- 
cross will do the trick. 

The TT250 features a number 
of high-quality components, 
including 45mm Marzzochi Mag- 
num forks, a fully adjustable 
Ohlins shock working in a pro- 
gressive link, Brembo brake 
calipers and Excel rims. The 
frame is a chrome-moly steel 
"deltabox"-type and the 
swingarm is aluminum. 








At the heart of the machine is a Gas Gas-made 249cc, reed-valve-inducted two- 
stroke with a bore and stroke of 72 x 66.4mm and an exhaust power-valve.

Although Marc Colomer was crowned 
as the new World Trials Champion in 
Belgium on August 18, multi-time World 
Champion Jordi Tarres stole some of 
Colomer's thunder when he announced 
at the race that he would return in 1997 
with his own private team - usin 
Montesa. Cycle News contributor John 
Dickinson reports that the buzz in the 
paddock was that Tarres would go to 
Montesa with Colomer going to Gas Gas 
in a direct switch. But it may be more 
complicated than that: “I will only ride 
next year in a team totally dedicated to 
me winning the title using the best bike," 
Tarres said. Asked whether this would 
be a private team, Tarres said: "Maybe 
that is the way to go." When asked 
whether the bike would be a Montesa, 
he stated: "Maybe." 


Faced with the possible loss of the rider 
who has given him three successive 
World Championships, Gas Gas team 
boss Narcis Casas said: "Obviously, we 
want to hold on to Jordi (Tarres), but if 
he goes, we would naturally want to 
sign a top rider." Having chased Doug 
Lampkin hard last season, Colomer, 


~ Lampkin or maybe Kenichi Kuroyama 


would be hot favorites for a Gas Gas 
switch, according to John Dickinson. 
But Lampkin, when asked a direct 
question by a Spanish TV crew as to 
how he felt about Tarres moving to a 
new team, stated: “I am not really con- 
cerned with what anyone else does. As 
far as I'm concerned, I am very happy 
with Beta and look forward to winning 
the World Championship with them 
next year." 
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Fourth-ranked Kuroyama, meanwhile, 
remains one of the hottest trials proper- 
ties around. The Japanese ace says he'll 
likely be back with Beta next year with 
backing again from Japanese importer 
Rays. With fellow Japanese trialer Taku- 
mi Narita retiring, more money should 
be available for supporting Japan's best- 
ever hope for a World Trials title. 


Although the event was postponed due 
to rain midway through eliminations, 
Elmer Trett still managed to rock the 
drag-racing world at the AMA / Prostar 
Pingel Thunder Nationals on August 18 
at Indianapolis Raceway Park in Indi- 
anapolis when he clocked a 6.069-sec- 
ond, 235.10-mph run on his Top Fueler. 
Trett, competing on his 1000-horsepow- 
er, supercharged, nitro-burning “Moun- 
tain Magic," lowered Tony Lang's two- 
year-old record of 6.194 seconds by 
more than a tenth and is now consid- 
ered to be within striking distance of the 
sport's first sub-six-second run, accord- 
ing to Cycle News contributor Matt Poli- 
to. Trett's 235.10 mph clocking bettered 
his previous record of 231.24, which he 
set in June of 1994.

AMA Superbike National Championship

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 25 Я 
arly everyone's fortunes flip- 
flopped in the red flag-inter- 
rupted McGraw Insurance Cali- 
fornia Superbike National at Sears Point. 
Those who were at the front in the first 
portion weren't necessarily there in the 
second part, and vice versa. Not so for 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates, who 
led until the red flag and fought through 
from as far back as sixth in the restart to 
eventually take the win, the first of his 
infant AMA Superbike career. 

While most young racers make a 
gradual rise to their first career victories, 
Yates took a different route. There were 
no third-place finishes, no seconds. His 
victory at Sears was not only the first in 
his rookie season of superbike racing, it 
was also his first trip to the winner's cir- 
cle. Prior to his victory today, the best 
the Georgian had done in his debut sea- 
son was fifth at Loudon. But at Sears 


Point Raceway, Yates was the man to 


beat from the moment the first wheel 
was turned in practice. 

Still it took everything that Yates had 
to hold back his teammate Mat Mladin, 
who provided the perfect example of 
flip-flopped fortunes. Having stalled his 
Suzuki GSXR750 on the start of the first 
portion of the race, the Australian was 
11th when the red flag was brought out 
after 11 laps. On the restart, though, he 
was a new man, leading the majority of 
the laps only to be passed by Yates two 
laps from the end, crossing the line only 
0.217 of a second behind. 

While the good fortunes of the

Yoshimura team were a large portion of 
the story here, the real drama played 
out behind them, putting breath back 
into the championship battle between 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler and 
Smokin' Joe's Racing's Miguel 
DuHamel. 

With only a single round remaining 
in the 10-race championship, DuHamel 
leads Chandler by just two points, 252- 





250, after the latter managed to pick up 
eight points on the former at Sears 
Point. Chandler ended the day third 
after running with the two Suzukis 
throughout the restarted race, and his 
championship hopes were rekindled 
when DuHamel struggled, eventually 
dropping to ninth place when the shifter 
linkage on his Honda RC45 failed late in 
the race, leaving it stuck in one gear.

Another chapter in a race that had 
more plot twists than a good novel was 
the one involving the factory Harley- 
Davidson team. Both Thomas Wilson 
and Chris Carr were factors throughout 
the two-part race, routinely running 
with the-lead pack and eventually fin- 
ishing fourth and fifth, respectively - 
easily the best result for the pairing and 
the best outing for the VR1000 since 





Wilson finished second in the rain at 
Mid-Ohio. 

Factory stars filled the top 11 places 
with Smokin' Joe's Honda's Steve Crevi- 
er sixth, Muzzy Kawasaki's Mike Smith 
seventh, Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal 
Picotte eighth, DuHamel ninth, Vance & 
Hines Yamaha's Tom Kipp 10th and 
Fast By Ferracci's Larry Pegram 11th. 
Vance & Hines' Jamie James and Ferrac- 
ci's Shawn Higbee were the only factory 
riders who failed to finish, with both 
crashing out of the race - Higbee early 
and James on the final lap. * 

Race fans also caught a glimpse of 
the future when dirt-tracker-turned- 
road-racer Ben Bostrom made his super- 
bike racing debut at Sears, riding a 
“parts bin" Honda RC45 from American 
Honda to a 12th-place finish in his first 
race on slick racing tires and his first on 
anything bigger than a 600. 

Sunny skies and warm temperatures 
greeted the large, 41-rider field at the 
start of the 25-lap National, and it was 
Yates leading the way up the hill toward 
turn three for the first time with Kipp 
and Wilson in his wake. Those three 
stuck at the front for the majority of the 
first portion of the race, with only Kipp 
losing two spots after missing a shift in 
turn seven which left him in some dis- 
comfort after he was ‘slammed forward 
against the gas tank. 

With an ambulance sitting in a pre- 
carious position on the exit of turn four 
while medical personnel attended to the 
fallen Dean Mizdal, the red flag was 
finally thrown on the 12th lap and the 
riders would be regridded in their posi- 
tions from the previous lap, lap 11. 

At that point the order read: Yates, 
Wilson, Carr (who had clocked the 
fastest lap thus far with a 1:44.16), Kipp, 
Chandler, DuHamel, Smith, Picotte, 
Pegram, James and Mladin (who had 
fought through after being left on the 
line). Crevier was listed in 20th after 
remounting from a crash in which he 
was taken down by Higbee in turn 11. 

“1 had to regrab the brakes," Higbee 
explained later. ^I grabbed them and 
there was nothing there, so I left off and 
the second time the rear end came up 
and was bouncing side to side. I had no 
place to go, and I locked the front." 

Crevier was on the outside of the 
melee and was collected. The Canadian 
was fortunate enough to be able to 
restart just two laps prior to the red flag, 
and the race stoppage allowed his crew 
to make the necessary repairs to his 
RC45 for the restart. 

With just a 14-lap sprint remaining, 
the race got under way for a second 
time with Chandler blasting his way to 
the front, followed closely by Carr and - 
quite remarkably - Mladin. Picotte was 
next with Smith, Yates and Wilson in 
tow. Then there was a gap to James, 
DuHamel, Crevier and Bostrom. Wilson 
lost several spots on the next lap when 
he was nearly high-sided from his 
VR1000 in turn four, the Ohioan manag- 
ing to save it despite running off on the 
exit and gashing his chin on the wind- 
Screen. , 

“I went in there no different and just 
when I started to get on the gas it came 
around,” Wilson explained later. “I 
caught it, but it threw me over the top 
and off the track. I'd already gotten a 
really bad start, and then James, Miguel 
(DuHamel) and Crevier all got back by 
me. 

Mladin took the lead for the first time 
when he dived under Chandler on the 
entrance to turn 11 at the end of the sec- 
ond lap, and a lap later he turned the 
quickest time of the race - a 1:42.9. By 
the end of the fourth lap, Mladin and 
Chandler had a slight gap over Carr,

were turned at Sears 

Point Raceway, Aaron 
Yates (right) and his Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki were fast. That didn't 
change, and the 23-year-old 
Georgian ended up grabbing 
the first superbike pole posi- 
tion of his career with a one- 
minute, 42.691-second lap on 
Saturday afternoon. 

“1 really didn't know I was 
going that fast," a calm and 
collected Yates said. "The next 
lap would have been another 
half second faster, but I went 
wide in 11 and screwed that 
lap all up. I was really sur- 
prised to see that the lap before 
was that fast. I think I can do low 43s with a race setup, but I think the 
race will be run in the 44-flat range. I think the key here is just getting 
set up and being ready for the next turn." 

Yates and the rest of the Yoshimura Suzuki team had tested the 
week prior to Sears Point at Thunderhill Raceway, finally getting some 
time on new rear suspension linkages. That test proved to be construc- 
tive - at least for Yates. 

"We got the bike working really well there," Yates explained. "We 
haven't changed anything with the suspension since we got here." 

Tf Yates being on pole was a surprise, so too was Harley-Davidson's 
Chris Carr ending the session with a flyer that put him and the VR1000 
second on the front row with a 1:43.018. 

"It was a good lap," Carr said. ^I figured that since (Thomas) Wil- 
son's time from yesterday was going to sit on the front row - and I 
know what it felt like to be on the front row by myself before - so I 
didn't want my Harley buddy to be lonely, so I ripped one off. Maybe 
we can tag team a few guys in turn one. I think there are a lot of rea- 
sons (why the Harley works so well here); the fact that the Harley 
handles very well. This track is nothing but continuous turns. You 
only get straight up and down coming out of 10 with the run into 11. 
Everywhere else is a constant turn, with the exception of a:couple of 
braking areas. This whole track is side to side and you're going from 
extreme lean angle to extreme lean angle. The Harley works good that 
way." А 
Like the majority of the top qualifiers, Сагг'ѕ time wasn't done on a 
race tire. 

"I would be very surprised if any of the top six times were done on 
race tires," the Californian said. "We'll find it (the race setup) some- 
where along the way. I mean nobody's really blazing out there on a so- 
called race setup other than Yates. Yates is on the gas. He was fast this 
morning and he was fast yesterday. I feel confident that I can run high 
44s in the race. I would be surprised if anybody could run anything i in 
the 43s for the whole race. This track is too rough. I'll do some р pracuce 
burnouts tomorrow (to practice his starts). I don't want Pomona to hap- 
pen again. Hopefully, we can get the thing pulling up the hill a little bit 
better this year and with the transmission we have this year, which is 
not a six-speed, by the way. We're running a five-speed, and we're run- 
ning all five of them. Last year we had wider gear ratios and we ran 
four here." 

Vance & Hines Yamaha's Tom Kipp put his Yamaha third on the 
grid with a 1:43.244, then went out and destroyed his YZF750 in a crash 
on the exit of turn 11. His crew spent Saturday night rebuilding the bike 
in hopes of replicating the setup that had served Kipp so well in quali- 
fying. 


Then came another Harley on the front row, this one ridden by 





Carr's teammate Thomas Wilson. The Ohioan had clocked a 1:43.257 on 
Friday, opting to spend Saturday working on his race setup. 

“Actually, today all we worked on was race setup, and we just 
hoped to stay on the front row," Wilson said. "Yesterday we had 
enough tire testing to just go out, do a hot lap and qualify and work on 
а race tire and race setup at the end. We ran off a string of 43s and low 
44s. So far no one else has done that. I’m never confident with what it's 
going to take, but I know I'm not out of the ballpark. We're still going 
to need every bit of that and we're going to. need a good start: It’s a 50- 
50 deal with our starts. You never know until it happens. The bike han- 
dles really well. This isn't particularly one of my favorite tracks by far, 
so it's difficult for me to dig in. It's not necessarily a Harley track. The 
other bikes don't make us at such a speed deficit here. It just makes us a 
little more even. I just want to get a good start, stay with the lead group, 
and settle in. We've haven't actually been out and rode 25 consecutive 
laps." 

The return of Doug Polen to AMA Superbike racing caused a stir, 
especially when he was second quickest on Friday. On Saturday, 
though, he was rear-ended by James Randolph and his Suzuki 
GSXR750 was badly damaged. He returned on Sunday morning with 
the bike rebuilt, but crashed out again when fuel leaked on to his rear 
tire (see Briefly...) Still, he had qualified on the second row with a 
1:43.378, proving that we may not have seen the last of the two-time 
World Champion. 

Next to Polen came championship points leader Miguel DuHamel 
on the Smokin' Joe's Honda at 1:43.869. 

"We have a better setup, but I don't know if we have a race setup," 
DuHamel said after Sunday morning's warmup. “It’s much better than 
we had in qualifying. Definitely, it's going the right way. This morning 
we went 1:44s with the race compound. Obviously, coming in here I 
knew there was going to be about 10 guys that had a chance of winning, 
and they're all up there. It's just going to be a hard race. I only did three 
flying laps on Friday because we had some problems. This shock, we 
have a new shock that Al (Luddington, his mechanic) was working on 
yesterday, and I got cut short today so I didn't get time to get it dialed 
in the way I like to get it dialed in. With that shock, I'm pretty confident 
that I can make low 43s and maybe a 42. The big positive is that I'm 


` more comfortable on the bike now. Yesterday, 1 told them that if you 


don't fix the bike, there's a 60-percent chance that I won't finish this 
race if I try to win. Today, I'd say the odds are good that 111 finish the 
race and probably finish quite high." 

Next to DuHamel was his teammate Steve Crevier, then came 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin. The third Yoshimura Suzuki led row 
three in the hands of Pascal Picotte. 

“It’s always a compromise," Picotte said. “If we get it good on the 
rear then we lose on the front, апа if we get it good on the front then we 
lose on the back. Overall it's good, and I can't complain too much. It's 
hard on the front brake here, and I feel like I just need a little more 
power there. It's not that it's fading, we just need a little more power 
from them when you initially grab the lever. I’m also having a little 
problem with pushing the front. Maybe for the next race I can try some 
different pads or something to make the brakes more powerful." 

Surprisingly, Doug Chandler could do no better than row three on 
the Muzzy Kawasaki. 

“We put another shock in after the red flag (the final qualifying ses- 
sion was stopped due to a crash) and it wasn't as good, but we had to 
live with it,” Chandler said. “I think we have a good idea of what we 
need for tomorrow." 

_ Wat about starüng so far back on a track where passing spots are at 
a premium? 

"Im not really bothered by it,” Chandler said. “It’s going to be a 
long race.” 

Back after a three-race hiatus due to the injuries he suffered in a 
crash at Mid-Ohio, Jamie James was quickly on pace, lapping at 
1:44.019, which also put him on row three. 

“Tm riding a bit edgy right now,” James said. "We're trying new 
things right now, and I don't know how far to take it. I’m getting a lot 
of headshake and such. I feel pretty healthy - as healthy as I can be 
under the situation. I'm a little weak as far as road racing goes because I 
haven't been on a bike, and there's muscles you just don't use doing 
anything else, I'm just a little gunshy, and this track's a little intimidat- 


ing anyway." 
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Yates, Picotte and Smith with another 
gap to James, DuHamel, Crevier and 
Wilson. Kipp was struggling after a bad 
start and would fare no better than 10th 
despite his strong effort in the first part 
of the race. 

Kipp's teammate James, meanwhile, 
was ignoring the AMA's black flag for 
having jumped the start. James would 
continue to circulate with DuHamel and 
Co. until crashing in the chicane on the 
penultimate lap. 

Yates was suddenly on the move, 
passing Carr on lap five and moving 
right in on Mladin and Chandler. On the 
ninth lap, the Georgian moved around 
Chandler, and the rest of the race fea- 
tured an impressive riding display by 
the top two Suzukis. Both Mladin and 
Yates are arguably the latest brakers in 
AMA racing, and as they pressured each 
other more and more with each passing 
lap, the late-braking started to reach lev- 
els of lunacy. Both would enter turn 11 
in synchronized two-wheel drifts, and 
both would exit with both ends of the 
blue and white Suzukis twitching and 
sliding. Impressive stuff. 

That battle would go to the very end 
with Yates moving around Mladin 
under braking for turn 11 two laps from 
the end. Mladin tried to emulate his 
teammate's maneuver on the final lap in 
turn 11, but there was no getting around 
Yates and victory was his - albeit by the 
narrowest of margins. 

Chandler held on for third, his cham- 
pionship hopes raised by DuHamel's 
mechanical woes which dropped him 
from fifth to ninth in the final two laps. 

“We struggled," Chandler admitted. 
"ihi was a tough race for us. I didn't 
think we'd be racing for the win like we 
were. We just kept trying and the bike 
just kept getting better and better. I felt 
really comfortable when Matt (Mladin) 
came by. I felt I could run with him; he 
actually slowed it down a little bit. I 
tried to get by him, and when I saw 
Aaron (Yates) come by, I knew those 
two were going to have a big fight, and I 
wasn't sure that I wanted to be in the 
middle of it. We were going good, and it 
would be good points for the champi- 
onship. I just kind of sat back to see 
what was going to happen.

“I really can't complain how this 
weekend went. The start of the weekend 
was disastrous. We just kept trying and 
trying, we never gave up. We made a lot 
of progress, and today to get on the box 
is the biggest accomplishment for me 
and the team. I had a lot of trouble with 
suspension problems, the тож forks. In 
the high-speed stuff at the ends of the 
esses I wasn't comfortable at all. Even in 
the race I was struggling to get through 
there. I think we did as good a job as we 
could do with the time we had." 

Chandler had made a few changes 
prior the restart. 

"] went to a softer rear tire and just 
minor changes, a millimeter of preload 
in the front forks and I think the com- 
pression was all we changed. I got a 
good start in the first race from the third 
row. Even though I was on the rubber 
patch, the thing lit up, and I just kept the 
front end down and grabbed second, 
and got up the hill in fifth. When I had 
the front row (for the second start) I 
expected to get the holeshot the way 
that thing comes off the line." 

The restart was a complete blessing 
for Mladin, who was given a second 
chance after muffing the first start. 

"Fortunately for me we had a 
restart," Mladin said. "I got away about 
fifth or sixth on the next one and I got 
through to the lead, and from about the 
seventh or eighth lap I knew I was in 
trouble. I looked over my shoulder and 
saw Aaron (Yates), I think with maybe 
four or five laps to go. Aaron's been fast 
all weekend and I knew that he was 
very fast today. Obviously he's got the 
bike working good and he knows this 
circuit. I’m happy with second place 
and hopefully we'll be able to go one 
better in Vegas. It's good io see two 
Suzukis first and second. The boys have 
been working really, really hard. We got 
a new linkage that we've been asking 
for for a long time at Brainerd, but we 
didn't have enough time to test it, so we 
didn't want to use it there. We tested a 
couple of days a few weeks ago and 
seemed to get it working pretty good. 
And I showed today, that on a circuit 
that normally our bike isn't really that 
crash hot on, we got them up front. We 
were running some pretty quick times, 





so we're happy. I'm happy for Aaron for 
him to get his first win." 

For Yates the race didn't end one lap 
too soon. On the cool-off lap, his Suzuki 
GSXR expired. Still the 23-year-old was 
calm and collected in capturing the first 
superbike win of his career. Just a day at 
the office. 

"I was hoping it (his first win) would 
come a little bit earlier," Yates said. "But 
we've been struggling with the bike, 
getting the setup. We finally got some 
parts this weekend that worked and we 
got a new combination on the bike that 
worked real good this weekend and, 
like he (Mladin) said, it showed. 

“As soon as I saw the red flag I 
looked back to see how much distance I 
had and I said, ‘damn,’” Yates contin-

ued. ^On the restart, I didn't get quite as 
good a start as before, probably like 
sixth or something, and I just started 
workirfe my way up. They were run- 
ning through the dirt over here (in turn 
two) and I'd never done that all week- 
end. And I was actually trying to dodge 
the rocks and stuff. They were shooting 
up a lot of shrapnel. I didn't want to 
suck ир а bunch of dirt in the bike. I 
don't know what happened, but some- 
thing happened on the cool-off lap. It 
(the bike) just came all apart." 

The race for fourth went the distance, 
with Wilson just getting by his team- 
mate Carr on the entrance to turn 11. 

“I'm very happy," Carr said of his 
best-ever superbike performance. “I got 
to race with the boys and finish with 
'em. I was disappointed after Pomona 
because I made a bonehead move and 
didn't get to race with ‘em after being on 
pole. I learned a lot today. Racing with 
these guys was cool. I knew he (Wilson) 
was there. With about three laps to go, I 
about bought the farm in turn three, and 
it ruined my rhythm. I knew he was 
right on my ass after that, and I just went 
back to my dirt track roots and tried to 
make the bike as wide as I could. He 
squeezed under me, but I'm glad it was 
him and not someone else." CN

done the unthinkable - he'd turned down a contract offer from American Honda. All that 
proved to be false, however, when Honda's Gary Mathers confirmed on Sunday morning that 
Bostrom had indeed put his signature on a two-year deal that will ultimately see him on facto- 


ry Smokin' Joe's Hondas in 1998. 


For the first year of thé two-year deal, Bostrom will stay where he is on the Zero Gravity 
team, riding a Honda-provided CBR600 in the 1997 600cc Supersport Championship and an 


RC45 in selected AMA Superbike Nationals. 


“Не signed it Friday night," Mathers said on Sunday morning at Sears Point. "We made 
him an offer through Glenn (Cook, Zero Gravity’s team manager) at Zero Gravity. We wanted 
to make him an offer quick because we knew he had others to consider. Glenn got back to me 
and saia ne (Bostrom) had turned it down. We hashed it out on Thursday and Friday here and 


and з 


he signed it Friday night. He's going to ride 600s for Zero Gravity next year, and whether or 
not he's going to ride anything else is between him and Zero Gravity. We'll also put him on a 
superbike as many times as we can. It really depends on when we can get parts. For 1998, he’s 


a full member of our team for 600 and Superbike.” 


"I'm looking forward to a good future,” Bostrom said. "I got a really good deal lined up. 
Next year I want to concentrate on the 600cc championship and learn the superbike. And then 
the next year... Well, I’ve got a really good deal. You've got to look at your future, look at the 
manufacturers, the teams and the people who do the job. I think working with Honda will be 


the way to go." 


Bostrom confirmed that he will forego the AMA SuperTwins class in 1997, even if he ends 


the series as the class champion.

Briefly... 


Former dirt tracker and. current road racing hot property Ben 
Bostrom. who signed a contract with American Honda on Friday 
night (see sidebar), was having his first-ever ride aboard a super- 
bike, his first-ever ride on. slick racing tires and his first-ever ride 
on any road racer bigger than a 600 at Sears Point. Still, the 22- 
year-old Californian put the “parts bin" Honda RC45 on the fourth 
row with the 14th-fastest time. "The thing's the coolest, тап,” 
the laid-back Bostrom said on Sunday morning. "I'm just starting 
to get familiar with it. This track is hard, it's a tough place so 
hopefully we'll be faster in Vegas (the next round of the series on 
October 6). My goal is to finish in the top 10... okay, top five," he 
said with a smile. “| just want to get a good finish and not crash. | 
don't want to set the world on fire this weekend. It's so easy to 
ride | can't tell ‘em what's wrong with it. | haven't touched it - | 
don't know what to do with it. The big difference is those guys get 
it pointed quicker on the exits. | can go in as quick and my corner- 
ing speed is good, but | can't get it pointed as quickly as they do. | 
guess they said the setup is somewhere between what Miguel 
(DuHamel) and Mike (Hale) would use. It's way cool." Bostrom 
was loading up on vitamins, trying to recover from the flu. He was 
also the busiest rider on the weekend, having to race not only the 
Superbike but. also. the 600cc Supersport and Harley-Davidson 
TwinSpart races. Bostrom finished 12th in his superbike debut. “| 
was all fired up," he said on Sunday afternoon. "I got a bitchin’ 
start and was sixth or seventh. | was thinking, 'we're-hangin'. | 
had new tires on and they were unscuffed. When I flicked it right 
through the esses the front tucked and’! buried my knee in the 
ground. It tried to. pull me off the back but | think speed saved 
us. 





Honda's Gary Mathers denied rumors that Steve Crevier would 
be bought out from the second year of his contract with American 
Honda. "| don't know where it started," Mathers said. "But it's 
not true. We have a contract with Crevier for next year and we 
fully intend to fulfill that. There's no question that he's had a tough 
year, but he's gong well here. Martin CAdams, the Smokin' Joe's' 
team owner) grounded him for the World Superbike race at Lagu- 
na, and that was probably a mistake. You won't see things like 
that happening again. " 


Two-time World Champion and 1993 AMA Superbike National 
Champion Doug Polen brought his Team Polen Suzuki to Sears 
Point for his first AMA Superbike race since he finished 17th in 
the rain-sodden Laguna Seca National in April of 1995. The Texan 
started off by setting the second-fastest time on Friday, but his 
Saturday started less favorably when he was rear-ended by 
James Randolph in the: morning session. "He plowed into the 
back of me," said Polen, who wasn't injured in the collision. “It 
was real weird. His bike kinda hooked up on mine and | just went 
over the top. | kinda jumped off the front. Then | thought | was 
going to slide feet first into-the wall like | did when | broke both 
feet here, so | put my hand down and started rotating. | kind of 
backed into the tires just before the hay bales started." So what 
did Randolph tell Polen when they got to their feet? "He said, "Oh, 
no, anybody but you,’ " Polen said. 


Polen's Suzuki GSXR750 came to Sears Point fitted with Miche- 
lin tirés. "| have no tire contracts," Polen said, “I use Bridge- 
stones. in Formula USA, but | got these Michelins direct from 
France. The front is ideritical to what we used in the World 
Endurance race and it's the same as the World Superbike guys 
have. We've tried.the good front and the good rear, but not 

` together. We'll have them both-on for qualifying and the race: The 
‘bike is completely different from what we had іп Portland (the 
most recent Formula USA round in which Polen won a leg). Spec- 
wise it's set up just like the World. Endurance bike event, though 
it's rough here, it's like riding around on a cloud. It's really, really 
nice.” Polen's bike was fitted with a Showa front end, shipped to 
him from Japan after being. taken of the bike ridderi in the Suzuka 
8-Hour by Scott Russell and Terry Rymer. The GSXR also had a 
longer swingarm, modified by Polen's crew. "It just gives it (the 
rear wheel some more room," Polen explained. "We've got the 
ability to move it back another one and a quarter inches from 
stock." 





Unfortunately, Polen's Suzuki never worked as well after the 
crash as it had before, and his crew spent all of Saturday night 


and Sunday morning rebuilding it. Very early in Sunday's 
morning warmup session, Polen crashed the bike again and 
it caught fire - ending the Texan's return prematurely. 
He also suffered injury to three of the fingers on his right 
hand along with other bruising. Polen said that the ring that 
holds the fuel pump to his fiberglass gas tank delaminated 
and "the whole thing fell off, pumping three gallons of gas 
all over the rear tire. From there it was your standard high- 
side. When | was sliding, | looked over and could see a wall 
of fire from the ground to as: high as І could see. The bike 
was working good..! was thinking, ‘These guys are done 
today.’ The next thing | knew my feet were over my head 
and now I’m a spectator." 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin escaped without injury 

from a third-gear crash at Thunderhill Park in Willows, Cali- 
fornia, while testing the week prior to the Sears Point 
National. The Australian also showed up for Sears Point 

with a new hairdo, closely cropped to his head and dyed a 
golden blonde. The Australian then went out and finished second 
in the Superbike National despite his disdain for Sears Point. 
“Basically, this track and New Hampshire | don't like one bit,” 
Mladin said. "This one is even worse. 1 can't get myself to go the 
times that l'd like to go... down through the esses - basically, I'm 
slow through there. It's a track where we had to stay on two 
wheels. and if | really pushed myself. through there (the esses) | 
would have been on the edge of probably going straight to hospi- 
tal. I've said it before and ГЇЇ say it again, |. think something needs 
to be done about a few of these places where they're making us 
ride. Notably the last two that.| spoke about. Fortunately, we 
haven't had an accident here this weekend, but things can happen 
and all it takes is: a mistake. We're all humans; we all make mis- 
takes. Quite a few places on this race track aren't very nice, and 
I'm happy to-go out of here with second, taking nothing away from 
Aaron (Yates) because he's ridden well since the first day he got 
here." 


Mladin wasn't too pleased with quotes from Miguel DuHamel 
which ran in various racing publications after Brainerd. “! read in 
one of the newspapers or magazines last week, actually one of 
the guys showed me on Friday. that Miguel DuHamel said how he 
doesn't want to race with me because he thinks I'm out of control 
and all of this sort of stuff. 1 didn't take too kindly to all that sort of 
bullshit, and basically it's good to see him back where he is today, 
and | hope he gets used to it. " 


Both 600cc Supersport qualifying sessions and the final Super- 
bike Session were stopped midway through due to crashes on 
Saturday. The first 600cc session was stopped when Thomas 
Montano crashed on the exit of turn 11:and the second was halt- 
ed when Matt Wait crashed his Honda in the makeshift chicane 
àt the end of the front straight. The superbike final session was 
stopped at the 30-minute mark when Robert Mesa crashed in the 
same chicane, his Suzuki and several hay bales catching fire. Wait 
suffered a broken shoulder injury in his get-off, but continued to 
race on the weekend. The Northern Californian already had an 
injured left elbow after crashing his Harley-Davidson TwinSport 
bike in the NASB race at Portland two weeks earlier, and was 
scheduled to visit Dr. Arthur Ting for consultation on Monday in 
San Francisco. 


Although he wasn't fined, Matt Wait was placed on probation by 
the AMA for what they classified as rough riding in the 600cc 
Supersport final race at Brainerd International Raceway in July. 


One of the superbike men-who-has yet to sign a contract for the 
1997 season is Aaron Yates. The young Georgian qualified on 
pole for Sunday's National and then went out and won the race, 
an effort that's sure to raise the stakes. "| have a letter of intent 
with Suzuki that I'm supposed to sign," Yates said on Saturday 
afternoon. “1 was supposed to give it. Баск to them on Sunday, 
but maybe | won't. Some people have told me that they're not 
paying me as much as they should be." While Pascal Picotte has 
another year left on his contract. with. Suzuki, Yates’ other team- 
mate, Mat Mladin, doesn't have an agreement for 1997. 


Ditto for Thomas Stevens. The former AMA Superbike Nation- 
al Champion is itching to get back into the Superbike class after a 
year of Supersport-only with Kinko's Kawasaki. "I'm talking to 
everybody, but my first commitment is to Kawasaki," Stevens 
said. "They've given me the. opportunity to show what l've got. 
I'm ап А guy and | want to be on an A team with an A bike." 


Stevens won the 600cc Supersport final on Sunday, his first vic- 
tory of any kind since 1992. 


Al Salaverria had a nasty moment on Friday when he had to 
jump off the Moto Liberty SuperTeams bike at close to 120 mph 
during practice. "I lost the brakes and had to jump off," Salaverria 
said. “There was nothing there and | just had to jump off the back. 
That kinda screwed me up for the Superbike stuff. I'm a little sore 
and my confidence is a little funny. That's the craziest thing I've 
ever had to do." Salaverria ended up finishing 14th in the Super- 
bike National on his Earl Small-backed Harley-Davidson VR1000. 


Michael Barnes had the good fortune of getting his hands on 
the ex-Chris Carr Harley-Davidson VR1000 rather. than the priva- 
teer Harley he'd been riding since early in the season. "Yeah, it's 
better," Barnes said. "One of the main things is that we have a 
decent mainline setup to go from, Before we were using a Penske 
shock that went away from race to race. The Ohlins have helped à 
lot. The forks have helped. and it's definitely faster." 


Though many predicted that this would be his final season. of 
AMA Superbike racing, Jamie James says he's coming back 
for the 1997 season - hopefully, with Yamaha again. "Unless the 
well dries up." James said. “ve been with them for six years, and 
| hope to be with them again. | don't know what their thoughts - 
are, but this is the silly season." 


To chicane, or not to chicane: The AMA.weekend at Sears 
Point got under way with the AFM-spec chicane: in place at the 
end of the front straight for the first practice session, a design 
that was later changed for qualifying and racing. “It’s. not exactly 
the same as the AFM:chicane," road racing manager Ron Barrick 
said. “It started with the AFM chicane on Thursday, but we dis- 
cussed opening it up because it was really tight. (Rich) Oliver, 
(Doug) Polen and another 10 riders came down. and worked on 
something that would flow a little better. They all seemed: comfort- 
able with. it. We then used а democratic process to see if we 
would use the chicane or not. We took a vote on having it or 
going back to having nothing and it was 72-21 in favor of keeping 
i^ 


Two series regulars missing from the 600cc Supersport race at 
Sears Point were Four and Six Cycles-backed Todd Harring- 
ton and Owen Weichel. Weichel is still recovering from a knee 
injury suffered during the NASB race at Road America while his 
teammate Harrington broke some fingers on his left hand while 
racing in a local motocross event. 


Fast By Ferracci's Larry Pegram had a fairly miserable week- 
end at Sears, crashing once. in practice and finishing 11th in the 
National. "| was a little off on Friday; but by Friday afternoon we 
were going pretty good," Pegram explained: “Then | crashed it 
and the other bike was totally different. It took me all of Saturday 
to get back to where | was. | have no excuses. | rode like shit all 
weekend. | just sucked here, and l'm going to try and forget that 
this weekend ever happened." р 


Although SuperTeams will be changed for 1997, the class will 
be back. Instead of the current two-rider/one-bike/one-hour for- 
mat, the class will likely be a pseudo Unlimited Supersport sprint 
race, although slick tirés and more lenient rules will apply. Techni- 
cal regulations are still being worked out, according to AMA road 
race manager Ron Barrick. ;

DuHamel said. ^I could see Thomas pull 
away. It's that old thing with some of 
these guys. You get by them easily and 
they can follow you. Once they get in 
front of you they don't know where to go 
any more. Anyway, I just got by them 
and then Thomas was out in front and I 
thought about just letting him go and 
getting second and after that I was going 
to try to reel him in. I started to reel him 
in and I did. Two things worked against 
me - the Carousel because he was fast 
through there and would make some 
time through there. But everywhere else I 
could make up the:time I'd lose there. 
Then we got into lapped traffic and when 
we got lapped traffic he went by pretty 

25 
inko's Kawasaki's Thomas 
ДК << may have been forced to 
witness Miguel DuHamel win- 
ning his fourth AMA 600cc Supersport 
Championship, but at least he had to 
look over his shoulder in order to do so. 

After finishing second four times thus 
far in 1996, Stevens finally did what was 
needed to beat DuHamel and the 
Smokin' Joe's Honda CBR600 - he put his 
head down and he kept it there for the 
entire race at Sears Point Raceway. It also 
helped somewhat that DuHamel knew 
he only had to finish second in order to 
capture his fourth AMA 600cc Super- 
sport Championship and his second in 
succession, but nothing can be taken 
away from Stevens' best effort of the 
year. The win not only ensured him of 
getting second in the championship, it 
also ended a winless drought that dated 
back to 1992, when the Floridian won the 
750cc Supersport final at Texas World 
Speedway. 

Third place at Sears Point went to 
Stevens' Kinko's Kawasaki teammate 
Jason Pridmore, finally back on the win- 
ner's rostrum after a two-year hiatus 
from it due to the badly broken leg he 
suffered at the end of 1994. It would have 
been difficult to find anyone in the pad- 
dock who wasn't happy to see Prid- 
more's apparent return to the form he 
was beginning to show at the time of his 
injury in an off-season motocross crash. 

“I forgot what this place looked like," 
Pridmore told the crowd from the win- 
ner's circle after battling through from an 
eighth-place start to finish third. 

Fourth place went to Erion Racing's 
Andrew Stroud, the New Zealander stay- 
ing with the lead group until late in the 
race. In addition to finishing fourth, he 
also managed to irk DuHamel by forcing 
the French Canadian wide with a daring 
pass in turn 11. The move pushed 
DuHamel back several places and may 
have been the turning point in the race. 

"It's frustrating," DuHamel said later. 





"If I hadn't picked up I would have 
crashed. He (Stroud) just came in there. 
I'm not against people battling, but it was 
another Honda rider who knew the situ- 
ation. You would think they would try to 
make it as clean as possible." 

Moto Liberty's Gerald Rothman Jr., 
Zero Gravity's Ben Bostrom, Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Mike Smith, Smokin' Joe's 
Steve Crevier, Erion's Doug Toland and 
Yamaha-Suzuki Sport Center's Erik 
Schnackenberg rounded out the top 10 
finishers. 

DuHamel's 332 points gives him his 
fourth title in the 600cc Supersport Series, 
while Stevens’ 295 points locks him in 
second place. Bostrom is third with 261 
points, with Toland (248) and Rothman 
(246) set to take their battle for fourth to 
the wire in the final round in Las Vegas. 

The race began with a DuHamel 
holeshot, the French Canadian shadowed 
by Matt Wait and Stevens with Stroud, 
Rothman Jr., Mike Smith, Bostrom, Prid- 
more and Crevier all tucked in behind. 

Stevens wasted little time in disposing 
of Wait, moving up the inside in turn 11 
to pass the Californian who was riding 
with a shoulder injury. 

From there it looked as though it 
would be a DuHamel/Stevens fight, but 
the others weren't giving up, as evi- 
denced by Stroud's pass on DuHamel in 
turn 11 on the sixth lap. The pass 
dropped DuHamel back, giving Stevens 
some breathing room at the front. It was 
all he needed as he was visibly faster 
through the Carousel, using a wider line 
than the rest of the field. 

“Actually Rich Oliver helped me out," 
Stevens said. "Him and I are very good 
friends. We talked about the race track. 
That's something (the wide line) that he 
uses. I didn't show it, I didn't use it all 
weekend except in qualifying. I used in 
qualifying, but I was out by myself and 
didn't want to show anybody the way 
through there. And then I knew that I'd 
use it in the race because it's the way 
through there. It came down to that #1 
wanted to really lay it on him it would 
have worked. When we were side by 
side, I gave. He thought about giving, 
and he had the line. Miguel's such a 
good rider that we don't need to knock 
each other down. I knew I'd get it done 
because all the other guys were behind 
us and when Stroud came up I thought, 
‘Holy smokes, here we go. Miguel's 
going to leave me.’ So I had to get by him 
quickly. I had everything to gain and 
Miguel had everything to lose. I was 
willing to ride on the edge, and he wasn't 
willing to do that. All he had to do was 





finish second and put a huge bonus 
check in his pocket. I would have done 
the same thing. Once I got away I really 
put my head down. As soon as I saw 
plus one, I couldn't get to plus two. Then 
it stayed at plus two. Then my tires 
dropped off a little bit and then he got it 
back to plus one. From what I under- 
stand, he got balked going into 11. I 
pulled away. It was still plus one on the 
last lap, and I looked back on the back 
straightaway and he was still way back. I 
think he'd given up at that point. 

"It's been a long time and that's what 
it's all about, winning," Stevens contin- 
ued. "So I need to get onto a superbike 
and I need to get out there and show 
them that Thomas Stevens is a winner in 
superbike, and I think that's going to 
happen. The last win on a 600 was 1990. 
That was the last year I rode that class. 
Then the main factory (Suzuki) that I 
rode for wouldn't let me ride a Super- 
sport because they didn't want me to lose 
my focus on superbike, and it damn near 
cost me my career. Supersport racing is 
really important, especially if your super- 
bike isn't working. You have to show 
them what you're made of." 

DuHamel did indeed manage to work 
his way around Stroud and Wait, who 
later slowed with transmission problems 
to finish an eventual 11th. 

“I needed to get back up to second,” 








good, pretty clean, and I was stuck 
behind them. That last guy, that was it, 
that was the end right there. When he got 
by, I thought if he makes a mistake, okay. 
But he got by real clean and I thought, 
‘what am I going to do?’ I just stayed 
behind him and kept riding around.

Pridmore took over third on the sev- 
enth lap and eventually drew away from 
Stroud and the rest of the pursuers. 

“I got kind of a bad start," Pridmore 
explained. "On the first lap I hit my leg 
real hard up in turn two-A. I hit my leg 
real hard and broke my brace, so for the 
first lap it almost felt like a bone was bro- 
ken, because it was making a grinding in 
there. I thought it was my leg. I was 
freaking. But fen I thought there was no 
pain so I just kind of kept going. I real- 
ized that it was my brace because a screw 
had come out of it and we'd epoxied it 
for the race thinking it would stay in, but 
it didn't. I've broken my leg so many 
times, it was scary, but it was just my 
brace. I just wanted to make sure that 
once I got by people they didn't get back 
by. That's what I did. We struggled yes- 
terday on our setup and we did better 
this morning. I have not ridden a hard 
track like this all year long. The tracks 
I've gone to haven't been real physical. It 
showed a little bit. My arms were pump- 


ing up. I got balked by a couple back- 
markers and we were all running the 
same pace so it would have been hard to 
catch them. I'm really happy. I feel lik 
I'm back now." ‹х

iding with the late-season aggres- 
ВК that has become his hallmark, 

Team Oliver Yamaha's Rich Oliver 
once again decimated the 250cc GP field, 
in the process clinching his third consec- 
utive AMA 250cc GP crown and keeping 
alive the perfect season which he-hopes 
to make complete at the final race in Las 
Vegas in a month's time. 

As usual, it was Oliver start to finish, 
the 35-year-old Fresno resident motivat- 
ed by a battalion of family and friends as 
he sped to his ninth win in nine tries. His 
lap times were again better than a second 
faster than anyone else's, and only a 
mechanical"failure could have stopped 
him on a warm and windy Sunday after- 
noon at Sears Point Raceway. 

“I went pretty hard at first,” Oliver, 
who had over a three-second lead on the 
second of 15 laps, said. "I got down to 
44s right away, which was the best speed 
we did all week. So I felt pretty good 
about that. We built a lead pretty quickly 
and then I just slowed down. I didn't 
want to get caught up in anybody else's 
race." That didn't seem to be a problem. 

The problem, Oliver said, was "just 
trying not to get too caught up in all that 
was at stake. It seemed to take a long 
time to get to the halfway point." 

By then he was about 14 seconds in 
front, and he wasn't done. When he 
crossed the line he had a 17.881-second 
cushion, averaging 85.582 mph in com- 
pleting the race in 26 minutes, 30.048 sec- 
onds. < 

Having won every race and led the 
most laps in each win, Oliver has 
amassed the highest possible point total, 
324, for nine races, enough to guarantee 
him his third crown. With the title out of 
the way, now it's off to Las Vegas on 
October 6. 





The defining moment in the 750cc Supersport final came when James Randolph (6) was nearly highsided from his Suzuki, allowing race 
winner Aaron Yates (9) to pass. Randolph later crashed out of the race, handing second place to Mark McDaniel. 





“We'll strip the bike down to nothing 
and do a little prayer over the top of it 
and hope that everything runs good that 
weekend," Oliver said of the Jeff Myers- 
tuned TZ250 Yamaha. 

Once Oliver cleared out, it was up to 
the rest of the surprisingly large 40-rider 
field to entertain, and they did. The most 
fiercely contested battle was over second, 
the veteran Randy Renfrow using all of 
his considerable experience to hold off 
the irrepressible Kristian Kaas of the Per- 
formance Machine team. 

It was on the sixth of 15 laps that the 
two cleared out from a tightly wound 
pack of five, determined to settle second 


- between themselves. Every time they 


crossed the line it was Renfrow in front, 
but never by much, and it took all that he 
knew to stay there. 

“1 started out in front of him and prac- 
ticed all weekend my inside entries," 
Renfrow said. “I practiced coming off the 
Carousel, making it hard to get me in 
turn seven." What he also said made a 
difference was that he quickly repassed 
anyone who got by him early in the race. 

"You come here or Loudon or Brain- 
erd, you have to be prepared to race," 
Renfrow added. 

This was not the first time that Ren- 
frow has raced with Kaas this year. 
They've battled at Daytona, Loudon and 
Brainerd, and Renfrow feels comfortable 
racing with the 23-year-old Finn. 

“It’s fun riding with him. He's good 
and safe," Renfrow said. 

Kaas added, "We have very different 
riding styles." Part of that can be put to 
different machinery. Renfrow is one of 
the few riders to use the Honda RS250, 
while Kaas uses the venerable Yamaha 
TZ250. Of the two, the Honda was clear- 
ly faster, Renfrow getting off the corners 
better and able to hold a top-speed 
advantage. 

Kaas made a final run on the last lap, 
but Renfrow used different gears in two 
pivotal corners and was able to outdrive 
him to the line. 

“1 woke up early this morning, not 
because of the alarm, but because I knew 
it was going to be a race,” Renfrow said. 

By finishing second, Renfrow added 
two points to his lead over Kaas in the 
fight for second place in the champi- 
onship. With only Las Vegas to run, Ren- 
frow leads Kaas 262 to 257. 

The race for fourth was nearly as good 
as the Renfrow-Kaas battle, though not 
for quite as long. Early on it was Wash- 
ington veteran Mike Sullivan in the spot, 
the Dick Wall/Simpson Construction/ 
Centralia Knitting Mills-backed rider 
holding off Deutsche Financial Services 
Mark Foster. Then that pair would be 
reeled in from behind by an angry trio, 
Performance Machine's Roland Sands 
swooping by both on the eighth lap to 
move Sullivan back to fifth, Foster sixth. 

It was several more laps before fourth 
was decided for good, Sands gaining a 
little breathing room before Sullivan 
made a run at the end. 





“It was way hairy," the Yamaha- 
mounted Sands said of his run through 
the field after his customary bad start. 
After carving his way through the field 
he came up on Sullivan and Foster in 
turn one, using a lapped rider to take 
over fourth. “I thought I'd catch Kristian 
(Kaas) and (Randy) Renfrow. I was doing 
46s, then I hit lapped traffic. I almost 
crashed three times. It was a mess out 
there, a complete mess." 

Sullivan took fourth, then came Foster 
about 6.5 seconds back with Costalupes 
Construction's Geep Terranova next, in 
front of Team World Sports Imports' 
Bobby Keith. Michael Montoya and Cliff 
Tolley filled out the top 10. €N

Yates

єє was just a Saturday afternoon 
ride." Maybe so, but Aaron 
Yates should expect more on 

October 5 in Las Vegas. 

Yates had it rather easy at Sears Point 
Raceway, securing his fifth 750cc Super- 
sport win of the year by topping Mark 
McDaniel by nearly three seconds after 
visibly slowing toward the end. But his 
easy win was aided by the fact that his 
season-long rival and Yoshimura Suzuki 
teammate Pascal Picotte was forced to

start from the sixth row after having 
mechanical problems during the qualify- 
ing session. Picotte ended up getting 
fourth, setting up a season-ending show- 
down between the duo with just two 
points separating them in the champi- 


. onship point standings. 


While Yates has now won five races, 
Picotte has won four. It will basically 
come down to who wins at Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway in five weeks. 

“I think I've got one or two points on 
him," Yates said after the race, before 
learning that he actually had two points 
on his rival Picotte. “It doesn't change 
much; I still have to beat him in the next 
one. I was really just trying to be conserv- 
ative and save the tires in case something 
happened at the end. I was keeping an 
eye on things and it was a pretty easy 
race." 

Picotte only did a single lap in quali- 
fying after running into mechanical prob- 
lems Saturday, forcing him to start from 
the sixth row on the grid. 

“I did one lap, and it was a slow one,” 
Picotte said. ^I had a really hard time 
early with some of these riders. They are 
a lot slower, but they're willing to fight 
with me. They were wanting to beat me 
like hell. It screwed up my head for a few 
laps." 

P McDaniel had his best ride of the year, 
finishing second on the EBSCO Suzuki 
on what is his home race track. 

“Its my home track, man,” 
McDaniel said. “My parents are here, 
my ex-girlfriend is here. It's a blessing 
and I thank God for it. My race was 
totally uneventful except for once in 
turn two I almost got into a lapped 
rider. He (Yates) knew he could rip it. 
Usually my last five laps are my fastest, 
but this time it wasn't so. I feel really 
sorry for Jimmy (Randolph). He put a 
lot of effort into this weekend." 

Randolph was running with Yates 
when he crashed out of the race, ending 
his bid for victory on what is also his 
home track. ‚ 

With Randolph out of the picture, 
Yates sailed clear and he was never really 
threatened. 

Third place went to EBSCO Suzuki's 
Michael Barnes, who narrowly held off 
the charging Picotte on the final lap. 

“Не came up the inside and he drifted 
to the line I was actually taking all race," 
Barnes said. "I got inside and I knew I 
had him. He was just going a little too 
quick. I raced with the Kinko's guys early 
and when I saw ‘Plus 0, Plus 1' I thought 
it was (Thomas) Stevens. I was trying not 
to look back and I had no idea it was Pas- 

“I tried downshifting one more gear, 
but it started hopping the rear and it 
went even wider," Picotte said of his pass 
attempt.

Sbowdown

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 25 
fter 10 races, only one point sepa- 
A= the two brightest lights in 
motorcycle racing, guaranteeing 
that their epic contest will be decided, as 
it should be, in the final race of the sea- 
son. 

Today it was Bartels’ Harley-David- 
son’s Ben Bostrom taking his turn to win, 
the Southern Californian elbowing his 
way to victory in a fight to the finish over 
archrival Matt Wait, the northern Cali- 
fornian on the Mitchell’s Modesto’s 
Harley-Davidson. It was Bostrom’s fifth 
win of the year, to Wait’s four, and was 
as hotly contested as any of them. In the 
final turn, a looping 180-degree right- 
hander, the two were using their elbows 
to fight for precious track space. 

“It’s been going like that all year and I 
think it’s going to continue at Vegas,” 
Bostrom said after beating Wait to the 
flag by 0.804 second. Wait, who was rid- 
ing with a broken right collarbone and 
damaged and aching right elbow, said he 
was going to “look to Las Vegas in a 
month and give him hell there.” 

After 10 of 11 races, it's Bostrom in 
front of Wait, 316-315. Bostrom’s team- 
mate, Dave Estok, was third today, 
which guaranteed that he would finish 
third in the championship. 

Estok was able to stick with Bostrom 
and Wait early on, the trio leaving the 
rest of the sparse 12-rider field in its 
wake on the first of 10 laps. 

On the fourth lap it appeared that the 
lead duo was starting to put a gap on 
Estok slightly and the gap quickly grew 
once Estok lost the draft on the back 
straight. Like Wait, Estok was having his 
own arm troubles. 

"I'd caught up to them and then my 
arms pumped up. It’s the same problem 
I've been having all year," Estok said. “I 
got into a real big slide and that's when 
they took off. I knew I had third." 

When the crossed flags were shown it 
was still Bostrom in front of Wait, with 
Estok now two seconds back. The first 








time that Wait officially led was across 
the stripe on the eighth lap, a spot he 
held on the ninth also. "Coming out of 
(turn) 11 on the white-flag lap I looked 
back and saw a Bartels' bike, but I guess 
it was (Dave) Estok. Ben (Bostrom) must 
have been right behind me." 

Indeed he was. 

Bostrom ran in Wait's shadow for 
much of the lap, the pair running side by 
side out of turn seven for the run down 
the back stretch to turn 11, the final loop- 
ing right-hander before the newly built 
chicane, then the finish line. 

“Maybe I should have let him run it in 
deep and on line. But I thought if I can 
hold the inside line I can block him; I 
could get to the finish first,” Wait said. “I 
just had too much going in there and I 
ran a little wide. He had the right angle 
coming through the chicane and I held 
off the gas or we would have both ended 
up in the hay bales. It was critical that I 
finish the race and get the points that we 
needed." 

. “Tt was a little out of shape,” Bostrom 
admitted after completing the 10-lap, 
25.2-mile race in 18 minutes, 46.736 sec- 
onds at an average speed of 80.516 mph. 

Estok was next across with plenty of 
cushion on Tilley's H-D's Tripp Nobles. 
The Georgian had moved into fourth on 
the first lap and was never able to chal- 
lenge, nor was he threatened. 

Harley-Davidson of Citrus Heights' 
Matthew Guidera took over fifth on the 
fourth lap and had to hold off the persis- 
tent Mark Black on the Miller Electrical 
Construction/ Texan H-D, which he did. 

That pair left behind a four-rider con- 
test which Widman H-D's Lance Jones 
got the best of. Then came Hal's H-D's 
Brian Gibbs and Orange County H-D's 
Jody Hendley. ‹х

EBSCO 
and Erion 
to the end

SONOMA, CA, AUG. 25 
is as it should be: EBSCO Industries 
[a vs. Erion Racing in the final 
Performance Machine SuperTeams 
race of the year at Las Vegas in little 
more than a month’s time. That, in effect, 
was the most important result of today’s 
red-flag-interrupted race at Sears Point 
Raceway, won by EBSCO going away, 
the team dominating both of the seg- 
ments. 

“It’s down to the wire for the last race. 
It makes it real exciting," EBSCO's Mark 
McDaniel said after racing the team's 
Suzuki GSXR750 to a convincing win 
over the Erion Honda of the injured 
Doug Toland. “We were fortunate 
enough to maintain second place and be 
in the championship running,” Toland - 
who had damaged ligaments in his left 
leg from a recent dirt bike accident, but 
was not offering that as an excuse - said. 

With only the final round at Las 
Vegas to go, EBSCO leads Erion 247-244, 
with each team carding three race wins. 

Third place went to the EBSCO Suzu- 
ki of Michael Barnes and James Ran- 
dolph, Barnes running much of the sec- 
ond part of the race in second before 
dropping to third. “It would've been nice 
to do one-two and spread the points a lit- 
tle bit more,” Barnes said. 

The race began late on Saturday after- 
noon and immediately became a three- 
team battle. At the front it was Erion’s 
Andrew Stroud, EBSCO’s returning 
recruit Doug Polen and the Moto Liberty 
Honda of Gerald Rothman Jr. The trio 
opened a gap on the 19-rider field by the 
second lap and the order didn't change 
significantly until the ninth lap when 
Polen forged past Stroud. 

"They were having big problems with 
those things," Polen said of Stroud's 
Honda CBR900RR. “He was coming to a 
dead stop in the corners. Andrew made it 
wide enough that it was hard to get by 
him, I took my time and found a reason-

able place to pass. Once I was around 
him Í went two seconds a lap faster with 
no trouble." 

Two laps after taking the lead, Polen 
had better than four seconds in hand. 
Then, on the next lap, the 11th, Rothman 
crashed exiting the turn-six Carousel, 
bringing out a red flag just past the 20- 
minute mark. That meant that when the 
race was resumed, the second riders 
could take over for the final run. 

The restart came with just over 23 
minutes to run, a true sprint race that 
was gridded by the running order at the 
end of the 10th lap. Despite the best 
efforts of the Moto Liberty Honda crew, 
they couldn't get the team's Honda 
CBR900RR race-ready in time for the 
restart, or any part of the second leg. 
They finished 17th and dropped down to 
fifth in the championship. 

The second leg featured another front- 
running trio, but this time it was 
EBSCO's McDaniel and EBSCO Suzuki's 
Michael Barnes running one-two in front 
of Erion's Toland. 

Ending the second lap, McDaniel held 
close to a three-second cushion which he 
effortlessly extended every lap on his 
way to a 15.273-second margin of victory 
after 13 laps. More importantly, he made 
sure the team led the most laps so that 
they gained the extra championship 
point. 

Barnes had gotten a good jump on 
Toland in the fight for second, then the 
Honda rider ran him down with just 
over 10 minutes to go. Barnes had no 
answer for Toland's charge and finished 
about six seconds back at the end. 

DATS Racing finished fourth, Dale 
Kieffer riding first, with Dax Snow bring- 
ing the Suzuki GSXR1100 home about 14 
seconds behind Barnes. е 

Fifth, another 10 seconds back, was 
the Ohio Superbike Suzuki 1100 of

AMA 125/250cc National Motocross Cham

BINGHAMTON, NY, AUG. 25 
hen the AMA 250cc National 
Ws Series rolled out of 
Washougal, Washington, last 
weekend, something happened that has 
not occurred in nearly two full seasons - 
Team Honda/ 1-800-Collect / Fox's Jere- 
my McGrath was not in charge of the 
250cc championship points standings. 
Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig took con- 
trol of the points lead by eight points 
when he finished second overall and 
McGrath suffered a rare DNF in the sec- 
ond moto, scoring only 12 points for the 
day in 15th overall. McGrath sustained a 
nagging foot injury at the Millville 
National and sustained a few more 
injuries in Washougal, and was not con- 
sidered by most to be up to full speed 
coming into Binghamton. But McGrath 
proved his doubters wrong when he 
holeshot both motos and took the overall 
victory in convincing style, going 1-1 at 
the Binghamton AMA 125/250cc 


National Motocross held at the Broome- . 


Tioga Sports Center, moving to within 
just two points of Emig with one race, 
two motos, to go. 

McGrath's win at Binghamton 
assures the fact that the AMA 250cc MX 
Championship will be decided in the 
final two motos of the year - and most 
likely it will be decided in the final 
moto. This is what we've all been wait- 
ing for since McGrath started his reign 
of championships four years ago. Some 
suspense and uncertainty. Imagine that. 
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McGrath came into Binghamton not 
even certain himself whether he was up 
to riding the pace he would need to stay, 
close to Emig in the motos and the point 
standings. As the day progressed 
through practice and the first moto, 
McGrath must have come to the realiza- 
tion that he was up to the task of setting 
his sights on the target - Emig - and 
pulling the trigger. 

“Well, I did what I had to do,” 
McGrath explained. “In the first moto, I 
was a bit hesitant on dabbing it (the left 
foot), but in the second moto I just went 
for it - it felt good. Adrenaline can some- 
times erase the pain, but my foot feels 
pretty darn good right now (lifting his 
foot and moving it after the second 
moto). It was, basically, now or never. I 
felt good on my bike all week and in 
practice. Before Washougal I didn’t ride 
for two weeks, but now I'm ready for| 
next weekend. I'd say Jeff (Emig) has a 
few more things to worry about than me 
- Steel City is my favorite track and I’m 
pumped going into the final."

Emig had a good day and got second 

overall with a consistent 2-2, but just 
could not put together the great starts 
he's grown accustomed to getting lately. 
He rode really strong, though, as he 
proved after getting a midpack start in 
the second moto and moved up to sec- 
ond place by moto's end. He's confident 
and ready for the final showdown. 

“My starts weren't up to par today, 
but that's racing," said Emig. "All week 
long I tried not to think about the points 
battle, but when you're in the hunt, it's 
hard not to. I was definitely nervous 
| coming into today's races, but now I feel 
relieved and confident - I know I'm the 
strongest guy out there (after his sec- 
|ond-moto charge) and I'm ready. It's 
just really interesting that it's all going 
to come down to the last moto. I know I 
feel better riding than spectating 
because my fans want me to win real 
|bad and can't do much about it, but I 
| know I'm in control of my own destiny 
and I think I can win the champi- 
onship." 

Team Suzuki's Greg Albertyn had a 
consistent day and finished on the podi- 
um for the second time this year (the 
other time being his win at Unadilla) in 
third place with a 4-3. He was pretty 
exhausted after the second moto, where 
he kept McGrath in his sights for most 
of the race until Emig got around him 
on the last lap. He had a good ride, 
nonetheless. 

“I just thank the Lord for giving me 
the talent to ride with guys like Jeff 
(Emig) and Jeremy (McGrath), and we 
had a great race today," Albertyn said. 
"Next week I'm going to try and show 
those two guys a thing or two (says with 
a laugh). It's taken me some time to 
adjust to the speed of American 
motocross, but hopefully I'll be here a 
few more years to race with these guys." 

Fourth overall went to Honda of 
Troy's Larry Ward, who turned in a 5-4 
moto tally and really seems to be com- 
ing on strong at the end of this season, 
showing good starts, speed and 
endurance. Last week's Washougal win- 
ner, Team Suzuki's Mike LaRocco, got 
fifth overall with a 3-8 and was actually 
in good position early on in moto two 
for a podium finish until a crash 
dropped him back in the pack. Sixth 
overall went to Team Kawasaki's Ryan 
Hughes. He turned in a 3-8 after starting 
from the back in moto two when a pile- 
up just after the start put him into catch- 
up mode. 

Team Yamaha's Doug Henry took 
seventh overall with a 7-9, Team 
Noleen's Kyle Lewis got eighth with a 
12-5, F&S Suzuki's Cliff Palmer ninth 
with a 9-8 and PJ1/ Xtreme / Burnsville 
Yamaha's Jimmy Button finished off the 
top 10 with an 8-13. 

Emig leads McGrath by two points, 
516-514, in the official point standings. 
LaRocco is in a distant third with 394, 
followed by Albertyn with 371, and 
Ward rounds out the top five with 319. 

While the 125cc class definitely lacks 
the title-race excitement that the 250cc 
class now enjoys, with Team Honda/1- 
800-Collect/Fox-backed Steve Lamson 
wrapping up his second consecutive 
125cc championship after the first moto 
in Washougal, the battle for second in 
the points standings is dead even and 
also will go down to the wire. Team 
Yamaha's Kevin Windham elevated 
himself from third in the standings into 
a tie for second with teammate John 
Dowd after thoroughly romping the rest 
of the field with a 1-1 at Binghamton. 

When Lamson wasn't winning 
Nationals this year in commanding 
style, Windham was. He has now won 
all of the Nationals that Lamson hasn't, 








and he flat ran away from the field in 
the motos he's won. That pretty much 
explains how things happened at the 
Broome-Tioga Sports Center as Wind- 
ham grabbed the lead early in both 
motos and never let up. The perfect 1-1 
score gave him his third AMA 125cc 
National MX victory of the year, and his 
first ever double-moto victory. 

“I had a lot of fun because this was 
my first 1-1," Windham said. "I got 
thirds on both starts - I just started from 
the inside both times and hugged the 
first corner tight. Craig was a little 
tough to get around in the second moto 
- he was riding good - but I squared off 
one of the turns on top of the hill and 
got him. I think I got people both motos 
there. The heel clickers were good in the 
first moto, but Dowd got a little too 
close at the end of the second moto for 
'em. He was riding good and it was a 
great day for Yamaha." 

Lamson came to Binghamton 
wanting to win - there was no doubt 
about that in the pits before the races - 
but Windham was on fire and Lamson 
could only muster a 2-3 to garner sec- 
ond overall. 


"In the first moto a rock got stuck in 
my brake pedal, and it was slowing me 
down a lot for a few laps," Lamson 
said. “In the second moto, Brown got a 
good jump and came over on me, but I 
didn't get out (of the gate) too bad. 
Then I was chasing Brown and clipped 
his tire going pretty fast and high- 
sided. I didn't get hurt, but it slowed 
me down a little, then I just charged. 
I'm trying not to think about the cham- 
pionship (being clinched), but Dowd 
and Windham rode good today and I’m 
just going to train harder for next 
weekend.” 

Dowd did ride well again and was 
on the podium for the third straight 








week. His second motos usually seem to 
work out better for him lately, and this 
National was no exception as he turned 
in a 5-2 for third overall. 

“I got a lousy start in the first moto," 
Dowd said. "Then it just seemed like I 
tried too hard and started doing every- 
thing backwards. It was too late once I 
started moving forward. I got a better 
start in the second moto, and I didn't 
think I could catch Windham, but I was 
staying close in case he made a mistake. 
The youngster had a good day (laugh- 
ing toward Windham). It's going to be a 
good battle next week for second in the 
points between us."

finally had a day he'll remember after 
getting his motor problems sorted out 
from the last two Nationals and fin- 
ished in fourth overall with a 3-4. Mike 
Craig had a pretty good day with 
excellent starts and made the Honda of 
Troy boys proud with a 4-5 for fifth 
overall. 

American Honda/ Primal Impulse / 
Bill's Pipes’ Robbie Reynard took sixth 
with a 7-6, Great Western Bank/ 
Xtreme/CTi2's Buddy Antunez got sev- 
enth with a 6-7, Team Honda of Troy's 
Mike Brown turned in an even 8-8 for 
eighth overall, Reynard's teammate 
Pedro Gonzalez finished ninth with a 
9-13, and Team Splitfire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki's David Pingree rounded out 
the top 10 with a 13-10. 

Lamson now has 540 points on his 
championship year. Dowd and Wind- 
ham are tied in second with 405, Craig 
moves up a position and into fourth 
with 281 and Antunez is not far back in 
fifth with 274. 

Spectator attendance was near the 
15,000 mark and was definitely up in 


‘numbers from last year's event. Jack 


Skutnick, Tom Hurd and crew did an 
excellent job with track preparation and 
layout, and had to fight a rainstorm late 
in the week which saturated the track, 
making it near perfect on race day after 
some hard work. 


125cc NATIONAL 


At the start of the first 125cc National 
moto, Lamson looked to have the 
holeshot, followed by Craig, Antunez, 
Windham, Huffman and F&S Suzuki's 
Todd DeHoop. But when the riders 
made the 180-degree turn at the end of 
the start chute and came into the super- 
cross-style section of the course, it was 
Windham securing the lead over Lam- 
son and the rest of the field.

Windham flat out ran away from the 
pack and had a four-second cushion 
over Lamson at times, which grew to 
about 13 seconds when Lamson’s brake 
pedal started sticking about lap seven. 
Lamson would close the distance back 
up to six seconds at the end of the race, 
but to no avail - Windham had enough 
time to pull three heel clickers on the 
last lap. Oddly enough, the heel clicker 
seems to be both Lamson and Wind- 
ham's trademark jump. 

Huffman got around Craig on lap 
five to take over third after hounding 
him for a couple of laps, and they would 
stay in that order until the checkers. 
Dowd had to work his way up from 
about a 10th-place start and eventually 
battled his way around the likes of Gon- 
zalez, Team Suzuki's Ezra Lusk and the 
hard-charging Antunez for the fifth 
position. Lusk would crash on his own 
on lap six and would later pull off. 

At the checkered flag it was Wind- 
ham, Lamson, Huffman, Craig, Dowd, 
Antunez, Reynard, Brown, Gonzalez 
and Team Spitfire/Pro Circuit/Kawasa- 
ki's Chad Pederson battled up to 10th 
after being as far back as 18th on lap 
two. 

Team Honda of Troy's Phil Alderton 
(owner) and Erik Kehoe (manager) must 
have been doing cartwheels when 
Brown and Craig led the rest of the field 
out of the first corner at the start of the 
second 125cc moto. By midlap, the lead- 
ers were sorted out and it was Brown, 
Craig, Windham, Dowd, Pederson, 
Antunez, Lamson, Pingree, Manchester 
Honda/Sinisalo's Scott Carter and Lusk 
closing. out the top 10. 

It would take Windham about four 
laps to get around Craig on one of the 
hills on the course, but once Windham 
got out in front he was gone again. 
Craig and Brown held second and third, 
respectively, until Dowd was able to 
reel in Brown for third on lap five and 
Craig for second on lap seven. He was 
moving. Lamson fell while pressuring 
Brown early on and fought valiantly 
from as far back as 14th to finish an 
incredible third. 





Huffman was in about 13th on lap 
two after a mediocre start, but was 
charging through the pack and got up to 
third on lap 12 before Lamson made 
him a casualty and put him in fourth a 
few laps from the finish. Reynard 
moved through the pack pretty briskly 
after a start just inside the top 20, to 
sixth by lap 12. : 

Windham had as much as a nine-sec- 
ond lead, but at the finish Dowd had cut 
that to about four - hoping for that mis- 
take that could end the heel-clickorama. 
Huffman came across in fourth, fol- 
lowed by Craig, Reynard, Antunez, 
Brown and Team Chaparral's Michael 
Brandes.

Could 
McGrath be competitive or was the 
number-one plate already sitting on 
Emig's mantle? Emig received some 
encouragement from a wild kid with a 
fro and got a good laugh out of it before 
the gate fell. It helped Emig to a good 
start, but not the one he wanted. 
McGrath pulled a gangbuster holeshot, 
followed closely by Emig. After the first 
turn it was McGrath, Emig, Albertyn, 
Ward, Henry, LaRocco, Palmer, Hughes, 
Smith/Thor/Pro Circuit-backed Rich 
Taylor and REP/ Answer-sponsored

Eric Reily in the top 10. Team Yamaha's 
Damon Bradshaw ended up nearly dead 
last. 

McGrath tried to run away with the 
race, but Emig kept the gap anywhere 
from two to five seconds apart through- 
out the moto. Near the end of the moto, 
Emig put on a charge while he and 
McGrath were fighting lappers, but he 
could not make it happen and finished 
just two seconds behind McGrath. The 
points gap between the two went from 
eight to five, still in Emig's favor, after 
the moto finish. 

Meanwhile, Albertyn, Ward, LaRoc- 
co, Hughes and Henry would wage an 
intense battle about six seconds behind 
Emig. They fought tooth and nail before 
LaRocco eventually got into third and 
put some distance on Albertyn in 
fourth. Hughes and Ward went back 
and forth on laps 12 and 13, but Ward 
held off Hughes to the finish. 

When the checkers waved, it was 
McGrath, followed by Emig, LaRocco, 
Albertyn, Ward, Hughes, Henry, But- 
ton, Palmer and Team Honda of Troy's 
Brian Swink at the finish. 

When the riders in the second 250cc 
moto rounded the first corner, McGrath 
clutched out again and had his second 
holeshot of the day. Albertyn came next 
with Lewis, Yamaha's Doug Dubach, 
Scott/ Axo-backed Ryan Huffman, Brad- 
shaw, LaRocco, Palmer, Ward and Emig 
in chase. Emig looked to have a great 
start in the works but got pinched off 
from the outside and pushed back 
before the first turn. It would be a long 
haul to the front for him. Taylor, Button 
and Hughes all started from way back 
in the pack. 

McGrath was off and running his 
own race, but Albertyn was only about 
two seconds back. LaRocco was running 
third behind teammate Albertyn when 
he crashed into a hay bale, leaving the 
SX portion of the course, and would 
remount in 16th. He would eventually 
get back up to eighth by the finish. 

McGrath and Albertyn, running first 
and second, put about 15 seconds on 
Ward in third place by lap nine. Ward 
was being pressured heavily by Lewis, 
Emig and Bradshaw, who all were rid- 
ing very aggressively - not giving an 
inch to anyone. Emig eventually pushed 
Ward onto the heels of Albertyn in sec- 
ond, and got by Ward to take third on 
lap 13. If they would have finished this 
way, Emig and McGrath would be tied 
in points going into the Steel City 
National. 

But it wasn't to be. Emig closed in on 
Albertyn.and made the pass on him 
with half of a lap to go, thereby retain- 
ing a two-point lead in the standings. 
Albertyn rode valiantly and tried his 
best, but he was exhausted from riding 
at McGrath's heated pace for so long. 

McGrath crossed the finish line with 
about six seconds to spare over Emig's 
inspired ride to retain the points lead. 
Albertyn took third, followed by Ward, 
Lewis, Bradshaw, Hughes, LaRocco, 
Henry and Palmer. CN

It.seems that all of 
them are running modified Mikuni carburetors from 
Boswell Energy Systems, that are supposed to 
be incredible. The design is extremely complicated 
and, basically, feeds the engine vaporized fuel. Some 
say it rivals the Power-jet carburetor that Honda has 
designed. It must be at least turning some heads as 
rumor has it that Team Suzuki and other factory 
teams have begun testing it. Team Honda of Troy had 
one up in their semi for future testing. John Palmer, 
Cliff Palmer's dad and mechanic, and. Andy Calver, 
Taylor's mechanic, claim that the carburetors are sim- 
ply awesome. They say you've almost got to forget 
what you know about standard carburetors - it's 
almost the opposite on jetting and setting it up, but 
easier to dial in from track to track.once you've got it 
down, Boswell first started making these carburetors 
for snowmobiles and then personal watercraft before 
getting into motorcycles.

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World Championship Superbike Road Race Series 


Round 9: Sugo, Japan 
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SUGO, JAPAN, AUG. 25 
hile the Japanese riders were 
generally expected to put on a 
good show in front of their 
home crowd at the Japanese round of 
World Superbike Championship, no one 
expected the local show was going to be 
this good. 

For the first time ever, a Japanese rider 
stood atop the victory podium at a World 
Superbike race. That rider was Yuuichi 
Takeda and he was accompanied by 
countrymen Noriyuki Haga and Wataru 
Yoshikawa on the race one podium. 

Race two brought a bit of a return to 
normalcy, but only behind second Japan- 
ese winner Takuma Aoki. Chalking a few 
strokes up for the series regulars were 
Ducati Corse's John Kocinski, second 
place after a race-one fifth, and Aaron 
Slight, who finished third in race two 
and sixth behind Kocinski in the first 
heat. 

Notably absent from the podium at 
Sugo was Promotor Ducati's Troy Corser, 
desperate to make up points on series 
leader Slight. Unfortunately, Corser lost 
points here, six to be exact, after suffering, 
once again from his seemingly endless 
stream of bad luck. 

The Australian looked set to win the 
first race after taking the holeshot and 
motoring out to a comfortable margin, 
but then things went wrong. Shifting 
trouble and a spent rear tire relegated 
Corser to fourth, as the three charging 
Japanese sped past him to fill the podium. 

A heavily vibrating engine that was 
producing minimal power-left Corser 
ninth in race two and 13 points behind 
championship leader Slight, 283-270. 
Kocinski's relatively consistent showing 
has him a few points closer to Corser with 
254. Though Carl Fogarty is still running 
fourth in the points (238), his eighth and 
fourth did little to stoke his championship 
hopes.

RACE ONE 


Corser knew what he had to do. The 
Australian took the holeshot and looked 
set to open up a big gap right away. After 
two laps, he was leading Wataru 
Yoshikawa, Noriyuki Haga, Kocinski and 
the rest of the pack. 

By that time, two Italians already had 
left the battlefield. Paolo Casoli crashed 
out of the race and Pier-Francesco Chili 
decided not to tempt fate any longer, feel- 
ing too much pain in his left knee liga- 
ments after his fiery crash in qualifying 
the day before. 

After 10 laps, Corser had a comfort- 
able lead in hand, his race evidently mov- 
ing according to plan. Running some dis- 
tance behind him was a group of three 
very aggressively riding Japanese: Take- 
da, Haga and Yoshikawa. A bit further 
down the field was a very lonely Kocins- 
ki, an equally lonely Akira Yanagawa and 
a group consisting of, among others, 
Norihiko Fujiwara, Aoki and Slight. 

Just when everyone expected Corser 
to settle to cruising speed after half-dis- 
tance, Honda rider Takeda started to 
speed up and left his two countrymen 
fighting it out for third place. 

It was only when Takeda got on Cors- 
er's tail with some five laps to go that the 
21,500 spectators realized that something 
was seriously wrong with the leading 
Promotor Ducati. 

It became very clearly evident this was 
so when, in the closing stages of the race, 
Corser first had to let Takeda past, and 
then also Haga. A daring maneuver by 
Yoshikawa in the tight chicane before the 
start/finish line topped it off for the Aus- 





tralian: he crossed the line in fourth posi- 
tion behind Takeda, “Haga and 
Yoshikawa. 

“Thad a lot of problems choosing third 
gear coming out of the chicane,” Corser 
said. “And the rear tire had gone off after 
half-distance. I had a couple of big slides, 
after which I decided not to cook it. I set- 
tled into a constant pace and tried not to 
spin the rear tire too much. I knew that I 
would not stand a chance against Take- 
da’s Honda in these circumstances. That 








bike was very fast on top speed and the 
rider knew the way through that infa- 
mous chicane. Too bad that I missed the 
podium after my confrontation with 
Yoshikawa. He cut me off in the chicane. I 
had to grab the brake and went into the 
grass.” 

Takeda was of course overjoyed with 
this first Japanese victory in World Super- 
bike racing, as well as leading the charge 
that also made it the first time a rostrum 
had been filled by three Japanese riders. 





"Iam particularly happy to have beat- 
en my countrymen," Takeda said. "Most 
of the race, I just followed the leaders. I 
did not think that I was going to win until 
the very end of the race." 

Kocinski finished fifth behind Corser 
and said he might have done better if he 
had chosen a better tire. 

Slight was sixth after having shaken 
off Fujiwara. ^My start was good," Slight 
said, "until the first corner. I got back 
from the first lap in fifth position. The 
first few laps were crazy. The leaders got 
away from me because I was being 
carved up on every corner. For the sec- 
ond race, we'll switch to a softer-com- 
pound rear tire and I will also be chang- 


ing the brakes; they were a bit too harsh - 


in the first race." 

Slight's teammate Fogarty finished 
eighth despite having much pain in his 
ribs, the result of a crash in the final quali- 
fying session Saturday. 

Texan Mike Hale was 20th. “I had a 
really bad start,” Hale said. “Then I had a 
problem getting around a few people. 
After that, I put my head down and really 
started going. My lap times should have 
put me between 10th and 15th place. I 
was not too happy about the rear tire - we 
will have to change that for the second 
race." 


RACE TWO 


Corser had to start the second race 
with his old engine after the new engine 
proved to have gearbox problems. It did 
not prevent him from taking the lead 
once again as soon as the lights turned 
green. 

Unfortunately, his lead would be even 
more short-lived than in the first race. It 
was only the second lap when Kocinski 


got past the Australian, with Corser - 


struggling more and more as the race 
went on. On the fifth lap, Fujiwara shot 
past Corser, bringing Takeda, Keiichi 
Kitagawa and the rest of the pack in his 
wake. It would be the beginning of anoth- 
er race in the wrong direction for Corser. 





At the halfway mark, Kocinski was 
leading, but was under heavy fire from 
Aoki. Takeda looked secure in third, with 
Norihiko Fujiwara and Haga battling it 
out for fourth. A group consisting of 
Slight, Akira Ryo, Fogarty and 
Yoshikawa had, at that time, gobbled up 
Corser as well. 

On lap 13, Aoki shot past Kocinski on 
the long straight. Another three laps later 
and Takeda pulled the same trick on the 
American Ducati rider, proving that some 
factory Hondas can beat a Ducati acceler- 
ating out of the slow chicane and up the 
steep climb toward the finish line in Sugo. 

After that maneuver, a leading group 
of three was formed by the two Honda 
riders and Kocinski, while at the same 
time an impressive battle began for fourth

Corser on pole 


T he first day of qualifying was relatively normal with the expected 





distribution of the top spots to World Superbike series regulars. 

Apart from the 21-year-old Kawasaki factory rider Akira Yana- 
gawa, the top six were all familiar names, with Troy Corser on top of 
the list. 

The day after, however, the Japanese had recovered from their 
national defeat and struck back - hard. As is so often the case, the final 
grid positions were only distributed in the last half-hour. Corser was 
still leading the chart at that point, thanks to the lap time he had made 
the day before in better weather conditions. 

Twenty minutes before the end, Wataru Yoshikawa made the first 
big splash, conquering pole position with 1:30.974. Yasutomo Nagai’s 
heir would, however, not stay long in that position. Just five minutes 
later, Corser lapped in 1:30.893, immediately followed by his final best 
score (and pole position time) of 1:30.567. Nobody would do better than 
that. 

“1 had just been testing racing tires this afternoon," the Australian 
said. ^I didn't think the times would go down today as the track tem- 
peratures were lower than yesterday. After Yoshikawa went faster, I 
got out on softer tires and hoped for a clear lap. Fortunately, most of the 
riders moved out of the way when I came storming past. So I owe this 
result partially to them." 

Corser didn't use his new engine in his bid for pole position, as he 
wished to save it for the race. АП the other positions on the front row 
were taken by Japanese riders. The fastest of them had been Yoshikawa. 

^| am really relieved," the Yamaha factory rider said. ^This is my 
home round, so I really wanted to go vsell. At last I have a good chance 
to stay with the top six, which is where I have wanted to be all season. 
We also have found a good race setup. 1 must now make sure that I 
have a good start tomorrow." 

His teammate, Colin Edwards II, was not so lucky, however. He 
crashed at the entry to the first chicane, breaking his left collarbone in 
the process. 

“1 was three-quarters of the way through the corner when I high- 
sided," Edwards said. “When I came off, it was a feeling of deja vu - I 
thought, ‘I have done this before.’ The doctor says it will be 20 days 
before I am back, but seeing as I've broken it previously, I reckon four 
weeks." 

Corser and Yoshikawa were joined on the front row by Honda- 


mounted Yuuichi Takeda and Yamaha rider Norihiko 
Fujiwara. 

Next up was John Kocinski, not too happy with his 
final time that saw him leading the second row. 

“I could have gone at least one second faster,” 

Kocinski said after the black and white flag had gone 

out to close the session. “I made my best time on my 

last lap, and then I saw the fire on the track. I went straight EB the 
flarses, but got held up immediately afterward, when some riders had 
slowed down and stopped to help put the fire out. I’m happy about the 
setup now. I'll even use the tires І had on during that last flier. The only 
thing we will have to do before the race tomorrow is put fuel in the 
tank. It is a shame, though, that I will have to start from the second row; 
especially as I know that I could have gone faster.” 

The fire Kocinski referred to was the burning Ducati of Pier- 
Francesco Chili, who managed to crash twice in that final session with- 
out getting hurt. The Italian finally qualified in 10th position, being only 
the fourth series regular on the starting grid. He was preceded not only 
by Corser and Kocinski, but also by Crafar in eighth position. 

"It took те a while to put some decent times down,” the Kiwi said, 
"But things are looking good now. This was my first time on Sugo on 
this bike. Fortunately, we got a good feedback from the Japanese on a 
basic setup. We finally came up with two different settings, which 
resulted more or less in the same lap times. I am very happy, especially 
because my best lap times on race tires are very close to what I did on a 
softer tire." 

Crafar had only one scary moment, when Rob Phillis high-sided in 
front of him, breaking a bone in his right hand when he came down. 


‘Phillis should be racing again at Assen. 


Aaron Slight qualified 13th, just in front of teammate Carl Fogarty, 
who also had crashed during that last qualifying session. Slight's 13th 
place (the last one within the same second as pole-sitter Corser) carne 
after the gritty New Zealander battled to get a clear run at a good lap 
time. His best qualifying time was the one he recorded in Friday's ses- 
sion. 

“I can't seem to put that one mad lap together,” Slight said. “T tried 
and tried, but could not get a lap without running into slower traffic. 
Moreover, it is still hard to turn the bike in, and I am not willing to stick 
my neck out to get that fast lap time on the clocks. Anyway, times are 
very close here.” 

Fogarty struggled with the same handling problems, and cooled 
down a lot after he had crashed his bike in the Saturday afternoon ses- 
sion. The World Champion bruised his ribs, which made him struggle 
to breathe'toward the end of the session. — 





position with no fewer than seven riders 
who had set their sights ón the 13 points 
accompanying that position. 

Slight and Haga were doing most of 
the leading work in this group, but posi- 
tions changed at almost every corner, 
with Fogarty, Fujiwara, Ryo, Shinya 
Takeishi and Yoshikawa each doing his 
best to hold on. Corser already was a long 
way back, simply hoping to get his 
Ducati across the line to salvage what 
points he could. 

Six laps before the end, the leader of 
the group battling for fourth was promot- 
ed a spot as second-place Takeda crashed 
while chasing Aoki. For a few laps, it 
looked as though Kocinski might be 
preparing a final attack on Aoki, but in 


the two last laps, the American lost con- 
tact with the Japanese in the decisive 
storm up the hill after the chicane. 

Twenty-two-year-old Aoki finally 
took the checkered flag in front of Kocins- 
ki and Haga, who had gotten the best of 
Slight in the last miles. Or at least so it 
seemed. Later on, Haga was disqualified 
for illegal modifications to his carbure- 
tors. There also was a protest against the 
second place of Kocinski, but that was not 
accepted. 

^We had experimented with the setup 
of the bike this morning," explained win- 
ner Aoki. ^But I did not feel comfortable 
on the bike with that. So in between the 
two races we changed the setup back to 
what we use in the Open Japan Champi- 
onship, and that did the trick." 

Kocinski was happy to finish second. 
“Michelin gave me a better tire," he said 
at the post-race press conference. "These 
guys ride very well, but I think their Hon- 
das are not the same as the ones we fight 
in Europe. I would also like to race 
against them in Laguna Seca, and see 
then how close they stay with me. Those 
Hondas have so much drive off the cor- 
ner. I could never gain on them, but I 
kept the pressure on. I have raced in 
Japan before, so I know that they might 
make a mistake. And, at the end of the 
race I noticed that Aoki was running 
wide in a few corners; he definitely had 
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some problems 
with the front 
tire. But he made it 
until the end." 

After Haga's exclusion, Slight took 
over third place, but thought he might 
have done so also on the track. ^I thought 
there was one more lap to go," Slight 
said. ^When Takeda went down, I was a 
bit confused by the pit board my team 
showed, when in the first corner the mar- 
shals started waving the yellow flags. I 
had not seen the checkered flag and was 
still charging. I was going to take my 
chances and try to pass him before the 
corner and before the yellow flag. Only 
then I noticed that the race was really 
over." 

Slight was not surprised about this 
excellent performance after having con- 
quered a disappointing starting position 
during qualifying days. "I expected a 
good result here," Slight said. "Because 
all the qualifying times were so close. But 
I did not expect to be so well-placed in 
the point standings." 

Part of the reason for that was, of 
course, Corser's bad luck. "From the sec- 
ond lap, the bike did not accelerate any- 
more," the luckless Corser said. “The 
engine also vibrated terribly. I held my 
hand off the clutch as I expected the thing 
to lock up again. I guess that one person 
passed me in a corner this afternoon. All 
the other ones got past on the straights." 
Corser finished 10th in the race, ninth 
after Haga's disqualification. 

Simon Crafar finished in 11th. “I rode 
as fast as I could," Crafar said. "But we 
have not found the right setup for the 
bike all weekend, and that is very impor- 
tant on a tricky track like this. But the 
changes made to the engine now allow 
me to stay in the draft of most of the lead- 
ing guys, so I hope to get some more 
good results in the final races of the sea- 
son." 

Hale had another disappointing out- 
ing, ending his race in-22nd. "A tough 
weekend," Hale said. “1 didn't even have 
a good start. Casoli came off just in front 
of me, which made me lose more time. 
On top of that, the rear tire proved to be 
better for the first laps, but then it went 
off. It’s just one of those weekends." (N

Briefly... 


As is tradition, the silly season got under way at Sugo, where team 
managers and big factory honchos met to lay out the plans for next year. 
Even more so than in recent seasons, this year's riders' market.might go 
through a very rough period, with top riders changing makes апа even 
which series they ride їп. One of the leading men sure to move on to 
Grands Prix is Troy Corser. Promotor team manager Alfred Inzinger 
had announced earlier that the contract with Yamaha would be signed in 
the week preceding the Sugo race. At the Japanese track, however, the 
only thing-Inzinger wanted to say about his future collaboration with Yama- 
ha in the 500c Grand Prix clas$ was, "No comment." Only after Toshimit- 
su lio, general mariager of the First. Engineering Division of Motorcycle 
Operations with Yamaha, said the contract was not yet signed but that it 
was just а matter of time. Did more.details leak out about what the last 
obstacles ‘separating Corser from. his Grand Prix debut are? Apparently, 
Yamaha їз awaiting a decision from Marlboro. "Yamaha is certainly contin- 
uing with Marlboro, ". said-lio, “but the complete picture of Yamaha's rac- 
ing activities for next year is still not clear." 


Of course, this is where Kenny Roberts comes in. Whether he stays 
with Yamaha or builds his own bikes with Marlboro money - or loses the 
Marlboro backing - will have a big impact on the budget Yamaha will be 
willing to invest in its road racing activities. The fact that Inzinger met with 
some leading people within the Philip Morris organization during the week- 
end of the Austrian Grand Prix has not really-made the situation any cléar- 
er and has obviously made Roberts very nervous about this development. 
Alfred Inzinger denies that he is trying to lure Marlboro away from 
Roberts. "My meeting with Marlboro had nothing to do. with my Grand 
Prix plans,” the Austrian businessman: said. "But one member of the 
board of directors of Powerhorse (of which Inzinger is the only owner 
since the beginning of 1996) is a longtime friend of the general president 
of the Philip Morris. organization, and that is the whole story. We are not 
pulling any strings to put pressure on Roberts. We will try to find spon- 
sors ourselves for our Grand Prix team, but it is obvious that we will not 
say no if Marlboro themselves offer some financial help." 


As to the Superbike projects of the Promotor team, nothing much 
has changed since Laguna Seca (where the team received engines with a 
more efficient cooling system only after having insisted and pointed out 
that John ‘Kocinski had that equipment already), but in this context, 
Inzinger said, “| have met the Castigliones two weeks ago in Varese, and 
our relationship with them is good again. But now it is up to them to 
decide whether or not they want to be represented by the. Promotor team 
in the World Superbike Championship in 1997. | expect to get more clarity 
in this case in the month of September." 


Another rider talking about the Grand Prix is John Kocinski. With his 
chances of staying ín the Virginio Ferrari-run official Ducati team very slim, 
the Little Rock, Arkansas, racer was pretty optimistic about his near rac- 
ing future for.the first time in weeks. Until Sentul, Kocinski had hoped to 
continue with Ducati in order to “reap the fruits of the development work 
he had-done on the 916 since the beginning of this season." In Sugo, he 
stated for the first time that he might go back to Grand. Prix 500s with an 
existing team and with bikes able to win the championship. "It is very well 
possible that | will not be running a Superbike in 1997," was one of the 
few comments Kocinski would make in Japan. “This is a very recent 
development, but things are looking quite good. ! expect to make an offi- 
cial announcement by the Albacete round." According to Virginio Ferrari, 
his number-one rider had, before the Sugo round, talked to Castrol Honda 
and the Promotor team. Both teams only stated that they were not too 
keen ‘on - hiring the American's services. Neil Tuxworth of the Castrol 
Honda squad stated diplomatically, "It has beerma general policy with us 
not only to have fast riders, but also to work with:riders who fit in with the 
team and who do not disturb the happy working environment we are used

to." Alfred Inzinger was more to the point. "I have told Davide Tardozzi 
(the sporting manager of the team) that John Kocinski need not bother to 
talk to me." Tuxworth hopes to have at least one contract signed at 
Assen. “We would like to keep Aaron (Slight) and Carl (Fogarty)," {һе 
Honda Castrol team manager said, "but it is now really up to them. | have 
not determined any. deadline, -but | would like to get it. over. with as soon 
as possible, as there is still.a lot of work to do after that before we can 
stárt with.our winter testing program at the end of January, 1997." 


As things look now; Tuxworth's planning is very unlikely to-be respected. 
Carl Fogarty will surely want to have serious talks with Ducati and any 
other candidates, whereas Aaron Slight also looks set to play it to the 
line this time. The New Zealander hopes to-get а wage raise (well 
deserved, according to тапу) after his excellent run of duty with Honda: 
Which means that two or more constructors battling it out for his services 
is a situation that might suit him well. 


At Ducati, Virginio Ferrari is considering three candidates for a place 
on his team next year, next to Neil Hodgson, whose: contract probably will 
be renewed. "1 have suggested the names of Carl Fogarty, Pier- 
Francesco Chili and Anthony Gobert," the Italian manager said in'Sugo. 
"Of course, the Castigliones might want to continue working with-Kocins- 
ki; but in that case, they might have to call on Alfred Inzinger. " 


Likely to go one step back is the reigning European Supersport champion 
Michael Paquay. After having won two European Supersports titles for 
Pirelli їп 1993 (Honda) and 1995 (Ducati), the Italian. tire. manufacturer 
proved to be less than thankful to the 22-year-old Belgian at its World 
Superbike comback in 1996. Failing to come up with the expected results | 
on the Alstare Corona Extra-Ducati 916 іп the first couple of races, 
Paquay fell out of grace with the Italians. Piressi - one of the main spon- 
sors of the Alstare team - flew young hopeful Shawn Giles over from Aus- 
tralia for the Monza and Brno races, telling him that he would be able to 
finish the World Superbike season in place of Paquay on the Belgian 
team. Giles left his team in Australia-and went off to Europe, hoping to 
secure some fine results in this first learning year. Then Alstare team 
manager Francis Batta said enough, threatening not only to. withdraw his 
first team from the World. Superbike scene, but also his second team 
(with championship leader Fabrizio Pirovano) from the European Super- 
sport title run, This risk was judged too big by Pirelli, who would later lose 
the Thunderbike Trophy as "its" rider, Yves Briguet, did not finish first in 
the final point standings. Giles and Paquay ran alongside each other in 
Monza and Brno, with Paquay scoring some better results than Giles, 
who was unfamiliar with the tires, the bike and the circuits. The Belgian 
was. secured of participation in the rest of the rounds (except: Laguna 
Seca), whereas Pirelli found an "emergency" solution for Giles on the De 
Cecco team, for which he has run at Brands Hatch, and he will race at 
Assen and Albacete. Meanwhile, Francis Batta is buryirig his dreams of 
runnirig a successful World Superbike team. "This year will have cost 
about a million U.S. dollars, ". Batta said. at Sugo, “an investment which 
proved to be good for the European championship program, but a:disaster 
for the World Superbike. series. Nowadays, it is-impossible to hope for 
top eight places if you do not have factory equipment, A-choice tires, a 
well-organized team and a very fast rider. If the European Supersport 
series becomes а world championship next year, we will concentrate on 
that series. Fabrizio Pirovano will almost certainly be our rider if he wins 
the title this year, and there are several candidates for the second bike. 
Michael Paquay could be one-of them, even though his position with Pirelli 
is very critical. But then again, we are also talking to other tire suppliers. " 


As always, several Japanese riders showed up at Sugo with factory bikes 
they have been using in the national Superbike series since the beginning ` 
of the season. Team HRC riders Yuuichi Takeda and Takuma Aoki 
had RC45s with the same specifications as the machines Slight and Foga- 
rty had been using up until Sentul. At Yamaha, Noriyuki Haga and 
Norihuko Fujiwara (the teammates-of Colin Edwards Il and Wataru 
Yoshikawa at Suzuka) were using the same equipment as the Yamaha

Total Control 
Racing's Kevin Atherton is on a roll. 

The 25-year-old former Harley- 
Davidson factory rider has not only 
stepped up his performances, but he 
may be hitting his stride at just the right 
time. That was certainly the case as the 
young Michigander scored his third win 
of the season, his second win in a row 
and doubled his career victory tally all 
at once before 6200 spectators during 
the Rodney Farris Memorial Hub City 
Classic at Hagerstown Speedway. 

Atherton appears to have stepped up 
his maturity level as well. Sure, the flash 
and flamboyance are still there on the 
race track, but gone from the repertoire 
is the youthful overexuberance that has 
probably cost him more races than he 
has won. Atherton proved it by once 
again overcoming a less than perfect 
start to run down early race leader Joe 
Kopp just past the halfway point and 
then run away from the Harley-David- 
son of Sacramento rider to land on top 
of the victory podium for the second 
straight week. Atherton also ascended 
to fourth in the series standings with 179 
points. 

"It should be three in a row," Ather- 
ton said. "You can tell I'm still pissed off 
about Indy, can't you? But me and this 
place - I suck here. But they finally put 
some water in it to where you can race 
on it. They were putting water in it even 
when it was supposed to rain. They did 
a great job with it." 

Kopp may have had the most reason 
to be disappointed with Atherton's late- 
season rejuvenation as it cost the Wash- 
ingtonian and TT specialist a chance at 
his first Grand National victory. Kopp 
put his Kenny Tolbert-tuned Harley- 
Davidson XR750 in front of the 18-rider 
field when the green light flashed and 
looked stronger than he has all season as 











he kept it there until Atherton caught 
and passed him on lap 13. But Kopp 
showed no sign of disappointment as 
his runner-up finish marked his own 
career best performance. 

"Man; I thought I had this one," 
Kopp said. "I'm real happy. I got the 
holeshot, and... how long did I lead it 
anyway? Next time I think I'd rather 
start second and pass the leader." 

Kopp still kept the rest of the heavy 
hitters - many with whom he is still 
scrapping it out over crucial champi- 
onship points - behind him, and TCR's 
Will Davis was one of them. Off the 
track the likable 32-year-old North Car- 
olinian is still hobbling around on his 
broken left leg in a manner reminiscent 
of former Grand National Champion 
Dick Mann, and on it he continues to 
amaze his fans and competitors with a 
gritty determination that is wholly rep- 
resentative of Mann's style as well. 

Davis displayed more of the same at 
Hagerstown by rebounding from his 
disappointment at the Du Quoin Mile to 
regain footing with a third-place finish 
in the main event after getting off the 
line second and then losing ground only 
to his younger teammate as the race 
progressed. Despite that, Davis regained 
the valuable ground that he'd lost in the 
points race after last week, vaulting 
back past R&R/Team Saddlemen's Rich 
King to sit second behind reigning 
champion Scott Parker, eight points 
down, 200-192. King, who finished 
eighth in the main event at Hagerstown, 
is three points behind Davis with 189. 

“It sure makes things interesting, 
don’t it?” Davis said. “It almost sorta 
makes me mad, because if we hadn't 
had those problems last week, we'd 
really be smiling right now. But we're 
only eight back, and we're gonna keep 
rollin'. I ain't had no worse than a 
fourth in a race where we didn't crash 
or break. This is just what we (the team) 
talked about at the beginning of the sea- 
son." 

F&S Harley-Davidson's Steve More- 
head backed up his third-place finish of 
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one week ago with a solid fourth-place 
run at Hagerstown, but only after 
wrestling his motorcycle to the finish 
line after chunking the rear tire just six 
laps into the main event. The problem 
kept the 41-year-old Ohio veteran busy, 
and it also kept him from advancing 
beyond his third-place start. The “Find- 
lay Flyer" kept his sliding machine from 
flying off into the bales, but he could not 
keep the charging Atherton at bay. 

“Check out that rear tire,” Morehead 


said. "It is blistered all to heck. Гуе been 
running a WMS rim at all these half- 


mile races, and I wanted to run a wide * 


edge. I had (Geo) Roeder run it in for me 
during the heat race, because I didn't 
have any scuffs. Check the lugs. It's 
burned up. But we're tickled to death 
with fourth. We had to try some kind of 
a trick - we were only an eighth or 
ninth-place motorcycle going into the 
main event." 

Morehead held off a rather surprise 
fifth-place finisher in Frontier Harley- 
Davidson/H-D Central's Dale Jenne- 
man. The 34-year-old Nebraskan, who 
has shown flashes of brilliance of late, 
finally put together a great start from his 
position on the front row, losing his 
only spot in the order to Atherton. The 
journeyman privateer was strong from 
green light to checkered flag and earned 
his best career Grand National finish. 

^We finally got there," Jenneman 
said. "We've been working hard. I want- 
ed Steve so bad I could taste it, though. 
We actually picked up some good help 
last year from Davey Durelle, of Durelle 
Racing Products, working with our 
chassis. We've had to learn what adjust- 
ments to make. We're not real chassis- 
smart. Skip Eaken has helped us a lot. 
It's teaching us a little bit. Then the guy 
behind the bar has got to do it right, 
too."

in the fastest heat race of the night for 
the pole position in the feature. 

“Good,” Atherton said. “I’ve always 
had bad luck here. Well, I don’t want to 
say ‘bad luck,’ but I’ve never had good 
luck here. I always knew if they got 
moisture in the track, then it would be 
good. We're just on a roll, man. We 
gotta keep it going." 

Behind Atherton, Spectro/ Moroney's 
Harley-Davidson's Mike Hacker and 
Deeley Harley-Davidson's Steve Beattie 
engaged in an all-out war for second 
place. Beattie held the advantage for 
most of the race, using a cleaner line 
through turns one and two, but Hacker 
was making headway with an 
outside/inside move through three and 
four that drew him close to the Canadi- 
an National Champion. The move final- 
ly paid off as the 20-year-old Virginian 
just slipped by Beattie at the line to col- 
lect a front-row start for the main event. 

"I'm on the front row for the main 
event, baby!" a jubilant Hacker said. 
"The bike is set up so that I can go pret- 
ty much anywhere that I want. If the 
line is at the top, then I can be there. If 
it's at the bottom, I can be there, too. I 
feel like I can win this thing. I haven't 
felt like that since last year." 

"| did a big wheelie by mistake com- 
ing off of four, and I had to chop the 
throttle," Beattie said. "But that's still 
the best I've ever done in a heat race 
here. I actually got ninth last year in the 
main. The track is the best I've ever rid- 
den here. It's in A-1 shape. There are 
multiple lines out there, which makes it 
killer." 

Davis. followed Atherton's example 
by running away with the second heat 
race in just as convincing style after 
grabbing the holeshot and then leading 
an 11-rider processional to the check- 
ered flag, posting a time less than a sec- 
ond slower than the first heat. Davis 
was about one second ahead of Corbin 
Racing's Dave Camlin at the finish. 

"The track is better tonight than it 
has ever been," Davis said. "The weath- 
er is not as hot as when we come here 
normally. Normally it's 100 degrees and 
they can't get any water in the race 
track. We're gonna find those missing 
tenths somewhere. It's gonna be a good 
race - that's all I can say." 

“1 thought we had a chance to win 
it,” Camlin said. "We made a major 
change after practice. I told Skip that I 
didn't think I could go any faster than I 
was going, and we were three tenths off. 
But we made that change, and then all 
of a sudden I could go just as fast as the 
rest of those guys. I screwed up a couple 
of times, but it was 10 times easier to 
ride the bike in that heat than it was in 
practice." 

Parker finished a distant and unchar- 
acteristic third on his factory Harley- 
Davidson after slipping by Corbin Rac- 
ing's Chance Darling in turn three on 
the second lap to land a second-row 
start for the feature. Put into the context 
of a prize fight, the factory was clearly 
on the ropes. 

"We're workin’ on it," a rather 
reserved Parker said. “I like the track. 
It's smooth, and it's got traction. We're 
changing some things, and we think 
we'll be ready for them." 

The best battle for a heat win took 
place in heat three when Morehead, Jen- 
neman and USC Racing's Kevin Varnes 
- the defending event champion - went 








at it for the full 10 laps, pulling the fans 
from their seats on numerous occasions. 
Morehead grabbed the early lead on the 
high line with Varnes down low. Varnes 
snatched the lead from Morehead on the 
entrance to the turns many times only to 
lose it when Morehead would get a bet- 
ter drive coming off them. But it was 
Jenneman who surprised both by run- 
ning around Varnes and then passing 
under Morehead in one and two on the 
eighth lap before going on to win. 

"It's about time we won one," Jenne- 
man said. “I was back there the whole 
time, trying to find a spot.to pass. I was 
trying to get a good drive comin' out. I 
didn't want to hit anybody. That was 
fun. We're going to keep track of the 
times, and if they stay close, then I think 
we're pretty good." 

“Dale was just able to run around on 
the bottom," Morehead said. "Me and 
Kevin had to run around the top." 

“I don't know what happened,” 
Varnes said. "I wish I did. I don't know 
if the line went away or what. I do know 
that when I was passing Morehead I 
was running it in way too hard." 

King claimed the final heat win 
rather easily, following Schmulbach 
Racing's Dan Stanley off the line and 
then taking control off turn two after the 
Bellingham, Washington, rider appar- 
ently missed a gear. Once clear, it was 
smooth sailing for the Iowa speedster. 

"We're thinking of stuff that we 
might.change for the main," King said 
afterward. "We'll wait and see what the 
track does. We're close right now, and I 
think that the track has slowed down. 
We're just a click off, so we're going to 
try and make it better for the main and 
hope that we have something for 'em." 

Kopp came from third to second after 
dicing briefly with home-state rival 
Stanley. 

“I didn't get the start I wanted,” 
Kopp said. "It was actually a pretty 
uneventful heat race. We're still on the 
front row, and we're not missing gears 
today.” 

Stanley hung on for third, well ahead 
of a charging Kenny Coolbeth. 

"I've been getting real good starts 
lately," Stanley said. "That's a big key 
for me, I think. Me and Joe have been in 





,the same heat race for the last three 


weeks in a row. I like that - it's just like 
racing back home. I know the way he 
rides, and I can learn some things from 
him."

Bartels' Harley-Davidson rider Jay 
Springsteen put together eight quick 
laps in the first semi to lead 
ESAB/WWP Pro Racing's Tommy Hay- 
den into the main event. It would mark 
the young Kentucky rider's third 
appearance in a Grand National final in 
as many weeks. 

Coolbeth and his brand-new J&M 
single-shock-framed Eddie Adkins Rac- 
ing / Winchester Harley-Davidson (see 
box) ran away with the second semi, 
leading White's Harley-Davidson rider 
Mike Varnes across the stripe. 

Team Undo's Brett Landes had a few 
tense moments in the final semi after 
battling it out with returning 
Spectro/Moroney's H-D teamster Jason 
Fletcher and Bartels' Eric Bostrom. Lan- 
des finally put together a good charge to 
win the race and land a spot in the final. 
Fletcher held off Bostrom after the latter 
bobbled to claim the final ticket to the 
18-rider feature.

ith very little fanfare, Kenny Coolbeth 
Wee the latest entry into the single- 

shock rear suspension sweepstakes as his 
Eddie Adkins Racing / Winchester Harley-David- 
son featured a J&M Racing prototype frame that 
appears outwardly to be similar to a Kenny Tol- 
bert frame, something that J&M's Mike Owen 
confirmed while on hand to observe Coolbeth 


and provide technical assistance. 


“The main difference is that Kenny's rocker is 
somewhat back, and the action comes off two 
rods, similar to the Suzuki Full Floater design of 
the early '80s. With ours the shock and rocker 
are even further back, and more of the action is 
on the shock. It's just a different way to skin a 
cat. Hey, we've got the truck running just in case 


we have to make a quick getaway." 


But both Adkins and Coolbeth seemed

pleased with the prototype after Coolbeth put several practice laps on it. 

"Kenny's running very respectable," Adkins said. ^I told him to be careful with it at first, 
but it's turning on a dime in the middle of the corners. We've been very fortunate right off. It 
has taken the least amount of maintenance for the laps we've run on it, but you can dial your- 


self right out of the program too." 


“1 like it,” Coolbeth said. "It's real easy to ride. It's like it's on a rail out there pretty much. 
The front end is pushing just a tad, so we're going to lower it. That's about it. Other than that, 


it's awesome." 


Coolbeth gave the machine a fair debut by just missing out on a direct transfer after getting 
a bad start and then charging to fourth in the final heat race. But he put it into the main event 
after winning the second semi, and from there the Warren, Connecticut, youngster went on to 


place 15th.

time. Then Varnes ran into real trouble 
after he lost his brakes and wound up 
smacking a hay bale on the back 
straightaway. Varnes wound up 17th. 

That left a flying Atherton, who was 
on the move and methodically picked 
off both Jenneman and Morehead by 
only the fourth lap and then taking 
three more laps to drive past Davis and 
set out after the fleeing Kopp. 

“I didn't want to get too excited try- 
ing to catch him,” Atherton said. “There 
were still a lot of laps left. I was trying 
to be more mature. After I caught Will, I 
had a lot of confidence, and the motor- 
cycle was perfect.”

Morehead’s motorcycle was by now 
less than perfect, and it would be all the 
Ohioan could do to hold off a potent 
Jenneman for fourth. 

"It (the tire) went away on the fifth or 
sixth lap," Morehead said. "I couldn't 
believe we didn't lose more than that. I 
had high hopes after that start." 

“I was working on Steve and Will the 
whole time, but I was losing time in the 
middle of the turns," Jenneman said. "I 
have to work on that. You can't give 
anything to these guys, because they 
won't give anything back." 

Kopp was soaring up front, but 
Atherton had found a faster line 
through three and four, and he was 
drawing closer with each passing cir- 
cuit. When AMA starter Steve Faraci 
flashed the crossed flags to indicate the 
halfway point, both Kopp and Atherton 
took them together. Atherton then 
blazed past Kopp on the entrance to 
turn three and immediately began 
pulling away. 

"I wasn't sure if it was Kevin or 
Will,” Kopp said. “I looked back and 
saw TCR. Once he got by me he got 
away pretty easily. I tried to stay with 
him, but he was gone." 

Davis tried to pick up ground on 
Kopp as well, but he wasn't quite as 
dialed in as his teammate and did not 
advance. 

“1 just wasn't rolling through the cor- 
ners," Davis said. "Then after Kevin got 
by me, I tried to up the pace and really 
messed up. I made a mistake in three 
and four and got up into the marbles 
and had to recover. I figured Kopp 
would heat his tire up, but he ran a hell 
of a race." 

Once clear of the field, Atherton con- 
tinued to build up a lead. His margin 
was over a half straightaway with five 
laps to go and almost a full straight- 
away by the white-flag lap. Just the 
same, Atherton did steal a quick glance 
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over his shoulder off the final corner just 
to be sure of himself before pulling a 
grand wheelie down the front chute and 
across the line. 

“You know, this is probably my most 
satisfying win,” Atherton reflected after- 
ward. “I really had to use my head. T.C. 
(Cummings) and Davey (Watts) worked 
their asses off on the bike, and it shows. 
We're in our third year now, and it takes 
that long for a mechanic and rider to 
come together and start trusting each 
other as far as the changes that you 
make to the motorcycle. They do all the 
work, and I'm the lucky guy who gets to 
have all the fun. Just fortunate, I guess."

National Championship Hillclimb 
series, as 800cc-class rider Lou Gerencer 
and 540cc-class reigning champ Paul 
Pinsonnault dominated the day's run- 
ning. 
In the 540cc class, three-time and 
defending National Champion Pinson- 
nault finally won his “home” National 
‘Hillclimb. Pinsonnault lives in nearby 
Ludlow, Massachusetts, and he thrilled 
his fans with an unbeatable first ride. 
Pinsonnault edged his main rival, David 
Watson, also from Ludlow, and 540cc 
rookie Michael Templeton, who Pinson- 
nault sponsors. Templeton has racked 
up a pair of third-place finishes at the 
only two pro hillclimbs he has competed 
in, and the former amateur national 
champion looks like a lock for 540cc 
rookie of the year. 

In the 800cc class, Gerencer has had 
an incredible season, and though he was 
coming off his worst finish so far (third 
in Ohio), Gerencer was still the man to 
beat. The Harley-Davidson Racing Pro 
Hillclimb Team member buried the 
competition on his first ride for his fifth 
win of the season and his- second 
straight victory at Monson. Willie Price 
just missed out on his first National win 
for the second week in a row, but his 
runner-up ride has him up to second 
place in the season standings, ahead of 
Gerencer's teammate, Mickey Dent, who 
claimed third overall. 





540cc 


Watson is closing in on Pinsonnault 
in the points standings, and he drew the 
first starting slot, which many riders felt 
would be a key to a good time. 

"Last year the hill got real dry and 
real soft, so if you ride early in the order 
there might be better traction," Watson 
said. The only two-time 540cc winner 
this year blasted his KAP-backed Honda 
up the hill straight and fast, and though 
he got a lot of air over the last jump, he 
stopped the clocks for a 5.009-second 
run. 

Logan Kawasaki's Paul Lowe, the 
winner in Ohio the previous week, 
earned his first career National win at 
Monson last year and put together a 
5.203-second run despite wheelies after 
both jumps that slowed him down. 

Templeton has competed for many 
years at Monson as an amateur, and his 
experience - as well as Pinsonnault's 
backup KAP Honda - proved to be a 
tough combination to beat. Templeton, 
in only his second professional hill- 
climb, jumped a long way off the second 
jump but the rest of his run was excel- 
lent and he picked up a 5.035 time, mov- 
ing him into second behind Watson. 

BSA-mounted Terry Thompson was 
looking for a good day after a tough 
time in Ohio, and the 1996 All-Star Invi- 
tational winner picked up a 5.206-sec- 
ond time, despite a huge skyshot over 
the second jump. 

The last rider of the round was the 
reigning champ - and he was ready. 
Pinsonnault is going for his fourth 
straight national championship - and 
though he only had one win, he was

still the rider to beat. Pinsonnault got a 
little crossed up off the first jump, and 
he had to fight the front end to keep 
from flipping. Through it all, he kept 
the throttle pinned and he was perfect 
on the top half of the hill. Pinsonnault's 
persistence was rewarded with a 4.989- 
second run and the opportunity to sit 
back and watch the nation's top 540cc 
riders try to catch him in the second 
round. 

Watson led the charge at the start of 
round two, and he was going for it all. 

Unfortunately, his hard-charging 
style cost him in the sand and rocks as 
his nitro-fueled Honda spent most of the 
run on its back wheel, threatening to 
loop out. 

“Т just tried too hard," Watson said. 
“1 tried to keep it on the ground, but it 
just made it worse." 

Like Watson, Lowe also had prob- 
lems on his second run as he started out 
on the right side of the hill and got too

much air over the first jump. Still, Lowe 
ended the day in fifth. 

Templeton put in another quick ride, 
but the hill conditions made it tough to 
improve over the first runs. Fortunately, 
Templeton's first run was good enough 
for third overall behind Pinsonnault and 
Watson. 

The only top-five rider to improve 
his time in the second round was 
Thompson. The BSA rider was flying 
and his 5.153 moved him past Lowe into 
fourth overall. 

^My second ride was decent, and I 
had to get back on track,” Thompson 
said. "These guys have a heck of a 
points lead on me and I'm trying to get 
back into it." 

Pinsonnault celebrated his second 
win of the season by taking another 
ride. 

“1 always come to the hillclimb 
expecting to make two runs," Pinson- 
nault said. "I just like to race." 


800cc 


Harley-Davidson rider Willie Price 
was the first 800cc rider to try the nearly 
300-foot monster and he used all of the 
hill on his first ride. Price started his 
climb on right side of the hill, but the 
Miller Logging-backed rider got side- 
ways over the first jump, carrying him to 





the left side of the hill. Despite this, Price 
never backed off the gas, relying on his 
natural talent to keep him upright. 
Though he overjumped the last jump, 
Price still turned in a 4.957-second run. 

Next up was the Pro USA Hillclimb 
Team captain Tom Reiser, who has had 
a difficult time regaining the winning 
combination of rider, engine and sus- 
pension that netted him the win at 
round two of the series, and he never 
quite got it together at Monson. His first 
run was smooth and straight, but he just 
couldn't unleash his Harley's horsepow- 
er and he had to settle for a 5.568, nar- 
rowly missing out on the top five. 

АП eyes were on the hill as they 
wheeled Gerencer's growling XR750 to 
the line. Like Pinsonnault in the 540cc 
class, Gerencer went for the kill on his 
first run and he put in a great ride to set 
the time to beat. The Harley rider ripped 
off the right side of the starting line and, 
though he backed off a little short of the 





timing light, his 4.873 would be the 
fastest ride of the day. 

Gerencer's teammate Dent had a fan- 
tastic run, staying low off the critical last 
jump. However, Dent misjudged where 
the finish line was and shut off a frac- 
tion too soon, costing him valuable 
tenths of a second. Dent's 5.138 would 
be good enough for third overall at 
day's end. 

Reiser's teammate Bob Castledine 
from nearby Springfield, Massachusetts, 
had his best day of the season with a 
5.391 on his first run. 

"It's great having the fans behind 
you when you race," Castledine said. 

Glen Petty Jr., last week's winner, 
was a tick behind Castledine with a 
5.416 on his first attempt. It was an 
exciting ride as Petty got cross-rutted 
over the first jump, then swerved back 
and forth across the hill. He finally 
crashed just past the timing light but 
was still able to return in the second 
round. 

In round two, Price put in another 
good ride to drop down to a 4.930, edg- 
ing closer to Gerencer and just missing 
his first national win. 

"The bike ran well all day," Price 
said. "Hopefully we'll get that win next 
race." 

Reiser had a spectacular second ride, 
wheelying across the hill, then losing 
control at the top. Reiser was unhurt, 
but he wasn't able to improve his time 
and ended his day in sixth. Meanwhile, 
Gerencer watched the action, ready to 
ride if anyone beat his time, but he 
wasn't threatened. 

Dent was looking for the win, but he 
had a problem over the first jump when 
his bike developed a miss and he 
crashed before the last jump, forcing 
him to rely on his first time. 

Petty, too, continued to battle the hill, 
and though he stayed on the gas he 
couldn't improve on his first effort, set- 
tling for fifth. 

Castledine put in another fine ride to 
drop to 5.379 and a fourth-place finish. 
"The club did a real good job on the 
hill," Castledine said. Castledine looked 
sharp all day and it appears as though 
he will be a contender for the rest of the 
season. 

Rodney Smith had his best career fin- 
ish at Monson in 1995, and he was hop- 
ing to improve on last year's third place. 
But today wasn't his day. As Smith rode 
across the finish line to close the day's 
competition, Gerencer had another vic- 
tory. €N

The fourth-place finishing team was 
the Czech Republic, followed by France, 
Slovakia, Sweden, Netherlands, Ger- 
many and Australia. 

Leading the American force was 
Davis who, despite getting off to a lack- 
luster start on day one, which would 
dearly cost him in the long run, fought 
tooth and nail with Great Britain's Paul 
Edmondson and Sala all week long, 
twice finishing second in the day's 
overall results column. He never could 
quite outdo Sala, who topped the charts 
four out of the six days, but Davis did 
keep him looking over his shoulder 
most of the way. Silvan scored the day's 
win on Tuesday (day two), while 
Edmondson turned in the quickest time 
of the day (Saturday) in the final MX 
special test. 

Davis was, for the third time in his 
career, dubbed "Top American" in Fin- 
land. He also finished fourth overall 
individual behind winner Sala, runner- 
up Edmondson and Silvan. Davis’ 
fourth-place finish in Finland matched 
Rodney Smith’s performance in Aus- 
tralia in 1992. No American rider has 
finished higher than fourth at the Six 
Days. Davis also placed third in the

In the Junior World division, for rid- 
ers 23 years of age and under, Finland 
again took the win over Sweden, Italy, 
France and the Czech Republic. The U.S. 
team - made up of Brian Storrie, William 
Hamilton, Don Knapp and Mike Laffer- 
ty - struggled to a seventh-place finish. 
A broken foot that knocked Hamilton 
out of the event on day two, and a 
snapped chain on Storrie's bike that 
would cost him 40 minutes on the last 
day, didn't help their cause any. 

Not only was finishing third in the 
Trophy class reason for celebration in 
the U.S. camp but so was winning the 
Club team division. For the first time 
ever, a team from the United States took 
top honors thanks to gold-medal perfor- 
mances turned in by Guy Cooper, Fred 
Hoess and John Nielsen of the Daytona 
Dirt Riders. The trio beat out 42 other 
teams. 

This year's event featured very little 
in the way of trail variety, as days one, 
two, four and five had the riders tra- 
verse the same course twice each day. 
Day three featured a new course made 


up of 

mostly pavement 

sections, while day six, the final 

day, saw a short 30-mile ride to the final 
MX special test that was constructed on 
a soccer field. The riders faced any- 
where from five to six special tests a day 
(except the last day), and some of the 


- tests were used over and over again. 


Each of the tests were given names 
relating to the area where they were laid 
out: one test was built on a "ski resort," 
another near a man-made "ski jump" 
that was built for the Winter Olympics; 
while another was based in a "sand pit" 
located in a dense wood section out in 
the country. There also was a test built 
in a "potato patch," and another on very 
sandy ground that the American riders 
dubbed the "Southwick" test, referring 
to the famous National MX track in 
Massachusetts. And another test was 
named the "railroad" test due to its 
close proximity to train tracks. Most of 
the tests were used twice each day, 
except for the Southwick and railroad 
tests that were only used on day three.

Upon arriving in Hameenlinna Tuesday, August 
7, the 39 American riders were relieved to see 
that the motorcycles many of them had 
shipped to Finland from the United States 
about a month earlier had arrived safely and 
were awaiting assembly at Parc Ferme 
(impound, start-finish-area). At many previous 
Six Days, the crated motorcycles have been 
hung up at customs, failing to show up at Parc 
Ferme until the very last moment, as was the 
case exactly 10 years ago in Italy when many 
‚ of the motorcycles didn't arrive until after tech 
inspection. 


Many of the U.S. riders came prepared for wet 
and cold weather conditions in Finland where 
the average rainfall in August is over 12 inches 
and the average high temperature is in the low 
70s. However, the American contingent, total- 
ing around 100 people, including riders and 
support people, found quite the opposite. 
Shorts and short-sleeve T-shirts were in order 
right ир to the start, and the forecast for the 
entire week of the Six Days was hot and dry 
(which, as it turned out, was exactly the case). 
After preparing for mud, the riders had to 
instead prepare for dusty trails. This year's 
event marked the first time it would be held in 
Finland and also was bumped up a month earli- 
er than usual to take advantage of the warmer 
climate and the long days. At this time of year 
here, the sun rises about 4:30 a.m. and sets 
around 10:30 p.m. 


And speaking of the trails, it was first 
announced that the Finnish Six Days would 
feature "short days," meaning low mileage 
that the competitors would have to ride each 
day but would "make up for it" by beating 
them up on tight, gnarly and challenging trails. 
However, when the daily mileage was posted 
by the organizers prior to the event, 190-plus- 
mile days were the "norm." Because of pres- 


sure from environmental groups, the orga- 
nizers were forced to utilize mostly paved 
roads and make up for it by increasing the 
mileage of the event. "This will probably be the 
future of the Six Days." said U.S. Trophy team 
manager Dave Bertram. But, as it turned out, 
the organizers did live up to their promise of 
providing challenging trails that put many riders 
into survival mode after day one. Days one and 
two would consist of two loops, totaling 210 
miles each дау, utilizing the e: same trail 
and tests (run in the same direction). Day 
three would be the longest day with 240 miles 
on the agenda, utilizing mostly new trails, while 
days four and five would put the riders on the 
same loops as used on days one and two but 
with some minor changes. Day six would fea- 
ture a short 30-mile trail taking the riders to 
the MX final test on Saturday. 


Chase riding at the Six Days has reached a 
new level. For the first time, the chase riders 
for the U.S. World Trophy and Junior World 
teams will be carrying rented cellular 
phones in their fannypacks. This means that 
the chase riders will be able to phone ahead to 
the checks to prepare them (the check work- 
ers) for an incoming rider who might need a 
part or a tool. Plus, the phones will be used to 
help the riders determine what kind of trail 
pace they need to maintain between checks. 
How? During the first loop each day, Randy 
Hawkins, the first American rider out on the 
trail, would come into, for example, the second 
check and whatever extra time he had at that 
check would be relayed to the previous check 
(check one) which would again be forwarded 
to all the riders, who then would have a rough 
idea how hard they need to push it between 
each check. In other words, if Hawkins only 
has a minute to spare, then you know you 
have to wick it up. 


Each of the U.S. World Trophy team riders had 
their own chase riders in Finland, and those 
riders combined have more ISDE medals than

the Trophy team itself. Ty Davis had 12-time 
ISDE gold medalist Jeff Fredette keeping an 
eye on him; Scott Summers had Charles 
Halcomb following him around; Chris Smith 
had his brother Drew Smith as his chase 
rider; Rodney Smith had Mark Hyde watch- 
ing over him, and Steve Hatch and Randy 
Hawkins had Kevin Hines and Dale Segal 
(Hawkins' mechanic), respectively, watching 
out for their best interests. 


Rider turnout for the Finnish Six Days was 
significantly lower than usual. It's not unusual 
for the ISDE to draw over 400 entries, but the 
rider count in Finland was 259. "It's just too. 
expensive here," said Ireland's lone rider lan 
Graham. "We just can't afford to ship our 
motorcycles here; the (money) exchange for 
us is bad, and it's just plain expensive. Buf 
we'll have a full team next year (in Italy). " 
Many other countries trimmed back this year 
as well, including Canada, which was repre- 
sented by two riders; Poland, the winner of the 
Dutch ISDE in '93, was unable to scrape up six 
riders to field а Trophy team, and neither were 
countries such as Austria and Wales. Some of 
the traditionally stronger countries, such as 
Great Britain, Australia, France and Holland did 
not field their best possible teams, as some of 
their respective off-road stars chose to stay 
home. The United States, however, fielded 
one of the largest teams despite the high 
costs. (Gasoline, for example, equaled approx- 
imately five doJars a gallon in U.S. currency, 
and a $15 “bare minimum" meal was consid- 
ered a good deal). In all, 13 countries were 
represented in the premier World Trophy class 
and 10 countries in the Junior World division. 


For the second year in a row, the “re- 
impound” rule was put into effect. Basically, 
this rule lets a rider who has houred out the 
opportunity to re-impound his motorcycle at 
the end of the day and finish out the event. A 
rider can only re-impound his motorcycle once. 
However, one who takes advantage of this rule 
is not eligible for a medal. The rule, which was 
first put into effect last year in Poland, will be 
dropped following this year's event. 


Another new rule that first went into effect last 
year soon will be history. After Finland, no 
longer will a rider's worst score on the World 
Trophy or Junior World teams be thrown 
out. This rule was tested after the Italians 
complained following the Dutch Six Days in 
1993 that the winning team - Poland - had a 
worse score than they had incurred, even 
though the Italian team finished the event with 
only five Cof six) riders still running. Starting 
again in Italy next year, all the team rider's 
score will count towards the team's overall fin- 
ish. 


A relatively jovial opening ceremonies 
were held for the Finnish Six Days on Saturday 
afternoon. All the teams from each country 
gathered up in Parc Ferme and marched (ala 
the Olympics) about 300 yards to the city 
square in Hameenlinna. There, the vice mayor 
of Hameenlinna and the president of the 





Finnish Motorcycle Association welcomed. all 
participants. Even Finnish hero, Four-Stroke 
Enduro World Champion Kari Tiainen, got up 
on the stage and said a few words. Other 
activities included a trials demonstration, a log 
house-buiiding contest and a live rock band 
that played late into the evening. Vintage 
motorcycles also were on display, and a huge 
beer garden was set up for those who wanted 
to try some of the local Finnish brew. 


Tech inspection got under way Friday, 
August 8, and most of the American riders 
made it through relatively easily. Usually the 
sound tests give the riders the most grief, hav- 
ing to pass the 94 dB. limit, but only a few 
were sent back to the pits for more packing, 
including Scott Summers and his XR600. It 
took him two tries. 


Italy hosted the traditional "next year's ISDE 
host-country" party in Finland. The 1997 ISDE 
will be held in Brescia, Italy, located at the foot 
of the Alps and approximately 125 miles 
north/east of Milan. Just like in Finland, the 
event will be held in the warmer month of 
August, 19-24. The last time the ISDE was 
held in Italy was in 1986 in San Pelligrino, near 
Bergamo. Bergamo is about 53 miles 
south/west of Brescia. This will be the ninth 
time the event will be held in that country. In 
1998, the ISDE will return to Australia, fol- 
lowed by Portugal in 1999 and France in 2000. 


The U.S. Trophy and Junior World teams wore 
red, white and blue uniforms in the opening 
ceremony parade (and later on at the closing 
ceremonies) that was donated to the teams by 
Oxbow. Randy Hawkins worked out that deal 
with Oxbow, a company more associated with 
soccer. "It's hard to take a soccer company 
into sponsoring a motorcycle team," said 
Hawkins, "especially this year with the 
Olympics. But they really helped us ош.” 


Arai Helmets also donated 30 blue and 
white "skunk" helmets to the U.S. team rid- 
ers, and CycoActive Products also gave all the 
American riders Scorecard Holders and six 
BarPacks to the chase riders. 


0 pening day began under clear 
blue skies with temperatures 
reaching as high as 80 degrees, 
which would pretty much be the stan- 
dard all week long. Most of the riders 
had come to Finland prepared for cooler 
temperatures and rain, but hardly any- 
one complained, except about the dust 
as a result of the warmer-than-anticipat- 
ed conditions. 

Finland jumped out to an early lead, 
heading Italy, Sweden and the United 

tates at the end of the day, but the U.S. 
contingent was quite content with their 
team's fourth-place getaway. It was the 
team's best opening-day finish in recent 
memory. However, Davis wasn't happy 
with his ride. “The first test I was a little 
tense," Davis said. “The second test I felt 
better, but I'm 20 seconds off the pace of 
the Italians. One test I didn't do so good, 
dust is a major problem. I caught two or 
three guys in the test and you can't close 
the gap because of the dust. Kind of like 
desert racing but you can't get off the 
course." 

In the 175cc class, Sala would set the 
fastest times in three of the five tests, 
while the other two were won by 
Edmonson. Davis was well off the pace, 
finishing fourth, ninth, fourth, 10th and 
12th in the five tests. Rodney Smith's 
combined times were some six seconds 
faster than Davis’, and even Hawkins’ 
combined 125cc times were about five 
seconds quicker than Davis'. Hatch 
wasn't far off the pace, either, nor was 
Chris Smith. 

“I had a good day," said Rodney 
Smith. “Thad a good first test but could 
never get going in the second; you'd 
catch slow guys and the dust was hold- 
ing me up. One time I fell - I guess I had 
some ups and downs." As far as the 
trail: "Lots of rocks, but not as much 





road as everyone thought," he said. 
"But it was nice to see the road now and 
then." 

While Hatch posted some good times 
in the tests, his day already was blown 
with 20 late-start penalty points that 
occurred right off the start when his 
Suzuki fouled a plug, "This is my sev- 
enth Six Days and I’ve never had to 
change a plug. It died and I had to push 
it across the flags. That was kind of a 
bummer." ; 

Hawkins blazed the tests, finishing 
seventh in the 125cc class at the end of 
the day. "We've been fighting jetting all 
day long, scared to go hard the first two 
tests," Hawkins said. "We finally got the 
jetting right so the last two test rode 
really hard." Е 

Despite his promising test scores, 
Hawkins still was no match for the

than Hawkins’ times. Silvan topped the ` 


day's 125cc scores by 1.57 seconds over 
teammate Ahola. 

Swede Anders Eriksson topped all. 
the 400cc Four-Stroke riders, while. 
Tiainen smoked the 500cc Four-Stroke : 
class. Scott Summers put together 
good test scores but was docked 360. 
route points for rolling through the’ 
second-to-last check early. During the 
course of the day, the organizers 
added five minutes to that particular. 
check to give riders plenty of time to: 
work on their motorcycles before 


impounding. Unfortunately, Summers 
did not get the message. A protest was 
filed but the ruling was upheld. Luckily, 
in the long run, those penalty points did 
not cost the team any positions. 

At the end of the first day of competi- 
tion, Finland headed the leaderboard 
over Italy and Sweden. The United 
States held an encouraging fourth, only 
a few points ahead of France. Sweden 
enjoyed a modest lead over Finland in 
the Junior World division, followed by 
Italy, France and Spain. The U.S. team 
was sixth 


Manny Garza, of the Trail Riders of Houston 
club team, was one of the first U.S. casualties 
of the Finnish Six Days when his Yamaha 
YZ125 simply quit running. "Lost all fire," said 
Garza. “Doc Hill (the U.S. team doctor) was 
passing me in a car and he came back to me. 
We figured out it was the ignition and he drove 
to Parc Ferme and back, and we did a com- 
plete ignition Overhaul - black box, coil, every- 
thing, on the trail." Unfortunately, Garza 
houred out but took advantage of the re- 
impound rule and was allowed to start day two. 


The rocky and dusty trails got the best of 
Appalachian Dirt Riders. Andy Knapp in the 








early going. Borrowing the quote of U.S. club 
rider Russell Cherry last year at the Polish Six 
Days, Knapp said he was "riding for gold to 
the first check, then for silver at the second, 
and just to finish after the third check. I'm in 
survival mode now," said Knapp at the end of 
the day. Knapp, the younger brother of Junior 
Trophy rider Don Knapp, would end up on 
bronze. 


Los Lobos MC's Ron Lawson, riding а 
Honda XR400, was having a good ride on day 
one before suffering dehydration and crashing 
near the end of the second loop. He arrived at 
the last two checks late - 12 minutes all 
together - and came into the U.S. pits looking 
a little worse for wear, as did his bike with its 
front number plate ripped off. After impounding 
his motorcycle. he was taken to the on-site 
medical facility where he was treated for dehy- 
dration with an IV. Lawson recovered quickly 
and vowed he would start day two. He did, and 
would go on to finish the event, taking home a 
well-earned silver medal. 


ISDE veteran Fred Hoess, riding a Suzuki 
RM125 on the Daytona Dirt Riders club team, 
admitted at the end of the day that he was not 
all that disappointed when the road sections 
came up. “| love the rocks, but it was tough 
out there - really tough," said Hoess, who 
throughout his Six Days career has garnered 
eight gold medals out of 10 tries. “But 1 didn't 
mind seeing the road; it was nice - usually we 
don't say that.”

Hoess' teammate Guy Cooper, who just two 
weeks earlier was mixing it up with Steve Lam- 
son and Kevin Windham at the 125cc National 
MX round in Troy, Ohio, said, "This is hard 
work for a trophy. It's so rocky and the dust is 
bad; everyone's wrists are going to hurt 
tonight. But overall, | thought the day went 
good. My tests were really good, but | started 
getting a little tired late in the day and | fell 
over once in a test." Cooper struggled with 
jetting all day. "The bike was running a little 
lean-for the roads." At the end of day one, 
Cooper sat in 19th place in the 125cc class. 


' His best test score came in the very first spe- 


cial test of the day, where he was third-fastest 
behind the Italian Petteri Silvan and Czech 
Republic rider Roman Michalik, who would 
later suffer problems and hour out. Cooper's 
times for the rest of the day would be less 
than spectacular, turning in three 26th and one 
15th-fastest scores. 


Tommy Ady, of the Cycle News Riders club 
team, was hobbling around at the end of the 
day with what he suspected to be a broken 
foot. "I-had just finished a special test at the 
ski jump, ! was all done with the test and there 
was this ditch, like a hundred yards, | was 
going through that in third gear and there was 
a boulder there and | nailed it with my foot,” 
Ady said. “I just tumbled. There was а guy 
right behind me and he did the same thing, he 
landed right next to me. It ripped the sole right 
off my boot, and | think | broke my foot. The 
guy in back of me was out cold - really bad. 
The next guys about five minutes behind me 
said he was still out when they came by. There 
were weeds blocking the boulder." Ady had to 
ride nearly the entire loop without the sole of 
his boot. "It sucked,” Ady said. “I taped the 
sole back on with packing tape, but that didn't 
work so good. Eventually it (the sole) fell off 
for good. But at least | didn't lose any time.” 
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Another rider who had an interesting day was 
Los Lobos team member Kevin Yarnell. 
"Seven miles out | must've taken a stick or 
something to my petcock and sheared off the 
barb fitting. | didn't realize it till | ran out of gas. 
| ended up taking that free-flow check valve for 
the vent hose, trimmed it down, jammed it up in 
there and then fed the hose around in there - it 
got me in. It was dribbling gas the whole time, 
and when | got to the next check, we got some 
epoxy and tape. (Meanwhile) Wendy (Yarnell's 
wife) drove down to Helsinki (approximately 60 
miles? and got me another petcock at a Honda 
shop. All and all | can't complain. | was able to 
keep going and that's the whole object Cof the 
Six Days). Still, it was fun but I've never seen 
so many rocks in my life.” 


Not only were rocks and dust a big concern for 
the riders but so was avoiding getting speeding 
tickets from the local police. Junior World team 
rider Don Knapp was one of many riders who 
got popped for speeding. "I guess | was speed- 
ing," said Knapp. "They pulled me over, wrote 
down my name and number, what country | was 
from, so when | got to impound today (at the 
end of the day), they were waiting there for me. 
But about every third or fourth rider was getting 
pulled in by the police, they had a stack of tick- 
ets. | had to pay the fine. They asked me, 
‘What | do (for a living),’ and | said, ‘I race 
motorcycles.’ Then they asked how much | 
make a month in American dollars. | said, ‘Well, 
| make $500 a month.’ | lied. They base how 
much they fine you by how much money you 
make. They fined me 300 Finnmarks (about 
$75). Besides that, | was worried about being 
disqualified, because according to the rules if 
you get a traffic violation while competing, 
that's it, you're done. You're disqualified from 
the event. I'm still in, it looks like this is just a 
way for them to make money. " 


TM rider Mike McCarren of the Appalachi- 
an Dirt Riders dropped 40 minutes on the day, 
putting him on bronze. McCarren said he bent 
the front brake rotor in a crash. 
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ay two, another warm and sunny 
D day, saw Davis get back on track 

and beat Sala and Edmondson in 
the last two special tests of the day. 
Through the other first four tests, Davis 
went 4-4-5-2, while Sala went 1-3-3-3, 
and Edmonson 2-2-1-1. When all the 
times were added up for the day, Sala, 
again, was the overall fastest in the 
175cc class, beating Davis by 6.42 sec- 
onds, while Davis nipped Edmondson 
by 0.9 seconds. Laaksonen was next 
fastest, followed by Australian Shane 
Watts and Peterhansel. One second off 
Peterhansel's pace was Rodney Smith, 
followed by Hatch and the Italian Pelle- 
grinelli. 

Silvan completely annihilated the 
125cc class for the day, setting the fastest 
times in four of the six tests and the sec- 
ond-fastest times in the other two. He 
would finish out the day 26.25 seconds 
ahead of his teammate Ahola. 

Except for the first test were he was 
15th fastest, Hawkins posted respectable 
times, going 15-3-4-8-3-4, putting him in 
fifth place for the day. "Couple of bad; 
couple of good ones," Hawkins said 
referring to his special tests. “For some 
reason, I’m having a real hard time with 
the ski resort test.” Still, his times were 
significantly better than those turned in 
by Cooper, who would finish out the 
day in 13th, 123.72 seconds off Hawkins’ 
pace. 

Swede Anders Eriksson continued to 
dominate the 400cc Four-Stroke class on 
his Husqvarna, winning all but one spe- 
cial test for the day. Club rider John 
Nielsen turned in the combined best 
score for an American in 13th in class, 
finishing out the day two places ahead 
of Junior World rider Don Knapp.

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Summers had one of his best days by 
setting the fastest times in the 500cc 
Four-Stroke class twice but would still 
finish out the day in third place, some 
44 seconds behind Tiainen and Swede 
Peter Jansson. 

“Better than yesterday," said Sum- 
mers. “Made a couple of mistakes but 
they weren't too time-consuming as yes- 
terday's. I got turned around in the first 
test, kind of a 180, but I never did fall. 
The last test I fell over - ruts got really 
deep in the sand pit test. Luckily I didn't 
stall the motor." 

As far as the trail: “A lot rougher 
today, and dusty," Summers said. "I 
rode with Kari (Tiainen), Bubba (Czech 
rider Bohumil Posledni) and Farioli. АП 
four of us had fun today. In the rock sec- 
tions we'd stay together so we wouldn't 
dust each other out." 

Amazingly, Silvan, aboard a 125cc, 
had the best overall individual score for 
the day, topping Sala, Davis, Edmonson 
and Ahola, in that order. Hawkins was 
ninth best, followed by Watts, Peter- 
hansel and Rodney Smith. 

Finland again recorded the best score 
on the day to maintain its lead over 
Italy, but the U.S. team moved up to 
third, relegating Sweden to fourth. 
Swedish Trophy team rider Joachim 
Hedendahl had problems in one of the 
special tests, while another member 
crashed and lacerated his shoulder. 

In the Junior World division, Finland 
climbed to the top, dropping Sweden to 
second, while the U.S. team moved up 
one position to fifth, despite losing one 
of its riders, William Hamilton. 

“Оп Monday, I was in the last special 
test and went to wheelie through a dip, 
and there was something sticking out of 





it that I didn't see," Hamilton said. 
^When I came out of it, it came down on 
my peg and really screwed the top of 
my foot up. I tried to ride today and 
everything was okay until I wheelied 
through a whoop and cased fhe other 
side and felt everything bust (in his 
foot). I just came down - my foot a little 
too far back - and busted three bones 
behind the toes. I'm going to have to 
have surgery when I get home." 


Spirits were high in the American camp follow- 
ing day two, much of which had to do with the' 
excellent performances turned in by all of the 
U.S. World Trophy riders, and the improve- 
ment of the Junior World team, but there was 
more than just that to-get excited about. In the 
Club and Manufacturer's team divisions, the 
Daytona Dirt Riders - Hoess, Cooper and 
Nielsen - and the American Suzuki team - 
Hawkins, Rodney Smith and Hatch - were both 
running a strong second. "We're pretty psy- 
ched about that," said Hatch. "That (а win) 
would mean a lot for Suzuki." At this point, the 
American Suzuki team is sandwiched between 
leaders Husqvarna Europe and KTM - Farioli. 
“I'm real happy about that," said Nielsen of 
the success of his club team. "It'll be interest- 
ing to see how things unravel. | don't know if 
I'm on gold or not, but | do know | have to 
keep 'er on the gas." Nielsen's teammate 
Hoess said, “I had a good day, little things 
here and there. | lost my (rear) brake in one 
test; | must've been dragging it or something. 1 
had to ride the whole test without the brake, 
and that was a drag." 


The Finnish Six Days began taking its toll on 
the U.S. team on day two, as a few of the club 
team riders began dropping out. One of those 
riders was Vincent Davis of the Appalachi- 
an Dirt Riders. Davis took himself out of the 
running early in the day after developing kidney 
problems. "I've been having problems with my 
kidneys ever since | hurt my back last year,” 
Davis said. 


"If you told me yesterday that | would finish 
today, | would've thought you were nuts," said 
Ron Lawson who suffered dehydration the 
previous day. Dehydration got the best of 
Boise Ridge Riders' Kelly Crenshaw. The 
Kawasaki rider called it quits after the first 
loop. 


TM rider Rick Crossland, of the Missouri 
Mudders, had to pull out of the event. Cross- 
land, riding a TM 300, crashed and severely 
tweaked his. knee, and never even made it to 


«the first check. x 


A number of countries lost at least one World 
Trophy team rider on day two, including two 
riders from Mexico, and one rider each from 
Germany, Australia, Spain and. Czechoslova- 
kia. Countries that lost a Junior World rider. 
included Czechoslovakia, Spain, Germany, 
Mexico and, as mentioned, the United States 
(William Hamilton). A Dutch Trophy team rider 
reportedly fractured his wrist but managed to 
finish out the day, but not before dropping 
numerous route points. 


Ignition problems put Trail Rider MC's Ken 
Tomeo into survival mode. The KTM rider lost 
many points on the day, ending any chance he 
had of a gold or a silver medal. 


U.S. Trophy team rider Ty Davis spent much 
of his day riding with Italian Enduro World 
Champion Giovanni Sala, Great Britian's Paul 
Edmondson, Australian Shane Watts and multi- 
time ISDE individual overall winner, Frenchman 
Stephane Peterhansel, and got a chance to 
study these off-road superstars' trail tech- 
niques. "Edmondson is the only one that's 
impressive," said Davis. "Everyone else rides 
like me - like a squid, dabbing all the time. 
Edmondson never puts his feet down; he just 
goes through it (rocks) like nothing's there. 
There was this one mud hole, Sala was dab- 
bing all over the place, Edmondson went 
through it like it was nothing. Sala's legs were 
flailing. Peterhansel is good - he's really 
smooth. But | saw him almost eat it big time. It 
was kind of funny, he looked back at me and | 
shook my head. He caught a rock and almost 





augured in. You never get a chance to see 
Peterhansel almost eat it very often." 


Steve Hatch rode with his "hero" all day, 
Swedish rider Joachim Hedendahl. "We rode 
together in Australia in '92," said Hatch, "and I 
guess he's always been my hero. It's neat rid- 
ing with these guys - Hedendahl, Rodney 
(Smith), Ty (Davis), it really bumps you up to a 
new level. Now I'm beating him (Hedendahl); 
he lets me go ahead. That's pretty neat. " 


More speeding tickets were handed out today, 
and one of the recipients was U.S. Junior 
World team rider Brian Storrie. "There was 
a sign saying radar ahead, but it's really hard 
to determine how fast you're going," said 
Storrie. "I was riding with a Finnish rider and 
the police pointed to the two of us to pull over, 
but a course marshal pointed to the Finnish 
guy and the police let him go but gave me a 
ticket. That really made me angry. At impound, 
they had my number and | had to wait in line 
for about 45 minutes to get my ticket. There 
were at least 15 guys in line! They asked me 
how much money | make to determine the fine 
- | lied big time. | told them about a hundred 
dollars a month." Italian Trophy team rider Gio- 
vanni Sala reportedly got a ticket, too, but told 
them his income was - zero. "| make no 
money,” he said. 


U.S. club rider Tommy Ady completed the 
day despite his sore foot. "No, it's not broken 
but it hurts a little," he said. Ady narrowly 
missed out on getting a speeding ticket. "The 
other two guys on my minute got tickets," Ady 
said. “1 got to the finish, a cop pulled me aside, 
had my number on a sheet but my number 
wasn't circled, everyone else's was." 


Perhaps the rider having the most fun of all up 
to this point was U.S. Junior World team rider 
Mike Lafferty. "This is my first Six Days - 
it’s cool, | like it a lot," said the KTM rider who 
hails from New Jersey. “It's all riding, riding, 
riding, then the special test when you got to 
go. I’m enjoying it. Yesterday, at the first test, | 
felt a little nervous, | was riding like a squid. 
I've never ridden a motocross course before, 
never, ever. But this is really cool; | wish a lot 
more people (from the United States) could 
come out to travel and see something like this. 
Real fun.” 


Jim Conner, of the Trail Rider MC team, had 
a stressful day. “All the spokes loosened up in 
a real short time period," said Yamaha YZ125- 
mounted Conner. "It caught me off guard so | 
had to tighten what spokes | could at one 
check, go to the next check and they came 
loose again. So, finally | took a few minutes - 
lost some points - to tighten the whole wheel 


ay three would be, mileage-wise, 

the longest of the week at approx- 

imately 240 miles, which includ- 
ed plenty of pavement sections. The rid- 
ers would also see two new tests - the 
railroad and Southwick tests. 

Davis got his day off to a great start 
by setting the fastest 175cc time in the 
first special test (ski resort) of the day. 
He edged out Sala by two seconds; 
Laaksonen by three seconds, and 
Edmondson by seven seconds. Howev- 
er, in the next test, Davis wouldn't have 
it as good. "I got smoked," Davis said. 
“Tt was a grass track and I knew I would 
(get smoked). I have a hard time with 
those grass tracks. I tried as hard as I 
could and almost ate it a couple of times 
- slippery." 

Davis would finish fourth on the day 
behind Sala, Laaksonen and Edmonson. 
Finishing right behind Davis was Peter- 
hansel, followed by Italian Junior World 
rider Matteo Rubin, Watts and Rodney 
Smith. Chris Smith had a good day, fin- 
ishing 13th in class. 

"Better, getting there," said Smith. 
"Getting more comfortable with the 
tests today. Made a couple of mistakes 
but no spectacular crashes." 

Up to this point, Smith had been 
bothered by sore wrists. "When I get

into tight trails, 5 

start hammering those rocks, 

they start to hurt a lot," said Smith. "I've 
been icing them every night and today 
they were all right, but still painful." 

Hatch had a tough day. “In the very 
first special test, there's a long straight 
and they put in two jumps you could 
probably double," he said. ^I didn't 
double those, I just jumped them, then I 
had total brain fade. I was excited to get 
over those without any problems and I 
forgot totally about the next two jumps. 
I was in fourth gear, wide open, when I 
finally saw it (the jumps). I hit the 
brakes, knew I was going case it, so then 
I pinned it, jumped right into the face of 
the second jump and got kicked side- 
ways and it threw me way up in the air. 
I just jumped off. The bike shot up and 
got stuck in a tree. Things got better 
after that." 

In the 125cc class, Cooper enjoyed his 
best day, finishing fifth overall for the 
day, while Hawkins labored with 
mediocre test times. "It's like those pro 
golfers,” explained Hawkins. “They can 
smoke it for days then, one day... Just 
couldn't get it together today. I had no 
real problems but just didn't do any- 
thing good." Hawkins ended up 11th 
for the day. 

Eriksson continued his blitz on the 
400cc Four-Stroke class, while Italians 
Rinaldi and Nicoli ended up 2-3 on the 
day. Knapp was the top American class 
finisher in ninth. 

Jansson beat out Tiainen by six sec- 
onds for the day's top honors in the 
500cc Four-Stroke class. The Swede 
went 1-2-2-1-2-2, with Tiainen going 9-4- 
1-2-5-1. Slovakian rider Jaroslav Katri- 
nak edged out Summers for third. 

"Today went okay," Summers said. 
"I'm closer to Tiainen than I was yester- 
day. I feel like I'm going just as fast as I 
am comfortable. I have a lot to lose per- 
sonally, because if I hurt myself I could 
jeopardize my cross country title back in 
the States. I have that in the back of my 
mind all the time I'm out there. I'm not 
quite going to use that last 10 percent 
for safety reasons." 

Overall (combined classes) on the 
day, Sala again won out over Laakso- 
nen, Edmonson, Davis, Silvan and 
Peterhansel. Rodney Smith was way 
back in 15th, just one spot ahead of 
Cooper. 

“Dust is a problem in the tests," said 
Smith. ^I keep catching up to the slower 


guys and getting dusted out. Sala, ' 


Edmonson, Davis and those guys are all 
riding together, so in the tests they don't 
catch each other and have it much clear- 
er. I've got slow guys all around me." 
Finland again topped all the teams in 
the Trophy division, increasing their 
overall lead on Italy, but better special 
test scores put Sweden just ahead of the 
U.S. team for third. France was clinging 


to fifth

on the ever-closing 
Czech Republic team. 

Despite losing to Sweden on the day, 
Finland maintained its upper hand in 
the Junior World division, with Italy 
third, France fourth and the United 
States fifth. 


Speeding tickets were again the topic of 
the day Wednesday. Up to this point, 115 tick- 
ets (mostly for speeding) had already been 
handed out to the competitors. "It's ridicu- 
lous," said U.S. Junior World team rider Brian 
Storrie. "To maintain the speed average you 
have to go over the speed limit. | guess it boils 
down to what's more important, 60 points or 
$60. I'll take the $60." The problem was taken 
up at the daily jury meetings, and the organiz- 
ers basically said there is nothing they can do 
about it. "A local guy told me that he does ral- 
lies, and the last rally they had was here," said 
Rodney Smith who was also written up. "He 
said they had a big problem between the club, 
the federation and the police. And | guess it 
was a big fight between all of them, and so 
they (the club) went to them (the police) 
before this race and tried to get in with them, 
and 1 guess they were jerks. They (the police) 
said, ‘We'll show you who has the power.’ And 
the guy says that now we're the ones who are 
paying for it." According to some of the riders 
who got tickets, they were told by the police 
that they are concerned about safety, because 
the local schools started up Tuesday. Most of 
the riders have been getting pulled over in 
town in radar traps, but some were caught 
speeding out in the country. To make matters 
worse, riders were warned Wednesday night 
that the police were planning to add 14 addi- 
tional radar-equipped speed traps along the 
course Thursday. 


For the first time, the U.S. Trophy and Junior 
World riders were treated to real meals in the 
U.S. pits immediately after impounding their 
bikes.at the end of the day. A deal was made 
with the hotel that most of the American con- 
tingent was staying at, where the kitchen 
would whip up a batch of spaghetti. Unfortu- 
nately, after the hotel promised the United 
States a good price for the spaghetti, the team 
was given a bill of nearly $600 - for two days 
worth. That equals out to about $60 per plate. 
Needless to say, the United States ended that 
deal and bought a bucket of spaghetti from a 
local Italian restaurant for Wednesday, which 
was "Not that much cheaper," said support 
member Kathy Bertram. The team would buy 
and cook its own spaghetti Thursday, and 
Drew Smith donated his own spaghetti Friday. 
"| brought my own spaghetti to cook," said 
Smith. “So | just donated it to the team." 


With the prospects of a top-three finish for the 
U.S. Trophy team looming on the horizon, the 
question was raised as to what is the best 
U.S. Trophy team finish in ISDE history? In 
1982 the U.S. squad, made up of Ed Lojak. 
Terry Cunningham, Mike Melton, Scot 
Harden, Wally Wilson and Mark Hyde, 
finished second in Czechoslovakia. "That year 








it was more 
of a survival run than being 


the fastest," said team manager Dave . 


Bertram. 


So to what did Randy Hawkins attribute his 
somewhat lackluster performance on day 
three? "I think it was the blue today," said 
Hawkins referring to his blue-colored riding 
gear. "| wore blue today for the first time; l'm 
going back to red and yellow tomorrow. No 
more blue." 


Doing anything to get the upper edge on the 
competition, Ty Davis had an IV Tuesday 
night. “I tried it," said Davis, "but | ain't doing 
it again. It's supposed to help rejuvenate you 
and keep you from getting dehydrated. | don't 
know, but | do know that my arm is sore from 
the needle." 


Club rider John Nielsen had one of those 
days. “| rode good, but had a terrible day - if 
that make any sense," Nielsen said. "My day 
started going into Parc Ferme - 1 was all excit- 
ed to change my Moose (foam inner tube) - 
you see, I’m not very good at (changing) them 
- in the 10-minute work period, when | was 
pulled aside and was given a breath analyzer, 
so that takes a minute or two, then | get stung 
by a bee three times, got a speeding ticket, 
and | think | lost my box of tools. That was 
pretty much how my day went. Luckily, | didn't 
lose any points, and had good tests. That part 
was fun.” 


Senior team rider Tom Ebersole, at 49 the 
oldest rider on the U.S. team and the oldest 
rider in the entire event, was happy to have 
reached the halfway point. “I've got a bad 
cold; things are coming around," he said. “1 
got a ticket today. | didn't know my bike, a 
CRE 250 with the MX transmission, could go 
that fast - 100 Ks (about 60 mph). Overall, I'm 
having fun, it's kind of like Tulsa (1994 ISDE) 
but more fun. They've got some really good 
trails here.” 


Travis Bamford of the Cycle News Riders 
was another rider happy to see the halfway 
point. “I was beginning to have my doubts this 
morning," he said. "I thought, ‘Jeez Louise, 
what did | get myself into?’ But we're having 
fun. I'm just trying to be consistent and go as 
fast as | can without crashing too badly." Up to 
this point, Bamford had not lost any route 
points. 


Struggling with a sore wrist was Fred 
Hoess. "It's been bothering me since Mon- 
day; it's tendinitis or something," Hoess said. 
"Today it really hurts and is swollen. I've never 
had problems with it before, but | guess it's all 
the pounding here." He also escaped injury 
when he crashed hard in a special test. "In the 
first test, | hit a stump and the seat came up 
and hit me in the back. | heard some noise, like 
а bone cracking, and thought, ‘Holy crow! I'm 
still all right, doesn't really hurt - that's odd - it 
should be hurting.' | got back up and thought, 
‘Humm, guess I'll keep going.’ | figured if you 
really hurt your back you'd know it." 
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Һе 0.5. team was a little discour- 

aged to fall back to fourth after 

day three, but that wouldn't last 
for long when Sweden's Peter Jansson 
failed to start the day after getting sick 
during the night. He was reportedly so 
ill that he couldn't even get out of bed. 
Sweden's problems continued when 
Trophy rider Joakim Johansson had 
problems in the second-to-last special 
test, losing over 200 seconds to the top 
riders' scores, and another Trophy rider, 
Ulf Orrvik, dropped 1980 route points, 
including 20 late-start penalty points. 

Things didn't go much better for the 
Italian Trophy team either when Rinaldi 
crashed and banged himself up pretty 
good. He dropped 1260 route points. 

Even the U.S. team suffered prob- 
lems when Rodney Smith disappeared. 
“After my third crash (in a special test ), 
I saw Rodney go by," said Hatch. "Then 
I saw him in a turn standing there, I 
guess his bike seized." 

Smith confirmed Hatch's assumption 
after riding up to Parc Ferme at the end 
of the day well after houring out. “Basi- 
cally, earlier today, it stuck a ring or 
something," Smith said, "and then it 
locked up solid in the last test. There 
was nothing I could do, everyone was 
watching. 

“I knew after the first time something 
happened (to the engine)," Smith said. 
“Т took it easy after that test because I 
was afraid it was going to blow up. I 
made it through the day, put a bigger 
mainjet in it, and it was running pretty 
decent, so I wasn't worrying about it. 
But it seized. We tried to get it rebuilt 
and not hour out but time ran out. We 
got it going and rode it to the next 
check, it was kind of pinging. When I 
came in, I looked down at the motor and 
it was on fire. The check people were 
yelling at me. I jumped off the bike and 
threw dirt on it. We just slapped it back 
together and I guess the (carburetor) 
vent tubes were hanging down or some- 
thing. I guess you can say I went down 
in flames." 

Smith was now the team's throw- 
away score for the rest of the event, but 
the team came awfully close to losing its 
third place position when Hatch came in 
limping badly. 

"Everything was going good until 



























the last 45 minutes,” Hatch said. “In the 
last test, I crashed four times, then hit 
my foot on a rock - I just hope it's not 
broken, but there's something wrong." 

As it turned out, Hatch did break a 
bone and tore ligaments in his foot. 

But one rider who was having a good 
day was Davis, who was continuing his 
week-long battle with Edmonson and 
Sala. Davis posted the fastest time in the 
fifth test, but Sala won the rest. Edmon- 
son was right there, too, and when their 
total times were added up for the day, 
Sala was again the day's class winner 
followed by Davis, who edged out 
Edmonson by 0.35 seconds. 

"Edmonson and I battled back and 
forth all day," Davis said. "It gets a little 
frustrating when I beat him (Edmonson) 
by one stupid second, that's nothing. 
You can't make anything up. If I rode 
like this Monday I'd be right there today 
(for the overall). That day is really 
killing me. One second! And then Sala's 
just kicking our butts big-time - he's in 
another league." 

For the fourth straight day, Silvan 
topped the 125cc class, while Hawkins 
posted decent times ending up eighth 
on the day. 

Tiainen won four of the six special 
tests in the 500cc Four-Stroke class, with 
Farioli taking second and Posledni third 
on the day. Summers played it safe, 
going 8-7-7-7-6-10 on the day for sev- 
enth. 

Despite Smith's DNF, the U.S. Tro- 
phy team jumped back up to third 
behind Finland (601.72 points) and Italy 
(839.31). Unfortunately, the U.S. team 
was a distant third with 1578.77 points 
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(Left) Swede Anders 
Eriksson smoked the 400cc 

Four-Stroke class.

and had no realistic chance of catching 
Italy, unless a couple of Italian riders, or 
Finnish riders for that matter, dropped 
out, but the Czech team was still within 
striking distance, only 209.48 points 
behind the U.S. squad. Sweden dropped 
all the way back to seventh. 

Finland again nipped Sweden for the 
day's overall win in the Junior World 
division, stretching out its overall lead 
to a fairly comfortable 232.78 point mar- 


gin. 
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The Daytona Dirt Riders - Fred Hoess, 
Guy Cooper and John Nielsen - moved into 
first place in the club team division, a first for 
an American club team, but a narrow escape 
by Cooper made it nearly not happen. "| had a 
big mishap,” he said. "In the first special test 
at the ski slope, in a fast section, | hit a hole | 
didn't see. It pitched me feet up over my head 
and came back down, bulldog, beside the bike. 
| was trying to slow down running along side 
the bike, but | was already veering off (the 
trail), and me and the bike went off this cliff. It 
was amazing that it (the bike) hit a cedar tree 
and stopped. | picked up the bike and side- 
hilled it for about 200 feet before | could get 
back up to the trail. | lost about 30 seconds. | 
was ripping it before then.” 


U.S. Trophy team manager Dave Bertram 
recruited as many people as possible to act as 
“spotters” in the special tests on day four. 
“We need to make up two minutes (on the 


Swedish team) and every second counts," he: 


said. "If we can position line-pointers to point 
out the best lines to our Trophy guys in all the 
special tests, well, maybe we can help them 
cut a few seconds off each rider's times. If we 
can gain a few seconds with each (of the six) 








riders), that would save about 12 or so sec- 
onds all together at each test, times that by six 
tests on the дау, that would be 72 seconds, 
over a minute. If anything, we're there to 
encourage them." In all, about 10 spotters, all 
wearing blue T-shirts, lined every special test 
at critical areas, pointing out the "hot" lines to 
the U.S. Trophy riders.-Did the plan work? 
"It's hard to tell, but | think so. Hey, Ty Davis 
beat out Paul Edmonson by .35 seconds for 
second overall on the day, so we'd like to think 
the effort helped out." Most of the U.S. Tro- 
phy riders felt having line-spotters helped. 


Despite going back to the same hammered 
trail used on days one and two, all of the U.S. 
club riders made it through the day. One of 
those riders was Kerry Clark, of the Cycle 
Gear Racing team. "Yeah, still going," Clark 
said enthusiastically. "But | can't get my 
rhythm in the sand pit (special test) at all - the 
whoops are four feet deep. I'm sick of the 
rocks, it's kind of like riding the whole NETRA 
series in six days - twice! You know what it is? 
| feel stupid out there, | feel like I'm one of 
those mice stuck in the slot, going around, and 
around, and around, and can't get out." “I 
know what you mean," reiterated Chris Smith. 
"| feel all proud of myself when | find a smooth 
line that nobody else rode.” 


After struggling with tendinitis in his wrist the 
day before, U.S. Junior World rider Mike 
Lafferty was all smiles at the end of the day. 
"My wrist was pretty bad yesterday, but the 
doctor shot it up last night and today it just felt 
awesome," said Lafferty. "We taped it up so 
it's kind of hard to move; | have to move the 
whole hand. Overall, today went great. It's day 
four and, man, I'm here - one more day! Then 
the MX test. I'm digging this but the tests are 
getting hammered, especially the sand-pit test. 
It's completely hammered; it's full grind - sand 
whoops, oh man, just chewed, hammered, 
destroyed. Never seen anything like it before 
in my life." 


he United States went into conser- 

vative mode on day five. Know- 

ing they didn't have a shot at sec- 
ond, the U.S. Trophy team didn't want 
to make any mistakes, such as dropping 
route points, to stay ahead of the 
Czechs. "We had a team meeting last 
night," said Hawkins. ^We can't catch 
the Italians, but we have to stay ahead 
of the Czechs, we decided to take it 
easy, I just kind of backed off today, 
short-shifted my bike, trying to save it 
and get it to impound, so all we have to 
do is get around the MX track tomor- 
row." 

Davis however, must have missed 
the meeting. He had a score to settle 
with Edmonson, and the rest of the top 
Europeans. He went out and posted 
some of the fastest times of the day, but 
still couldn't quite top Sala for the over- 
all day win. In the very last special test, 
Davis did beat Sala and Edmonson for 
the fastest time in the test, but would 
finish second to Sala in the day's overall 
scores. 

“I had to beat Edmonson in the last 
test," said Davis. "It was do or die. I 
went as fast as I could, took chances, 
kept it pinned. When I went to back off, 
I just tried to make myself gas it, tell 
myself, ‘Just keep it on.’ So I'd keep it on 
totally out of shape, ‘But don't back off.’ 
I didn't back off today, my goal is to win 
this thing. As long as I can keep beating 
these guys, I get my name out, I'll be a 
threat to them. If I just kind of cruise, 
they're going to think, ‘Oh, Ty's no 
good.’ I want to be a thorn in their side.” 

To no one’s surprise, Eriksson 
topped the 400cc Four-Stroke class 
again, as did Silvan in the 125cc class, 
while Tiainen won three out of the four 
special tests held this day to top the 
500cc Four-Stroke class. 

The U.S. team accomplished its goal 
of maintaining third after the end of the 
day, while the Junior World team held 
on to finish fifth. 














"It's kind of a relief being here after day 
five," said Cycle Gear Racing club rider 
Jeff Kirchner, who rode a TM 250. Get- 
ting past the third day was my wall | had to 
get through, | could barely limp in. Day four 
was good and today | stayed on schedule. 
It's amazing how your body gets torn down 
and then rebuilds itself and comes back 
strong again. I've been riding on bronze on 
all week - the beginning of the week tore 
me apart." 


Dirt Rider MC's Brian Bennett was stung 
by bees three times on this day. "This one 
bee went down my jersey," he said, "and 
there was this Finnish guy on my minute. | 
kept telling him to punch me (їп the back), 
but he didn't know what 1 was saying. 'Hit 
me in the back, right here, right here!’ He 
must've thought | was nuts." 


“I've been pretty lucky so far," said another 
Dirt Rider MC rider, Dan Harte. “Every- 
thing's gone pretty well. | don't think I'm 
setting the world on fire, but I'm getting 
through it, | guess. It's been brutal. I've only 
lost one route point so far out of stupidity. | 
melted a Moose, came into the check with 
plenty of time, and | changed it, used my 
grace minute and pushed across the line 
one second late. Frustrating. The whole 
idea is to ride and clean th& whole thing (six 
days). | think I'm capable of doing that. 
Brain fade." 


The third member of the Dirt Rider MC 
team, Ken Tomeo, was still cruising 
despite suffering many minor mechanical 
problems along the way. "So far so good," 
he said. "It does feel good to be here (day 
five), but there's one more day left so I'll be 
careful. I've always followed one of my 
coache', advice - one game at a time, one 
day at a time." 


After dropping 40 minutes on day one, 
Mike McCarren was happy to finish out 
day five. "It's been one mechanical failure 
after another but nothing serious, just 
enough to slow me down," he said. "Just 
after the start this morning, | knocked the 
chain off the sprocket, lost eight or nine 
minutes. There's 30 miles left and I'm not 
taking anything for granted. I'm 39 years old 
and looking for the finish." 


“I'll be glad when it's over," said Trail Rid- 


ers of Houston's Rip Woodard. "If | ever . 


come to Finland again, | will never bring a 
motorcycle. | almost houred out the first 
two days, just having (mechanical) problems 
or on the trail - stuck. Day three, | got lost, 
ran into some foreign little town, that put 
me about 20 minutes late. But it feels good, 
now - starting to see the light at the end of 
the tunnel. I'll tell ya what, though, I'm flat- 
tered to be in the company of some of 
these guys here.” Woodard added that this 
will be his last race for quite some time. 
“I'm in the Air Force and when | get back | 
start training for a new assignment. This is 
kind of my farewell ride.” 


Despite a crash on day one, Eric Koeller 
of the Cycle Gear Racing team, was having 
an uneventful ride - that is, until day five. “In 
the first special test, | cartwheeled on a 
woods trail and smashed my throttle to 
pieces," said the TM 250 rider. "I dropped 
about 20 minutes to fix it. At first | taped it 
together, rode to the next check, they tele- 
phoned ahead and got me another throttle 
at the next check.” 


"My body is sore and bruised," said Jer- 
ald Brownell of the Boise Ridge Riders. 
"The first day | was trying to conserve ener- 
gy - I've never ridden one of these (ISDE) 
before - riding slow, too slow, it was wear- 
ing me out. | was coming into the checks 
(saying) ‘This sucks.’ So then, day two, | 
went out rode hard all day and was early at 
| checks and figured out that's what | needed 
to do - just ride hard all day, not worry 
about saving energy. After that it's been 
great." Brownell, riding a Husky in the 
500cc Four-Stroke class, had the dubious 
honor of being the last U.S. rider in every 
day.

Il that was left now was the final 
А special test апа many were 
hoping to top things off with an 
American win in at least one moto, but 
it was not to be. With Rodney Smith out, 
Davis and Cooper were the two main 
riders the U.S. team was counting on. 
The first moto to get under way was 
the first of two 125cc motos and would 
include Cooper and all of the top-placed 
125cc riders. French rider Marc Olivier 
Joriot jumped into the early lead, but 
Cooper would pass him on the second 
lap and open up a seemingly uncatch- 
able lead in the five-lap race. But, on the 
next lap, Cooper went down and 
dropped to seventh, ending any hopes 
he had of winning the moto. "I went 


' way too hot into a turn, grabbed the 


front brake and washed out," said 
Cooper. `“ 

Slovakian Ivan Jakes, on a Husqvar- 
na, won the moto with Cooper ending 
up fifth. 

Pretty much the race everyone was 
waiting for was the first (of three) 250cc 
motos that would include the top 250cc 
riders, such as Davis, Sala, Edmonson, 
Peterhansel, Watts, Pellegrinelli, Laak- 
sonen and Hatch. 

When the gate dropped, Davis out- 
jumped everyone but carried too much 
speed into the first turn, went wide off 
the course, and saw about 10 riders go 
by underneath him. Davis played catch- 
up but had little time in the five lapper. 
Edmonson smoked everyone. Watts 
ended up second, followed by Laakso- 
nen, Davis, Sala and Peterhansel. 

In the only 400cc Four-Stroke moto, 
Eriksson took the checkered flag going 
away over fellow Swede Martin Lind. 
Knapp, a former motocrosser, finished a 
respectable seventh in the moto. 

The homecountry crowd was hoping 
Tiainen could cap off the event with a 
win in the 500cc Four-Stroke moto, but 
Slovakian rider Jaroslav Katrinak and 
Italian Fabio Farioli made sure that did 
not happen. Tiainen did finish third, 
then took a celebration lap with the 
Finnish flag in hand. 





What was supposed to be an easy cruise to 
the motocross special test was all but that for 
U.S. Junior World rider Brian Storrie. After 
five days of competition, his ride nearly came 
to an end during the 25-mile hop to the MX 
test when his chain broke. "When it broke, the 
chain bent the shift shaft and the bike wouldn't 
shift," said Storrie. "I managed to get a new 
chain and make it to the final check with nine 
minutes to spare." Creative use with a ham- 
mer on the shift shaft got Storrie's Kawasaki 











shifting again so he could ride the MX test. 
The broken chain dropped Storrie from a silver 
to a bronze. 


Little-known fact: Over the course of the 
week, the U.S. team spent over 40,000 Finn- 
marks on gasoline to keep the entire U.S. 
team on the trail. That translates into approxi- 
mately $9300. 


Following six days of competition, Guy 
Cooper had nothing but praise for the top 
European riders. “I'm really impressed how 
fast these guy go - the top guys. When you 
watch motocross, or almost any motorsport 
that l've done, | can look at it and watch the 
good guys, and | go 'I can relate to it,’ maybe | 
can't do it, but | can relate to the speed. Here, 
I'm taking chances and riding very hard. l'm 
really pinning it, and those guys are beating 
me by 40 seconds. It baffles me how fast 
these guys go. | know a couple of straight- 
aways where there are trees on both sides 
with those big holes with roots and stumps in 
it. | back off because | know how hard a tree 
can hurt you. Those guys, | don't know how 
they can continue to do it every day like that. | 
take chances but | know | couldn't do it day in 
and day out. They're taking big chances, just 
seems like it to me. I'm slowly getting there. 
Instead of getting beaten by 60 seconds, it's 
now down to about 20 or 30 seconds on my 
good tests.” 


For the first time since 1991 when the United 
States won the Junior World class - Steve 
Hatch, David Rhodes, Chris Smith and Jimmy 
Lewis - in Czechoslovakia, the United States 
participated in the awards ceremonies fol- 
lowing an ISDE event.

run to a close when a nervous third 
place in the final round of the season in 
Belgium was enough to give the young 
Spaniard his first World Title. 

Runner-up twice to Tarres in the 
series, Colomer allowed himself a dou- 
ble celebration as he turned 22 Saturday, 
and his Montesa factory also was break- 
ing into the bubbly as it had its first 
world championship in the bag since 
1980 when Swede Ulf Karlson ruled for 
a year. 

The Belgian trial, staged at the 
famous Bilstain venue, where crowds of 
thousands used to turn up in the early 
‘80's to watch local hero Eddy Lejeune 


' wipe the floor with everyone on his 


works Honda, may have given Colomer 
his first title, but the result asked as 
many questions as it answered. 

Tarres not only won the trial, his 
third of the series and an unbelievable 
61st GP win, he also let it be known that 
he would be back next year, at the age of 
30, to regain his crown for what would 
be a record third time. 

Meanwhile, Japanese teenager 
Kenichi Kuroyama was busy posting his 
best performance of the year, splitting 
the two Spaniards in.the results sheet 
and showing that he will be a real title 
threat next year. And Doug Lampkin, 
who has battled with Colomer for 
supremacy all year, rode on after a hor- 
rific crash, suffering what turned out to 
be a broken right wrist - and he still fin- 
ished fourth to deny the rampant Tarres 
second place in the series. 

But back to Bilstain. The trial fol- 
lowed pretty much the same format as 
most other world rounds these days 
with 14 sections set on man-made rock 
piles blasted from the steep bankings at 
the permanent trail park. Many were 
purely technical and one result of this 
was the surprise fifth place of veteran 
rider Donato Miglio, his best perfor- 
mance by a long way this year. 

At the start of the day, Colomer was 
virtually home and dry for the title,

holding a 15-point advantage over 
Lampkin, who in turn had the luxury 
of a 13-point cushion over Tarres in 
third. 

Heavy midweek rain had made the 
sections very slippery for Saturday's 
opening loop and it looked like a hard 
day's work was in prospect when no 
one mastered the steep, slippery open- 
ing hazard behind the clubhouse. Fives 
and threes were par for the course until 
fittingly, the world's numbers one and 
two, Colomer and Lampkin, eased 
through for single dabs, joined only by 
Scorpa rider Graham Jarvis. 

It was then straight into the tight 
stuff among the rocks for the very long 
second sub where Lampkin again made 
it through for a one, as did Tarres - and 
Jarvis again. 

But still no cleans. At least the third 
sub, in and eut of the stream bed, 
allowed a couple of cleans with Fred 
Crosset (son of the Bilstain venue 
owner) and Steve Colley, destined to 
have his first and only non-scoring ride 
of the year, later being joined by tall 
Finn Tommi Ahvala, Colomer and 
Lampkin. 

After seven sections, Lampkin was

holding a narrow lead, having dropped 
four marks to Colomer's five, while Tar- 
res was on 14 and Kuroyama a high 23 
after suffering no fewer than four fives. 

АП this was to change, though, as 
Lampkin lost it at the summit of a nasty 
climb in the eighth section, plummeted 
off the side of the Beta and shook him- 
self up very badly - as well as breaking 
his wrist, although he didn't know that 
at the time. All Lampkin knew was that 
it ^was bloody hurting!" 

Amazingly, Lampkin came back to 
clean the ninth section and then power 
through the steps at the 10th where both 
Tarres and Colomer crashed to maxi- 
mum scores. Miglio surprisingly 
cleaned the 10th, as did teenagers 
Takahisa Fujinami and Gabriel Reyes, 


both the latter tellingly on the new 
Colomer-replica machines. 

Fujinami, on the HRC-badged bike, 
seems to have only two throttle posi- 
tions, closed and wide open. His style is 
erratic but spectacular, while Reyes is 
much more controlled, more in the 
Colomer mold. 

Tarres, after a promising start, was 
about to slip badly and consecutive fives 
at 12 and 13 were to drop him down to 
seventh at the end of the loop on 31. 
Kuroyama, on the other hand, bounced 
back from his disastrous start and actu- 
ally cleaned six of the last seven sections 
to hold third place on 24. 

At the front, though, Colomer had 
kept his cool to lead on 16 with Lamp- 
kin right behind on 18, but in big trouble 
with that injured wrist. 

The series looked to be all over but 
the shouting: Colomer would win to 
secure his title and maybe Lampkin 
wouldn't even have to start. But could 
he risk it? On Sunday morning, after ini- 
tial attempts to ride failed completely, 
Lampkin had his wrist heavily strapped, 
packed with ice and took a dose of pain- 
killing tablets, then opted not to ride the 
opening bone-jarring hazard. 





To tremendous applause from the 
crowd, he then cleaned the second sec- 
tion and planned to save as many marks 
as. possible in the sections he thought he 
Could get through. It was just as well he 
gritted his teeth and made the effort as 
Tarres was simply inspired, out to prove 
a point and prove it good. 

The seven-time World Champ com- 
pleted his second loop in drying condi- 
tions for 13 and was matched only by 
Kuroyama, out to prove a point of his 
own. Next was actually David Cobos, 
who slashed his opening-loop total from 
37 to 16 on the second. As a result, the 
Spanish teenager roared up the score- 
board. Lampkin made it in on 24, hav- 
ing cleaned the last four sections as the 
wrist “warmed up." 

Out for the final loop, Tarres really 
turned the screw with a brilliant final 
lap of eight when he cleaned 11 of the 14 
sections. This allowed him to overtake 
both Colomer and Kuroyama to take a 


` telling win, although Colomer wasn't 


too worried. Third place was more than 
he needed to put a smile on his face for 
the first time this season. 

“Obviously this is what I have 
worked for all my life." Colomer said. 
“And it is fantastic to be world champi- 
on. Last year Plost with just one bad 
ride in Andorra, this year I have won 
five rounds and never finished out of 
the top three. I think that is really good 
consistency. But I think next year will be 
even harder with Doug and Kenichi still 
getting better." 

Lampkin, an amazing fourth on the 
day, was happy to move up from fourth 
last season to second in the rankings. 
"Obviously I wanted to win the title," 
said Lampkin, “but Marc has been more 
consistent. But I'm still going the right 
way: sixth, fourth, and now second, and 
we will still be going for it next year." 

Jordi was happy to bask in the glory 
of his final win and was one of the first 
to congratulate Colomer on his champi- 
onship. "Today I proved that I can still 
beat them all," Tarres said. ^My last lap 
included a stupid five on an easy sec- 
tion. It was almost a perfect lap." 

Miglio finished a surprising fifth, 
while Cobos was sixth, easily his best 
result, and definitely a warning that the 
young Spaniard is on his way. Tommi 
Ahvala, in seventh, remains stuck in a 
wilderness with little confidence follow- 
ing an injury-plagued early season. Gra- 
ham Jarvis' eighth was cause for big cel- 
ebration in the Scorpa camp as it moved 
him into ninth in the standings, a big 
boost for his confidence. 

And there is much more to come from 
the inconsistent Takahisa Fujinami who 
just elbowed Marcel Justribo out of ninth. 

Further down the order, Gabriel 
Reyes is now putting in some telling 
rides on the factory Montesa as Joan 
Pons fights to regain the form that saw 
him third in the world just two seasons 
ago. Tomoyuki Ogawa finished 13th. єх

ian who scored top honors on the day to 
go to the Swiss finale just 21 points shy 
of new pacesetter Everts. 

It was a good week for the defending 
champion, who had recently been rein- 
stated as double winner of June's British 
GP by the Disciplinary Court, and thus 
turned around a 45-point deficit on 
Bervoets into an eight-point lead. 

The home-soil confrontation of 
Everts and Bervoets, separated by just 
one point after the midweek reinstate- 
ment of the former's British GP double 
win, lasted just 100 yards in the first 
race. 

From a perfect choice of gate, Everts 
emerged from the first turn third to Rob 
Herring and Vohland while Bervoets 
was struggling to pick up his Suzuki. 
With only sixth choice of gate, the one- 
time runaway points leader gambled on 
the inside gate and got tangled up with 
Remy Van Rees and Jorgensen while 
Frederic Bolley smashed into the back of 
the melee. 

After a short tussle with Van Rees as 
they tried to retrieve their bikes, knowl- 
edgeable onlookers could only shake 
their heads as it became more and more 
evident that Bervoets had blown it men- 
tally. 























"| think it would be bet- 
ter if he got on with the 
race rather than tussling 
with Van Rees," Michele 
Rinaldi said. 

It took him so long to 
restart the bike," Shayne 
King said. "There was no 
swing to his kick. He 
seemed completely demor- 
alized." 

When Bervoets fell 
again after 10 minutes, in a 
rutted corner in the tree- 
lined section, the feeling of 
utter despair seemed to 
hover over him. "Lady 
Luck" also was not on his 
side. No sooner had 
Bervoets lifted his bike 
than another rider came 
charging around the turn 
to knock him down again, 
and he was again dead last 
by the time his Suzuki 
restarted on the 20th kick. 
By the finish, Bervoets was 
12th with a last-lap pass on 
Mark Eastwood. 

Up front, Everts needed 
10 minutes to establish 
total control. Herring had 
soon given way to Voh- 
land, and on lap three Everts also 
sneaked past his RWJ teammate before 
the Brit lost it on an uphill section. 

"The back end kicked around and 
spat me off," Herring said. "I couldn't 
even get back to the bike until the pack 
was past, and then the bars were twist- 
ed." 

Everts was content to follow Vohland 
at first as they drew relentlessly away 
from the Yamahas of Andrea Bartolini 
and Yves Demaria but then commenced 
his attack. 

Vohland did not give up without a 
fight, and the eventual pass came as 
they leaped back into the woods after 
the duo charged side by side through 
three corners. 

“I was just making too many mis- 
takes," Vohland said. “Stefan, on the 
other hand, is riding so smooth. There 
was no way I could have beaten him. It 
was no dishonor to finish second to him 
today." 

As the immaculate Everts strolled to 
maximum points, Vohland's second 
place was put in doubt on the last lap. 

“1 suddenly started to get fuel-feed 
problems," Vohland said. "I must have 
got dirt in the fuel line. I couldn't be 
running out of fuel because we fitted the 


big tank for this race. It nearly cut out 
three times." 

Demaria, the little finger of his left 
hand strapped up after his Saturday 
crash, had to be content with passing 
Bartolini for third, while Pit Beirer was a 
magnificent fifth after a fall had 
dropped him to 21st. 

It was Everts' turn to strike early 
trouble in race two as Bervoets showed 
great character to drag himself back into 
the title chase. 

Bartolini grabbed the holeshot from 
Herring with Beirer flashing past the 
Brit for second on the first long climb, 
but Bervoets and Vohland were hard on 
their heels. 

Everts? The Belgian had been 
trapped against the fence at the second 
turn. The champion was in a rampant 
mood as he pulled himself back to 20th 
by the end of the lap, but Bervoets had 
sensed his chance. By the end of lap two 
he had demoted Bartolini from the lead 
and a lap later Vohland was second as a 
crash for Herring left the leading trio 
way out in front. 

Vohland was edging closer to the 
leader until a mistake after 15 minutes 
put him back behind Bartolini, a situa- 
tion he corrected again within two laps, 
but not before Bervoets had established 
a five-second buffer. 

Everts was by now up to seventh, 
and he quickly followed Demaria past 
the fading Kawasakis of Van Rees and 
Bolley, but the leaders were 25 seconds 
ahead, and he needed to continue his 
charge if he was to catch them. 

Fox 10 frustrating minutes the title- 
holder sat behind the Yamaha team 
leader, and by the time he finally forced 
his way past, the gap to Bervoets was 35 
seconds. 

Bartolini had been dropped by the 
leading duo by now, however, and with 
four laps to go, Everts was within 11 
seconds of the Italian. In one phenome- 
nal lap he pulled back four seconds, but 
a minor slip by Everts and a revival by 
Bartolini left Everts content to retain his 
series lead with a 13-point score. 

Vohland, now assured of the overall 
win, was still looking for more points. 

"| tried to come back at Marnicq," 
Vohland said. "But a fall two laps from 
the end lost me any chance. It's still all 
to play for though, and anything can 
happen in two weeks' time." But oh, 
how he is missing those seven points 
which his own teammates had denied 
him in the two previous rounds! €N

UNION, CT, AUG. 18 
fter a back-and-forth battle both on 
A: track and in the pits, Josh 
Mclevy finally found his way to 
the front of the pack to defeat Todd 
Levesque and Tom Norton for the over- 
all win at the Union Hare Scrambles. 

While Norton and Mclevy did most 
of their battling in straight racing, the 
real turning points almost always came 
down to who could go the longest with- 
out a mistake, or who could spend the 
least amount of time in the pits. Norton 
took over the lead late in the race, but a 
broken chain dropped him off the pace, 
allowing Mclevy into the lead. 

With Norton's departure, Mclevy's 
new challenger for the overall became 
points leader Todd Levesque, but 
Levesque suffered a tough crash that 
took him out of contention for the win, 
though he did remount to finish second 
overall. 

With eight races remaining in the 
series, this has become one of the most 
competitive seasons in a very long time. 
Levesque currently leads the series 
standings, but Norton and Mclevy are 
only points behind and there is every 
indication that the battle for the series 
title will go down to the wire. 

The event on Martin Michelic's 150- 
acre property was greeted by one of the 
smallest turnouts yet, with only 273 rid- 
ers, 100 of whom were competing in the 
main race. 

As the riders lined up for the Black- 
water-style start, it was Norton, 
Levesque and McCann on the front line. 
Behind them were P.J. Peculis, Mclevy 
and Brian Tucker, with each subsequent 
line started after a five-second delay. 

When the flag dropped, it was Nor- 
ton, riding a YZ125 rather than his nor- 
mal 250, getting the holeshot, but when 
the riders hit the water hole not long 
afterward, Levesque pinned it and took 
over the lead. Soon Norton was on his 
back wheel, and was in turn followed by 
McCann, Peculis and Tucker. Mclevy 
came out of the start in fifth, but slid out 
on the second turn and got tangled up 


with the pit-area fencing, knocking him : 


back behind a few rows of riders. 

It wasn't far into the lap when 
Levesque went down, allowing Norton 
and McCann to move out in front. Nor- 
ton held onto the lead for the entire lap, 
but McCann was only seconds behind, 
followed by Levesque and Mclevy. 
Peculis was now in fifth place, down 
another 20 seconds. 

Soon after the start of the second lap, 
the leading riders began trading places. 
Norton, not totally adjusted to the 125, 
made a few shifting errors on a hill. “I’m 
not used to downshifting twice at all the 
hills and corners yet," Norton said. 

Norton's mistake allowed McCann, 
who rides a Kawasaki 250, to torque his 
way right by Norton and take over the 
lead. But the battle wasn't over. The two 
riders hung together until the rock gar- 
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den, where McCann and his bike 
bounced off the trail. Levesque, too, 
encountered difficulties with an off- 
track excursion, causing him to lose a 
position to Mclevy. 

As they came around at the end of 
the second lap, Norton still had the lead, 
but with only three seconds on McCann, 
and Mclevy close behind him. Levesque 
was in fourth position, almost 30 sec- 
onds behind. Peculis was still in fifth 
place, but back by almost one and a half 
minutes. 

The leaders were putting in the 
fastest times ever at this track and no 
one was going to let up. It was coming 
down to who could go the longest with- 
out a mistake, and that seemed to be 
Norton. 

By the end of the third lap, Norton 
had increased his lead to 16 seconds 
over second place, which was now held 
by Mclevy. McCann was back another 
40 seconds, followed by Levesque. 

АП but Norton stopped in to pit at 
the end of the lap. Mclevy was out first 
without any problems. McCann came in 
next, but Levesque was able to finish his 
pit in only eight seconds, pulling out 
ahead of McCann and taking over third 
place. 

Not halfway into the fourth lap, the 
charging Mclevy caught Norton, who 
was tangling with a few lappers. As 
Norton stopped in to pit at the end of 
the lap, Mclevy came around and took

over the lead. But with only a nine-sec- 
ond pit, Norton was right back out after 
Mclevy. 

Once again it was a game of cat and 
mouse between Mclevy and Norton. 
This time it was Mclevy crashing in a 
rock section, allowing Norton to once 
again take over the lead, one he 
increased to 30 seconds - until mechani- 
cal failure struck. 

"I must have hit a rock or something 
with the rear sprocket," said Norton, 
whose bike suffered a broken master 
link. Luckily he was carrying his tool 
pouch and there were spectators around 
to help him get up and running again. 
But now he was down over three min- 
utes and running in fourth place. 

Mclevy was out in front with almost 
a minute on Levesque, who was now in 
second, followed by McCann in third. 

During the final two laps the leaders 
all went for it. Levesque was closing on 
leader Mclevy going into the final lap, 
but ended up in a horrendous crash. 

"They were telling me I was getting 
closer to Josh," said a disappointed 
Levesque, "so I was going for it, but I 
did this horrible crash and decided to 
just back off." 

This left the door wide open for 
Mclevy, earning him his second overall 
this year. 

Norton was still back in fourth, but 
determined to catch someone - anyone - 
and that happened to be McCann.

Team Suzuki Endurance’s Crew 
Chief Keith Perry attributed the week- 
end's success to “good clean racing with 
no red flags." 

"I got off to a lousy start," Lopez 
said, “but the bike was handling well 
and helped me take the lead early in the 
race."

"| neglected to get the pit crew 
together for practice and we lost time on 
two pit stops, but TKO Rayce Team 
needs to be congratulated,” Arclight 
Racing’s crew chief said. “They beat us 
straight up. The time we lost in the pits 
would not have changed the outcome.” 

TKO Rayce Team Suzuki Too ran 
flawlessly and enjoyed precision pit 
stops all race long. “The Metzler tires 
worked great,” Joey Gilleland said. 
“After testing the suspension two weeks 
ago, the bike is set up for me and John 

The crew’s efforts have made the 
TKO Rayce Team Suzukis run fast and 
smooth.” 

Close behind at the start of the race 
was Lexington, Kentucky’s Team Bell’s 
Suzuki with Roger Bell at the helm, and 
team riders Brian Jones, Jeff Wilson and 
Tommy Hayden proving their abilities 
on the GSXR750.

NETRA Enduro Series, Round 7 


Cayer best in 
Berkshire

GRANVILLE, MA, AUG. 11 
rmont native Jason Cayer contin- 
ued his assault on the NETRA 
Enduro Series, wrestling his CRE 
through the mud, roots and rocks of the 








Berkshire Mudslinger to first overall. He 
overcame a tough course with a few 
considerable obstacles along the way, 
and checked into the final control with 
32 points on his card. That's a lot of 
points, but for this run it was the magic 
number. 

Cayer, who started on the second 
minute, didn't simply walk away with 
it, either. Sharing minute one were Dave 
Gunn and Rick Claxton, good-natured 
rivals who were paired together 
through the luck of the draw. Claxton, 
who works and rides for Factory Con- 
nection, and Gunn, sponsored by Man- 
chester Honda, Factory Connection, and 
Pirelli, spent the day as if it were a high- 
speed trail ride, and matched each 
other's score at every check. Both of 
them also finished with 32s, as coinci- 
dence would have it, but Cayer beat 
each of them on tie-breaker seconds. 

The course started from the Maple 
Corner Farm on Beech Hill Road in 
Granville, and immediately turned into 
the local woods. Some fast dirt roads 
carried the riders out to a gas line, and 
then into the woods for the first points- 
taking section of the day. The local trails 
can.be treacherous, depending on your 
mood. This first section was tight and 
bony, laced here and there with surpris- 
ing swamps. The fastest riders didn't get 
out of the woods without dropping five 
or more points, and then it was more 
dirt roads heading west. 

Easy riding may have lulled some of 
the competitors into a false sense of 
security, but a surprise uphill near the 
Farmington River in Otis took a lot of 
time away from some of the B and C 
riders. With the hill safely behind riders 
were looking for more fast trail, but 
instead they were handed a tricky rock 
garden. 

It was an interesting place. Club 
member Bob King explained that way 
back in the past a railroad was slated to 
come through this property, and the 
crews got as far as blasting a ledge out 
of the side of a rock hill before the prin- 
cipals of the company ran off with the 
funds. The work stopped and the rail- 
road went away, but the ledge 
remained. To ride it, you had to attack a 
short, rooty, slippery uphill and then 
force your bike to stay upright as you 
negotiated a one-line hazard of pure, 
jagged rock. Traffic jams were common, 
and spectators were pressed into ser- 
vice, pushing bikes through. 

From there the course went down to 
Otis again and then up the infamous 
Pigeon Roost, a mean, rocky uphill into 
cliff country on the other side of the 
river. They eventually came down onto 
a gas line to the first and only official 
gas stop, 45 miles into the course. 

A 20-minute break either netted 
some needed rest or allowed riders a 
chance to assume their original minute. 
Dirt roads and more bony trails carried 
them through Tolland State Forest and 
into the local Granville trails again, until 
they emerged at the Farm again, after 85 
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miles of some of the finest punishment 
available in the Berkshires. 

Cayer, Gunn and Claxton emerged 
from the woods with the same score, 
but when the seconds were counted 
Cayer broke free as the winner. Gunn 
was awarded High Point A for his sec- 
ond-place overall score. Mike Sigety 


came north again with his Gas-Gas 125 ' 
. and laid waste to the B class, winning 


High Point B with an excellent score of 
41. At that rate he'll soon be in the A 
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class! David Dugas dropped 59 points 
on his Honda thumper, and took home 
the High Point C award with a 10- 
point cushion over the next-closest C 
rider.

Dube and Wey 
triumph in 
Walton

anadian Marco Dube and Ameri- 
б Nicholas Wey were the win 

ners of the 250cc and 125cc classes, 
respectively, at the Trans-Can Grand 
National Championship, which was also 
round four of the 1996 ACMQ/CMRC 
National Motocross Championship 
Series. Honda of Canada's Dube won 
the 250cc class with a consistent 3-2 and 
also finished a highly respected second 
in the 125cc class with a 1-3. U.S. Team 
Green/Pro-Circuit-backed Wey won the 
125cc class with a 2-1. 

Canada's largest motocross national, 
with over 10,000 spectators on hand this 
year, has definitely found a home in 
Walton, Ontario. The nearly all-natural 
terrain, grand prix-style track played 
host to almost 100 professional and 
expert-class riders from Canada, Bel- 
gium and the United States, including 
Team Kawasaki's Japanese national 
series regular Jeff Matiasevich. Many of 
the riders opted to ride both the 125 and 
250cc classes that featured two 30- 
minute-plus-two-lap motos in each 
class. This year the riders were greeted 
with nearly perfect riding conditions as 
temperatures hovered around 80 
degrees with just the right amount of 
moisture in the ground to allow for 
nearly dust-free racing and perfect trac- 
tion throughout the rolling course. 

At the start of the first 125cc moto it 
was Jeremy Booher with the holeshot, 
followed by Brandon Roberts, Dube, 
Marty Burr and Wey all grouped togeth- 

»er on the first lap. Roberts launched off 
of the finish-line jump to the bottom of 
the 50-foot-deep ravine to take over the 
number-one spot as Dube followed suit 
by displacing Booher in the following 
drop-off section. 

On the third lap, Dube forced his 
way around Roberts for the lead as Burr 
and Wey began a battle that would find 
them in third and fourth and closing on 
the leader, Dube. For. the next three laps 
Buff would hold Wey off as Dube 
increased his lead to 10 seconds. 

At the halfway point, Wey went wide 
in the sweeper after the finish-line jump, 
pulled up alongside Burr and was able 
to get by in the drop-off section. 

Wey quickly caught Roberts and 
moved into second place, but Dube was 
now enjoying a 15-second advantage 
with two laps to go. Burr got around 
Roberts for third, while Jean-Sebastien 
Roy and Jeff Matiasevich battled it out 
for fifth. 

At the end of the first moto it was 
Dube taking the win with Wey, Burr 
and a hard-charging Roy edging out 
Roberts for fourth.

Vets show kids how it’s done 
at Starwest Motocross

Saturday Night Starwest started with a major 
statewide power failure and finished with 
another powerful demonstration as Bruce Mor- 
tansen and the Over 30 Veteran class showed 
their guests, the Under 30 Beginners, how to win 
with consistent riding. 

Mortansen led the way to the first turn, pur- 
sued by Heath Hanke, Chris Drozd, Francis 
Camazflo and Brian Hiss. An aggressive Hanke 
stayed glued to the rear fender of Mortansen as 
the two riders started to distance themselves 
from the rest of the pack. By lap two, Hanke 
made the pass on Mortansen, who was deter- 
mined to stay on the rear fender of Hanke. 
Drozd, in third position, had come under attack 
from Camazflo and Skip Edwards, who had dis- 
posed of Hiss just one corner before. The race 
action centered around the third spot as Hanke 
was able to put a comfortable cushion between 
himself and Mortansen, who in turn had a com- 
fortable distance between himself and the battle 
of Drozd, Camazflo and Edwards. 

Just when things started to get tight, Drozd 
stalled his bike on lap four, taking Camazflo 
with him and allowing Edwards to take over 
third with Miguel Anderson falling into fourth. 
Camazflo was able to get under way immediate- 
ly, tucking in behind Anderson with Drozd 
falling in behind Camazflo. With two laps to go, 
the lead trio distanced themselves from the rest 
of the pack. Drozd closed back in on Anderson 
and Camazflo, and the newly applied pressure 
paid off as Anderson fell, letting Camazflo and 
Drozd pass on the last lap. It was Hanke, Mor- 
tansen, Edwards and Camazflo coming across

for the finish of the first moto in first through 
fourth position, respectively. 

The second moto was a carbon copy of the 
first as Mortansen reeled off another holeshot. 
The only exception was Hanke, who fell in the 
first tarn and remounted in dead last. In front 
of Hanke, Gibay Gutierrez, Edwards, Zack Hul- 
cer and Drozd were trying to keep the revital- 
ized Mortansen in sight. 

Knowing he needed to catch Mortansen to 
take the overall, Hanke rode like a man pos- 
sessed and worked his way up to fifth by lap 
three, pressuring Hulcer and getting around him 
two turns later. 

Edwards, who was able to get around 
Gutierrez for second place, crashed in the next 
turn and was slow to get up. He eventually 
pulled out of the race. Hanke came up to pres- 
sure Gutierrez and also threw it away, relegat- 
ing him to fourth just ahead of Drozd. 

Hanke had to start his quest for victory all 
over again, and by lap five Hanke had managed 
to work his way up to third just behind Gutier- 
rez and looked ready to pounce. As the white 
flag fell, Hanke got around Gutierrez and quick- 
ly learned that the consistent Mortansen had put 
a secure margin between himself and Hanke, 
securing the overall for the evening.

Laubach does it the hard way 
at West Florida Motocross

MILTON, FL, AUG. 4 

Nick Laubach did it the hard way with two 
impressive come-from-behind rides that result- 
ed in a second-place 125cc C finish and a win in 
the main eyent at West Florida MX Park's Sum- 
mer SX Series. 

The 125cc C heat race warmed up quickly as 
budding holeshot artist Jason Brown led Jeremy 
Aitken, Mike Ingham, Laubach and Steven 
Williams. The short heat race left little time for 
following, so Ingham made his move early, 
jumping past Aitken and Brown to take the lead. 
Laubach and Williams rode the tail of Ingham's 
drive as they freight-trained around the track, 
and Brian Young made his own charge from the 
rear of the pack. Young made a full-contact pass 
on Williams in order to challenge Laubach at the 
line, but it was too little too late as the checkers 
fell with Ingham in first and followed closely by 
Laubach, Young, Williams and Aitken in second 
through fifth, respectively. 

The 125cc C main event looked like a clone 
of the heat-race start, with Brown first into the 
tight right-hand first turn. Breathing down his 
neck again were Aitken, Ingham and Laubach. 
The second lap set the stage for most of the race, 
with Laubach and Ingham pulling away from 
the other riders while Williams and Aitken did 
everything they could to hang on. 

Meanwhile, Brown was riding smoothly but 
losing touch with the front of the pack, in con- 
trast to the wild, frenzied style that Young used 
to rise from the back of the pack all the way to 
the leaders. The action continued up front, as on 
the third lap Laubach sized up Ingham and 
bounced by with a wild feet-off-the-pegs pass 
through the whoops that put him into the first 


spot. 














As Laubach passed Ingham, Young passed 
Aitken on the infield triple and pulled into 
Williams' roost to show him his front wheel. He 
made the pass stick on the fourth lap in spite of 
the all-out efforts of a tiring Williams. 

Late in the race, Ingham seemed to get a few 
key turns dialed in and used what appeared to 
be a power advantage to close up the small gap 
that Laubach had worked so hard to create. 
However, from out of nowhere, Young zipped 
up behind and made a high-speed, outside pass 
on Ingham in the last corner before the finish 
line. However, he did not have time to catch 
Laubach, and as the checkers fell it was Laubach 
with the win after a hard-fought battle. Young 
took second-place honors, followed by Ingham, 
Williams and Aitken in third through fifth,

Plunkett scores touchdown at 
Sacramento Motocross

SACRAMENTO, CA, AUG. 9 

Troy Plunkett showed dominance in his two- 
moto sweep of the highly competitive 60cc class 
at KB Racing's “Friday Night Supercross,” and 
with only one round remaining in the 
Carmichael Honda-sponsored summer series, 
Plunkett is in the driver's seat to claim the class 
title. 

The first 60cc moto left the starting line and 
the "green wave" was off toward the first turn. 
Justin Morales snaked through the first couple 
of turns and over the jumps the cleanest and 
established the early lead. Kyle Hansen was in 
second, followed by Plunkett, Jarrod Merlins, 
Ben Gregg and the rest of the class. The top rid- 
ers maintained their initial positions as they 
aired it out over the 30-foot tabletop that marked 
the end of lap one. 

Plunkett made his assault for the lead early, 
scooting past both Hansen and Morales on lap 
two to take over the lead position. No other 
changes in positions occurred until Gregg went 
down hard on lap four while trying to overtake 
Merlins for fourth. The leaders got a lap on 
Gregg while he got restarted, but he was able to 
finish the race and make it back for the second 
moto. The heat finally took its toll during the 
sixth and final lap as Morales faded and allowed 
both Hansen and Mertens to move up a posi- 
tion. The top five finishing order at the checkers 
was Plunkett, Hansen, Mertens, Morales and 
Gregg, respectively. 

The second 60cc moto got under way as Kyle 
Hansen pulled the holeshot and came out of the 
first turn in the lead position. His lead didn't last 
long, however, for Plunkett wanted to leave no 
doubt who was the fastest rider of the night. 
Plunkett dived under Hansen in the second cor- 
ner just before the massive step-up jump and 
took over the lead position. The class completed 
the first lap with Plunkett in the lead, followed 
by Hansen, Morales, Merlins and Gregg. 

On lap three, Merlins began pushing hard to 
take away the third spot from Morales, Martins 
zapped Morales in the same corner that Plunkett 
used on lap one, Morales retaliating at the end 
of the lap with a clean pass in front of the grand 
stands. Plunkett knew nothing of the action 
behind as he opened up a full straightaway lead 
on Hansen in second. Merlins continued pres- 
suring Morales for the next two laps, but was 
not able to make a pass stick. The moto ended 
with Plunkett the clear winner and the overall 
champion for the night with back-to-back moto 
wins. Hansen's consistency earned second over- 
all, while Morales and Merlins ended their race-

Chester manhandles 
Greensboro SX

GREENSBORO, NC, AUG. 9-10 

Jim Chester swept through two nights of AMA 
Supercross held at the Greensboro Coliseum 
Complex in North Carolina, making away with 
seven out of eight wins in heat racing and main 
events to rank as the weekend's top Pro racer. 

Race fans throughout the Southeast have 
come to expect great racing when Chester and 
archrival Jim Neese show up at the track, but 
when the gate dropped for Friday's 250cc A 
main event, Templeton stepped up and nabbed 
the holeshot over the two favorites, Chester and 
Neese. Jacob Dombrosky sandwiched himself 
between Templeton and third-place Neese for 
the first two laps, but soon found himself in 
fourth as Neese and Chester both blasted by in 
their battle to the front. 

Neese and Chester set out after Templeton 
for the lead, while Dombrosky cut too tight of a 
corner of lap four, snagged a hay bale and 
dropped back to sixth. As the main hit the 
halfway point, Templeton was still out front, 
riding flawlessly, and looking like he had what 
it took to nail down the win. 

Chester and Neese were so engaged in their 
own battle that Templeton was able to go along 
his way without much pressure. As the main 
came down to the final few laps, Chester got on 
Neese and moved past to second, only a few sec- 
onds behind Templeton. But Templeton was up 
to the task and fought off Chester and Neese, 
making himself the only rider to shut down 
Chester from a full sweep of Pro Racing. The 
front three riders finished just feet apart and had 
the 1800-plus crowd on its feet. Dombrosky 
worked his way back up to fourth behind Neese 
while Allen Alford rounded out the top five. 

Chester was unstoppable in all other Pro rac- 
ing throughout the two-night event, but had to 
continue to deal with Neese throughout the

weekend. Chester did manage to take victories 
in every other race he was entered in and came 
away with four main-event wins in the 125cc A 
and 250cc A classes. Bobby Stovall pushed Nees 
out of a second-place finish in Saturday's 250cc 
A main to score a hard-fought runner-up finish 
while Templeton and David Price netted the 
final top-five paying postions. 

Another Suzuki pilot who raised some eye- 
brows was Steven Willard, who won the previ- 
ous week's 125cc C main-event and then bought 
a used RM250 to return and try his luck at two , 
classes. Willard adapted well to the bigger 250cc 
machine and swept every heat and main in 
250cc C racing on both nights, besting Rick 
Nealen on Friday and Clifford Pierce on Satur- 
day. 

With a 15-rider gate in 125cc C racing, things 
got tight, but it was again Willard proving him- 
self the man to beat. Willard walked away with 
Friday night's main win for the second straight 
weekend, but had to work a little harder when 
the main rolled around on Saturday. 

Willard gated a poor sixth-place start while 
Jason Harkey and Ron Lewallen led the way. 
Willard was quick to work his way up to the 
lead pair and studied lines for about a lap, after 
which he was past and gone. The win capped off 
a double sweep in both the 125cc C and 250cc C 
classes.

Stiles stomps Spring Creek 
Amateur Day Motocross

Clark Stiles rode to wins in the highly competi- 
tive 125cc A and 250cc A classes, beating out 
some full and fast A classes in the amateur por- 
tion of the 125c/250cc Pro National held at John 
Matin's Spring Creek MX Park. 

At the start of the 30-rider 125cc A class it 
was Chad Crosby with the holeshot, followed by 
Mike Atkinson and Mike Baker. Atkinson used 
his familiarity with the notoriously treacherous 
sand wash whoop section to gain the lead on lap 
one with Baker in second and Stiles in third. 

By the end of lap one in the four-lap race, 
Atkinson had a four-second advantage over 
Stiles and Kevin Holstein, who had moved into 
third. By the second lap, Stiles was closing the 
gap on Atkinson, and was at his back wheel by 
the end of lap three with one lap to go. On the 
last lap Stiles tried to pull out all the stops, but 
was unsuccessful at getting around Atkinson, 
who held on for the win with Stiles at his back 
wheel when the checkers flew. Holstein finished 
third, with Brent Stevenson in fourth and Troy 
Kalina in fifth. 

“This is my second race all year,” said Atkin- 
son. “I was just out there riding like I was prac- 
ticing, and wasn't really worried who was 
behind me." 

At the start of the second moto, Atkinson 
grabbed a huge holeshot and emerged from the 
sand wash followed by Kohanski, Stiles, and 
Cunningham. By the end of lap one, Atkinson 
was in control of the lead with Stiles not far 
behind, the two riders putting distance between 
themselves and the rest of the pack. Stiles 
passed Atkinson in the sand wash during lap 
two, and made the pass stick for a lead that 
would earn him the win. Atkinson stuck close 
for second, the two front-runners finishing the 
race 18 seconds ahead of third-place Kohanski, 

















fourth-place Cunningham and fifth-place finish- 
er Rene Lariviere. ч 

Brent Stevenson grabbed the 250cc А 
holeshot at the start of moto one and held the 
lead until the end. Stevenson was under con- 
stant pressure from Kyle Love, who chased him 
in second, as well as Kim Houde and Craig 
Schwartz. After the sand wash, Stiles emerged in 
fourth behind Houde, the top four riders close 
enough to throw a blanket over. Love was able 
to pass Stevenson early in lap two, but Steven- 
son reclaimed his position in the whoops. 

Stiles worked his way up to second, but 
washed out. However, Stiles managed to 
remount and chase the riders until the last lap, 
when he got around both Houde and Love to 
take second behind Stevenson. 

At the start of moto two, Houde got out front 
with Lyle Block, Todd Walton, Todd Fletcher 
and Stiles following. After the whoops, Stiles 
moved into second behind Houde, but went 
down again and remounted in fifth. 

“1 was on the inside and my front wheel just 
slid out," Stiles said. "I got up and thought, 
‘Here goes.’ I figured I'd get fourth or third at the 
finish." 

By the last lap, Stiles was past Houde for sec- 
ond and chasing new race leader Walton. Stiles 
passed Walton through the sand wash to take 
the moto and overall wins. Walton, Houde, Love 
and Block finished second through fifth, respec- 
tively. 

Houde later took two victories out of a possi- 
ble three, winning the Veteran A and the Senior 
A classes, and finishing third in the second 250cc 
A moto. 

“I’m getting ready to ride the Vet nationals 
in Glen Helen in November," said Houde. “Туе 
been busy roofing, but I wanted to come down 
here to get ready for that." 

At the start of the first Vet A moto, Houde 
grabbed the lead followed by Tim Rood, Bart 
Shiftlett and Kevin Dunham. The first two laps 
of the four-lap race were tight as Houde and 
Shiflett held on to their positions while Alan 
Regier got by Dunham for third. By the finish, 
Houde had a five-second lead and got loud 
cheers from the crowd as Shiftlett finished in 
second, followed by the close trio of Reiger, Dar- 
rell Miller and Dunahm, in third through fifth, 
respectively.

Wood wails at Waterford 
Hillclimb Nationals

WATERFORD, OH, JULY 26-28 

After a disappointing but respectable fifth-place 
finish at the '95 Youth National Amateur Cham- 
pionships, Mike Wood reclaimed the 500cc-class 
title that belonged to him in '92 and ’93, and suc- 
ceeded with a ride that easily won the class and 
stood as the fastest ride of the event. 

Wood sat in the top spot at the end of day 
onê after climbing the relatively short but 
rugged incline in 5.781 seconds. On day two, 
Rick Parmeter caught Wood with a 5.433, but 
Wood looked confident as he waited through 
some 50 other riders to take his final shot. Wood 
blasted out of the hole and launched perfectly 
over the jump, then quickly continued to the 
two-bulldozer-wide jump at the 120-foot mark. 
Temporarily leaving the planet, Wood flew high 
above the hill crew and then landed on the 
much-steeper top of the hill and on through the 
lights with an amazing 5.129-second ride, easily 
winning the class with a time that held through 
both the remaining 750cc and Open classes as 
the fastest ride of the event. 

In the 750cc class, top riders Rick Prebe and 
Jay Parmeter were both looking for a five-and-a- 
half-second ride, but both succumbed to 
mechanical problems and were forced to watch 
while Dave Perrigo clocked a 6.246 with a ride 
that looked like it would hold until Matt Nelson 
lit up his orange machine and smoked an amaz- 
ing 5.587 for the win. Perrigo finished second, 
with Lloyd Haas in third. Prebe and Parmeter 
got lucky, finishing with national number-four 
and number-five finishes. 











"]t's just beginners' luck," said Nelson, who 
has been climbing for only two years. He credit- 
ed his success to his friends. "Mike Wood, Todd 
Cipala, Bill Paider, and Ryan Peterson, all 
national winners themselves, have taught me 
the ropes and gave me the confidence I needed 
to win," he said. 

Cipala took the Open-class victory in his typ- 
ical "do it right the first time" style. He led the 
class on day one with a 6.459, and watched on 
day two as 30 other riders tried unsuccessfully 
to bust his time. Gary Waddell make a quick trip 
up the hill, but his 6.918 was just good enough 
for second place. Mike Bronk performed what 
looked like a winning ride, but a hard landing 
after a 50-foot flight left Bronk grasping for his 
throttle, and he was unable to recover in time. 

Cipala, riding his fast Harley only twice this 
year, said, "It was a good year, a great year, and 
it's a great bike."

Central Illinois M.C. 
Hillclimb returns

NEOGA, IL, AUG. 11 5 

After more than 20 years, the Central Illinois 
Motorcycle Club returned to the hillclimb circuit 
in District 17, unveiling its new hill at the club- 
grounds near Neoga, Illinois with a semi-pro 
sanctioned points-paying climb. 

Brent Stewart and Jason Northrup shared 
fast-time honors on this first climb, each claim- 
ing one win in the amateur session and another 
іп exhibition-class action. Tom Compton also 
picked up two wins. Halftime entertainment fea- 
tured a foot "dash for cash" for the youngsters 
and a hillclimbing demonstration by Dusty, the 
hillclimbing dog. 

Stewart recorded his fast time in the 250cc 
class, turning a very good 3.324-second run on 
his first ride to take the first-round class lead, 
just ahead of Andy Fortner, who delivered an 
almost equally fine 3.329 second time. That fast 
time held up until the 500cc class, when David 
Peirson carded a 3.254-second run to take that 
class lead at the break, and Compton ran an 
even faster 3.218-second fast time in the Open 
class at the end of the first-round amateur rides. 

In second-round action, Stewart blew over 
the hill in an excellent 3.083 seconds to take his 
ninth 750cc-class win of the year and move back 
on the fast-time bubble. His time stood up 
throughout the amateur classes, earning him his 
second fast time of the season, an impressive 
performance on a 250cc machine. Fortner bet- 
tered his first ride as well, but his 3.224-second 
time left him in second place. Craig DeHart 
topped the hill in 3.591 seconds for third. 

Northrup picked up his fast time in the 
Open Two-Stroke Exhibition class. Stewart set 
the stage again in the class with a first-round 
ride of 3.108 seconds to take the first-round class 
lead, then became the first rider to break the 
three-second barrier with a super-fast 2.990-sec- 
ond ride in the second round. Northrup and 
Former both attempted to jump from the first to 
the second stage on their first rides, but neither 
was able to land and recover for a fast ride. 
However, on their second rides they stayed clos-

er to the ground with excellent results. Former 
took his Honda over in 2.963 seconds, then 
watched as Northrup turned an even faster 
climb in 2.938 seconds, setting the overall fast 
time for the day and the record for the new hill. 
It was Northrup's seventh fast time of 1996. 
Stewart's time held up for third place. 

In the Youth class, National number two 
Matt Weaver edged out National Champion 
Anthony DeHart for the 85cc-class win. Weaver 
turned 4.207 seconds while DeHart carded a 
4.356-second ride. National number six Becky 
Williams took third with a time of 5.375 seconds. 

David Person remained undefeated in the 
200cc class, picking up his seventh win of the 
season in as many attempts with a time of 3.720 
seconds. Scott Sheets stopped the clock at 8.005 
seconds for second place while John Monroe fin- 
ished third. 

Steve Shafer tumed in two very good rides, 
his best a first-round ride of 3.592 seconds, good 
for the win in the 400cc class. Paul Hillard put 
his bike over the top in 3.851 seconds for second 
place, followed by Larry Christ. 

Northrup, the current 500cc-class point 
leader, extended his lead with a very good 
3.100-second run to take his sixth 500cc win of 
the season, while Andy Fortner maintained his 
runner-up position by claiming second with a 
good 3.229-second run. Dave Person took the 
first-round lead with a 3.254-second first round 
run, but couldn't better that on his second ride 
and finished third. 

In 750cc action, Northrup took the first- 
round lead with a 3.329-second run only to see 
that time beaten twice on the second round, first 
by Jim Hillard then again by Bob Glenn. Hillard 
turned a fine 3.273 seconds to take his third win 
of the season. Glenn stopped the clock in 3.321 
seconds for second place, and Northrup 
changed his gearing at intermission but lived to 
regret it as the big triple bogged slightly coming 
off the jump, leaving him with a 3.400-second 
time on his second ride for third place. 

In Open-class action, Tom Compton made 
his first appearance of the season and came 
away with.a fine 3.218-second win. Bob Fisher 
flashed some of his considerable speed on his 
1200cc Harley, running a good 3.504-seconds for 
second place, while class points leader John 
Hillard put his bike over the top in 3.549 sec- 
onds for third place. 

Roger Ridden picked off the Senior Class 
win with a good 3.459-second run. Glenn tight- 
ened up the point standings by coming in sec- 
ond with a 3.481-second run, gaining three 
points on class leader Craig DeHart, who fin- 
ished third in 3.686 seconds. 

Stewart picked up his second win in the 
400cc Exhibition class with a very fast 3.080-sec- 
ond run, just faster than Steve Shafer, who 
turned 3.099 seconds. Fortner took the third- 
place money with a 3.264-second ride. 

Compton picked up his second Open Four- 
Stroke-class win on his monster Kawasaki with 
a very quick 3.111-second run. Bob Urnikis took 
the second-place cash with a good 3.267-second 
effort, with Harley-mounted Bob Fisher run- 
ning third in 3.341 seconds. Pat Sarver ran his 
750cc Kaw over in 3.764 seconds for fourth 
place. Larry Christ entertained the crowd and 
thrilled the hill crew as he charged out of 
bounds on his first ride, running over one hill 
man and chasing at least three others into the 
woods. He offered his apologies to the crew and 
promised to be more in control on his second 
ride, and he was, taking it over the top in 3.891 
seconds for fifth place while the hill crew 
watched from various strategic positions 
behind trees of their choice. 

The real hit of the day, however, was Dusty, 
the hillclimbing dog. Dusty, appropriately out- 
fitted in riding pants, jersey, helmet and gog- 
gles, rode in front of Compton as the duo 
crashed after approximately 80 feet on their first 
ride. Dusty gave Tom a pep talk and some rid- 
ing tips, and they went on to top the hill suc- 
cessfully on their second ride in a very 
respectable four seconds.

hough he might never admit it if 

you asked him directly, it's easy to 

get the impression that Mike Lynch 
probably has better things to do with his 
life than run a Grand National Champi- 
onship motorcycle racing team. 

After alk, it's not like the 40-year-old 
Forrest Hill, Maryland, resident doesn't 
have more than enough to keep him 
busy just in the day-to-day operations of 
his own company, Lynch Transporta- 
ion, whose fleet of 30 Peterbilt semi- 
tankers runs up and down the East 

oast, carrying gasoline, oil and liquid 
asphalt - among other petroleum prod- 
cts - under contract with Shell Oil 
ompany and several other big-name 
orporations. Lynch has 60 full-time 
employees on his payroll, and most of 
his rigs are on the road seven days a 
eek, 24 hours a day. 

It wasn't always that way for Lynch, 

ho has been in the trucking business 
since he was 17 years old. The better 
part of 10 years was spent crisscrossing 
the country seven days a week and 24 
hours a day, making long hauls for 
other trucking outfits, until he came to 
the realization that it was time to make a 
move and do the job for himself and his 
family. 

"In 1983 I decided that I wasn't going 
to stay on the road all my life,” Lynch 
says. "So I mortgaged the house and 
bought my own truck. I had another dri- 
ver who helped me. We ran it in two 
shifts, hauling fertilizer.” 

Although it didn’t come overnight, 

uccess did come rather quickly. Five 
onths down the road came another 
tractor, and then another. Thirty trac- 
tors, countless trailers, a huge office and 
Afour-bay workshop, and 13 years later, 
ike Lynch no longer has to go on the 
road. 

And yet he is still there, traveling bet- 
ter than 50,000 miles a year for another 
reason entirely - his son, Paul. The 
younger Lynch is at the same time try- 
ing both to grow up and to attain his

own success as a professional dirt track 
racer on the AMA Grand-National 
Championship circuit, a daunting if not 
impossible task. The parallel is some- 
what ironic: Paul Lynch is getting his 
start in the business of professional 
motorcycle racing at 17 years old, the 
same age that his father was when he 
made the decision to drive a truck. 

Mike Lynch is behind Paul 100 per- 
cent, and has put together a first-class 
operation that rivals the best privateer 
teams on the circuit. Lynch has provid- 
ed his son with a first-rate, C&]-framed 
Harley-Davidson XR750 - another is on 
the way - as well as an immaculately 
prepared Wood-Rotax for the two or 
three stops on the Grand National trail, 
as well as the various regionals and 
local expert events that call for such a 
machine. He has hired a cagey veteran 
of a mechanic in Mike Wheeler to make 
sure that the equipment stays fresh and 
well-maintained. Mike, wife Wanda, 
Paul, Wheeler and their helper/driver - 
a man they call "The Rat"-hit the road in 
one of the cleanest-looking transporters 
on the circuit, a 40-foot, $100,000 Peter- 
bilt rig that features full living quarters 
as well as more than enough room in 
the rear section to store and haul five 
motorcycles if need be. Paul Lynch is 
not hurting for anything. 

Starting-in the middle of last year, 
Lynch Racing took to the road, heading 
to the various Grand National stops, 
regionals and pickup races for the better 
part of six months with Paul's total 
Grand National points tally being a sin- 
gle point after he made just one Grand 
National, the Goshen Half Mile, and fin- 
ished last. 

Dirt track racing at the.Grand 
National level is anything but economi- 
cal, and after spending $50,000 in opera- 
tions expenses alone for the raee team 
last year, it would have been easy for 
Mike Lynch to look at the numbers and 
call the venture a failure. Because when 
the chips are down, and money goes out

and doesn't come in, as it so often can 
on the Grand National circuit, even the 
most well-off teams often are forced to 
question their commitment to a profes- 
sional motorsport which pays relatively 
small purses, has no major series spon- 
sor and no major television coverage. It 
becomes a matter of dollars, and 
"sense," and Lynch comes off as any- 
thing but an extravagant man who takes 
pleasure in blowing huge sums of 
money on an expensive hobby. It would 
have been easy to quit, but it didn't hap- 
pen. ; 

It isn't that Lynch is one of those Lit- 
tle League dads who believes that his 
son can do no wrong. What Mike Lynch 
has recognized is that he loves dirt track 
racing, and he loves his son, and the fact 
that he can be involved with both at the 
same time makes this racing program 
that much more special to him. It has 
been that way since he started fielding 
racing motorcycles for Paul when the 
boy was 7 years old. And maybe, just 
maybe, he sees the same chance for great- 
ness for Paul, albeit in a different-arena, 
that he achieved in thé trucking business. 
Nobody thus far has questioned the 
youngster's dedication to his chosen pro- 
fession - especially considering that Paul, 
like so many other potential Grand 
National stars of tomorrow, has engaged 
in a man's game without so much as 
graduating from high school yet. 

And Paul is trying to learn as much 
as he can about the game. After each 
race he can be found with Wheeler, jot- 
ting down notes pertinent to every 
aspect of his motorcycle's setup, the 
track and weather conditions, finish 
positions and even the money he won. 
On the track, he is as fierce a competitor 
as there is on the circuit today, and you 
can bet that he feels the same shame, 
anger, disappointment - call it whatever 
you want - that Steve Morehead or Scott 
Parker felt whenever they got their asses 
kicked by the Grand National veterans 
of their younger days.

this, and he has kept his 
racing team on the road in the hope that 
one day the dedication his son displays 
will combine with the experience that he 
currently lacks to produce a solid cham- 
pionship contender. It won't come 
overnight, but Lynch believes that it will 
come. 

^He's coming along," Lynch says of 
Paul. “He plateaus for a long time, and 
then it seems like he steps up another 
level." 

How gratifying then that at the 
recently held Cornhusker Motorcycle 
Championship in Lincoln, Nebraska, 
Paul Lynch made his father's words ring 
true by doing just that - stepping up in a 
big, big way. 

Lynch started off in typical fashion, 
running fourth in his heat race and fail- 
ing to grab a direct transfer to the main 
event by a single position. But from 
there, things just seemed to take off as 
Lynch gunned his XR750 away from his 
competition to win the first semi by a 
country mile and earn a spot in the fea- 
ture. He returned to the track aboard his 
600 and not only made that main, but 
tenaciously took control of the 15-lapper 
in the closing stages of the race to score 
a close victory over fellow young lion 
J.R. Schnabel and thus garner the first 
major professional victory of his career. 

It wasn't all roses, though. Lynch 
was in the process of putting together a 
solid run in the Grand National final 
when carburetor problems dropped him 
to 13th after all was said and done. But 
it might as well have been a victory, 
judging by the team's reaction. Paul 
Lynch had once again shown that he has 
what it takes. That's good enough for 
Mike Lynch to keep going, for he knows 
that it is his son who still has better 
things to do. 

And even if another night like Lin- 
coln doesn't happen again this year, for 
Mike Lynch, the haul has already paid
